27 And they 
told him all the words of Joseph which he had 
said unto them : and when he saw the waggons 
which Joseph had sent to carry him, the spirit of 
Jacob their father revived. 26 And Israel said^ 
It ia enpugh ; Joseph my son ia yet alive ; I Will 
go and see him before I die. 

Chap. XLVI. Joseph* s father cometh to him. 

And Israel took his journey, with all that he had, 
and came to Beer-sheba^ and offered sacrifices 
unto the God of his father Isaac. 2 And God 
spake unto Israel in the visions of the night, and 
said, Jacob, Jacob. And he said, here am L 3 And 
he said, I am God, the God .of thy father : fear not 
to go down into Egypt, for I will there make of 
thee a great nation. 4 I will go down with. thee 
into Egypt ; and I will also surely bring thee up 
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again : and Joseph shall put his hand upon thine^ 
eyes. 5 And Jacob rose up from Beer»sheba: 
7 His sonS) and his sons* sons with him, his 
daughters, and his sons' daughters, and all his seed 
brought he with him into Egypt. 29 And Joseph 
made ready his chariot, and went up to meet Israel 
his father, to Goshen ^ and presented himself unto 
him: and he fell on his neck, and wept on his neck 
a good while. 3<!)And Israel said unto Josephi Now 
let me die, since I have seen thy face, because thou 
arf yet alive. 

Chap. XLVII. Jacob setileth in Egypt, 
Then Joseph came and told Pharaoh ; and said, 
My father, and my brethren, and their fi»cks, and 
their herds, and all that they have, are come out of 
the land of Canaan : and behold, they are in the 
land of Goshen. 5 And Pharaoh spake unto Jo- 
seph, saying, a The land of Egypt is before thee: 
In the best of the land makethy father and brethren 
to dwell ; in the land of Goshen let them dwell : and 
if thou knowest any men of activity amongst them, 
then make them rulers over my cattle. 7 And 
Joseph brought in Jacob his father, and set him 
before Pharaoh :«nd Jacob blessed Pharaoh. 8 And 
Pharaoh said unto Jacob, Hovr old ar/ thou ? 9 And 
Jacob said unto Pharaoh, The days of the years of 
my pilgrimage arc an hundred and thirty years ; 
few and evil have the days of the years of my life 
been, and have not attained unto the days of the 
years of the life of my fathers in the days of their 
pilgrimage. 1 1 And Joseph placed his father, and 
his brethren, and gave them a possession in the 
land of Egypt, in^ the best of the land, 12 And 
Joseph nourished his father, and his brethren, and ' 
all h\ft father's household. 28 And Jacob lived in 
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thct^and of Egypt seventeen years : so the whole 
Hge of Jacob tiras an hundred forty and seven years. 

Chap. XLVIII. Jacobus sickness. 
And it came to pass after these things, that one 
told Joseph, Behold, thy father » sick : and he 
took vrith him his two sons, Manasseh and Ephr^im. 
8 And Israel beheld Joseph's sons, and said, Who 
are these? 9 And Joseph said unto his father, 
They are my sons, whom God hath given me in 
this filace : and he said, Bring them, I pray thee, 
imto me, and I will bless them. 1 1 Apd Israel 
said unto Joseph, I had not thought to see thy face r 
and lo, God hath shewed me also thy seed. 15 And 
he blessed Joseph, and said, God, before whom my 
fathers Abraham and Isaac did walk, the God, which 
fed me all my life long unto this day, 16 The 
Angel, which redeemed me from all evil, bless the 
lads ; andflet my name be named on them, ^d the 
name of my fathers Abraham and Isaac : and let 
them grow into a multitude in the midst of the 
earth. 17 And when Joseph saw that his father 
laid his right hand upon the head of Ephraim, he 
held up his father's hand, 18 And said, Not so, my 
father : for this is the first born ; put thy right 
hand upon his head. 1 9 And his father refused, and 
said, I know it^ my son, I know ii: he -also shall 
become a people, and he also shall be great : but 
truly his younger brother shall be greater than he. 
20 And he blessed them that day^ and he set 
Ephraim before Manasseh. 21 And Israel said 
unto Josepii, Behold, I die : but God shall be with 
you, and bring you again unto the land of your 
fathers. 
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Chap. XLIX. Jacob* s hlessing^ on his sons, 
Ano Jacob palled unto bis sons, and said, Gather 
yourselves together^ tbat I may tell you that which 
shall befal you in the last days. 3 Retiben, thou 
art my first born, my might, and the beginning of 
my strength, the excellency ,of dignity, and the 
excellency of power. 4 Unstable as water, thou 
Shalt not excel. 5 Simeon and Levi are brethren : 
instruments of cruelty are in their habitations: 
6 O my soul, come not thou into their secret ; unto 
their assembly, mine honour, be not t)iou united : 
for in their anger they slew a man, and in their 
self will they digged down a wall. 7 Cursed be 
their anger , for it toa^ fierce ; ^nd their wrath, for, 
it was cruel. 8 Judah, thou art he whom thy 
brethren shall prsCise ; thy hand shall be in the neck 
of thine enemies : thy father*s children shall bow- 
down before thee. 10 The sceptre shall not de- 
part from Judah, nor a law giver from between his 
feet, until Shiloh come ; and unto him shall the 
gathering of the people be. 

13 Zebulun shall dwell at the haven of the sea ; 
and he shall ^eforan haven of ships. 14 Issachar. 
is a strong ass, couching, down between two bur- 
dens : 15 And he bowed his shoulder to bear, and 
became a servant unto tribute. 16 Dan shall judge 
his people, as one of the tribes of Israel. 19 Gad, 
a troop shall overcome him : but he shall overcome 
at the last* 20 Out of Asher his bread shall be fat, 
and he shall yield royal dainties. 21 Naphuli is a 
hind let loose : he giveth goodly words. 22 Joseph 
is a fruitful bough, even a fruitful bough by a well ; 
vfhose branches rup over the wall. 24 His bow 
abode la strength, and the arms of his hands were 
made wong by the hands of the mighty Goi, of 
■ 4* 
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Jacob: from thence f« the shepherd, the stone of 
Israeli 25 £-0€n by the God of thy father, wKo 
shall help thee, and by the Almighty, who shalh 
bless thee with blessings of heaven above, blessings 
of the deep that lieth tinder : 26 They shall be on 
the head of Joseph, ana on the crown of the head oF* 
him that wa& separate from his bf^thren. 

27 Benjamin shall raven aa a wolf ; in the morn- 
ing he shall devour the prey, and at night he shall 
divide the spoil. 28 All these are the twelve tribes 
of Israel : and this is it that their father spake unto- 
them^ and blessed them. 29 And he charged 
them, and said untcvthem, I am to be gathered 
unto my people : bury me with my fathers in the 
cave that tain the field of Ephron, SO In the land of 
Canaan, whkh Abraham bought for a possession 
of a burying place. 3 1 There they buried Abra* 
ham and Sarah his wife ; there tj|py buried Isaac 
and Rebekah his wife ; and there I buried Leah. 
33 And when Jacob had made an end of command- 
ing his sons, he gathered up his feet into the bed, 
and yielded up the ghost, and was gathered unto 
his people. 

Chap. L. Joseph's death. . 
And Joseph fell upon his father's face, and-wept 
upon him, and kissed him. 2 And Joseph com- 
manded his servants the physicians to embalm his 
father : and the physicians embalmed Israel. 4 And 
when the days of his mourning were past, Joseph 
spake, saying, 5 My father made me swear, say- 
ing, Lo, I die : in my grave, which I have digged 
for me in the land of Canaan, there shaltthou bury 
me. Now therefore let me go up, I pray thee, and 
bury my father, and I will come again.^ 6 And 
Pharaoh sald^ Go up> and bury thy father, 7 And 
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Joseph went up to bury his father : aud with him 
went up all the servants of Pharaoh, the elders of 
his house) and all the elders of the land of Egypt ;. 
S And all th^ house of Joseph, and his brethren, 
and his father's house : only their little ones, and 
their flocks, and their herds they left in the land of 
Goshen. 12 And his sons did unto him according^ 
as he commanded them. 

1 4 And Joseph returned into Egypt, he, and hl^ 
brethren, and all that went up with, him to bury 
his father, after he had buried his father. 15 And 
when Joseph's brethren saw that their father was 
dead, 1 6 They sent a tnessenger unto Joseph, say-* 
ing. Thy father did command befdre lie died, say- 
ing, 1 7 So shall ye say unto Joseph, Forgive, I 
pray thee now, the trespass^ of thy brethren, and 
their sin; for they did unto thee evil : andnow,.we 
pray thcfit forgive the trespass of the servants oj 
the God of thy father^. And Joseph wept when 
they spake unto him ; 19 And said unto them. 
Fear not: for am I in the place of God I 20 But 
as for you, ye thought evil against me : but God 
meant it unto good, to bring to pass, as it is this 
day, to save much people alive. 2 1 Now there- 
fore fear ye not : I will nourish you, and your little 
ones. And he comforted them, and spake kindly 
unto them. 24 And Joseph said unto his brethren^ 
I die : and God will surely visit you, and bring yoa 
out of this land, unto the- land which he sware to- 
Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob. 25 And Joseph 
took an oath of the children of Israel, saying, God 
will surely visit you, and ye shall carry up my bones 
from hence. 25 So Joseph died, being an hundred 
and ten years old : and they embalmed him, and he 
was put in a cofBn in Egypt.

EXODUS. 

Chap. I. Israel is oppressed, 
8 Now there arose up a new king over Egypt, 
which knew not Joseph. 9 And he said, Behoidt 
the people of the children of Israel are more and 
mightier than we. 11 Therefore they did set 
over them task masters to afflict them with their 
burdens. 12 But the more they afflicted themi 
the more tliey multiplied and grew. 13 And the 
Egyptians made the children of Israel to serve 
with rigour: 14 And they made their lives bitter 
with hard bondage: all their seryice, wherein they 
made them serve, was with rigour. 22 And Pha- 
raoh charged all his people, saying, Every son that 
is born ye shall cast into the river, and eyery 
daughter y^ shall save alive. 

Chap. II. Moses is born, 
A MAN of th« house of Levi took to wife a 
daughter of Levi. 2 And the woman bare a son, 
and hid him three months. 3 And when she could 
not longer hide him, she took for him an ark of 
bulrushes, and put the child therein ; and laid it 
in the flags by the river's brink. 4 And his sister 
stood afar off, to wit what would be done to him. 

5 And the daughter of Pharaoh came down to wash 
keradf at the river ; and when she saw the ark 

• among the« flags, she sent her maid to fetch it. 

6 And when she had opened zV, she saw the child: 
and, beimid, the babe w€pt. And she had conv* 
passion on him. 7 Then said his sister to Phara- 
oh's daughter, Shall I go and call to thee a nurse 
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of the Hebrew women ? 8 And Pharaoh's daugh- 
ter said, Go. And the maid went and called the 
child's mother. 9 And Pharaoh's daughter said 
unto her, Take this child away^ and nurse it for 
me, and I will give thee thy wages. And the wo- 
man took the child, and nursed it. 10 And the 
child grew, and she brought him unto Pharaoh's 
daughter, and he became her son.* And she called 
his name Moses. 

Chap. III. Ged commissions Moses, 

Now Moses kept the flock of Jethvo his father 

in law, the priest of Midian : 2 And^the Angel of 

the Lord appeared unto him in a flame of lire, out 

of the midst of a bush : and he looked, and, behold, 

the bush burned with fire, and the bush %oaa not 

consumed. 3 And Moses said, I will now turn 

aside, and se^ this great sight, why the bush is not 

burned. 4 And God called unto him out of the 

midst of the bush, and said, Moses, Moses! And 

he said, Here am I. 5 And he said, Draw notnigjh 

hither : put off thy shoes from ofi^ thy feet ; for the 

place whereon thou standest is holy ground. 6 

Moreover he said, I am the God of thy father, the 

God of Abraham, the God of Isaac, and the God of 

Jacob. 7 I have surely seen the affliction of my 

people which are in Egypt, and have heard their 

cry, by reason of their task masters ; 8 And I am 

come down to deliver them out of the hand of the 

Egyptians, and to bring them up out of that land, 

unto a good land, and a large, unto a land flowing 

with milk and honey. 

10 Come now, therefore, and I will send thee 
unto Pharaoh, that thou mayest bring forth my peo- 
ple, the children of Israel, out of Egypt. 13 And 
Moses said unto God, Behold, ivhtn I coine unto 
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the children of Israel, and shall say unto theiii> 
The God of your fathers hath sent me unto you ; 
and they shall say to me^ What is his name ? What 
shall I say unto them? 14 And God said unto 
Moses, I AM THAT I AM : and he said, Thus 
shalt thou say unto the children of Israel, I AM 
bath sent roe unto you. 15* And God said, more- 
over, unto Moses, Thus shalt thou say unto the 
children of Israel, The LordiGrod of your fathers, 
the God of Abraham, the God of Isaac, and the 
God of Jacob, hath sent me unto you : this is my 
name for ever, and this is my memorial unto. all 
generations^ 

Chap. IV. Moses is sent to Pharaoh. 
And Moses said, But, behold, thev will not be- 
lieve me, nor hearken unto my voice : for they 
will say, The Lord hath not appeared unto thee. 
2 And the Lord said unto him, What is (hat in 
thine hand ? And he said, A rod. 3 And he said, 
Cast it on the ground. And he cast it on the ground» 
and it became a serpent. 4 And the Lord said 
unto Moses, Put forth thine hand, and tak^ it by 
the tail. And he put forth his hand, and caught rV, 
and it became a rod in his hand. 10 And Moses 
said unto the Lord, O my Lord, I am not eloquent; 
but 1 am slow of speech, and of a slow tongue. 
1 1 And the Lord said unto him, Who hath made 
man*s mouth ? or who maketh the dumb, or deaf, 
or the seeing, or the blind ? have not I the Lord^ 
14 J« not Aaron the Levite thy brother ? I know 
that he can speak well. 1 5 And thou shalt speak 
unto him, and put words in his mouth : and I will 
be with thy mouth, and with his mouthy and will 
teach you what ye shall do. 
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Chap. V. Pharaoh is hardened, 
Akd afterward Moses and Aaron went in, $ind 
told Pharaoh, Thus saith the Lord God of Israel^ 
Let 1117 people go, that they may hold a feasts uhto 
me in the wilderness. 2 And Pharaoh said, Who 
is the Lord, that I should obey his voice to let Is- 
rael go ? I know not the Lord, neither will I let 
Israel go. 3 And they said,The God of the Hebrew^ 
hath met with us : let us go, we pi'ay thee, three 
days journey into the desert, and sacrifice unto the 
Lord our God; lest he fall upon us with pestilence, 
or with the sword. 4 And the king of Egypt said 
unto them, Wherefore do ye, Moses and Aaron, 
let the people from their works? get you unto 
your burdens. 6 And Pharaoh commanded the 
same day the task masters q^ the people, and their 
officers, saying, 9 Let there more work be laid 
upon the men, that they may labour therein; and 
let them not regard vain words. 

Chap VI. God* s promise renewed. 
Then the Lord said unto Moses, Kfow shalt thou 
see what I will do to Pharaoh. 6 Wherefore say 
unto the children of Israel, I am the Lord, and t 
will bring you out from under the burdens of the 
Egyptians, and I will rid you out of their bondage; 
and I will redeem you with a stretched out arm, 
and with great judgments. ' 7 And I will take ybij 
to me for a people, and I will be to you a God • 
and ye shall know that I am the Lord your God. 
8 And I'will bring you in untp the land, concerning 
the which I did swear to give it to. Abraham, tQ 
Isaac, and to Jacob; and 1 will 'give it youfpr.aii 
heritage : I am the Lord. ., I 
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Chap. YII. Moses works miracles. 
14 And th« Lord said unto Moses, Pharaoh's 
heart is hardened, he refuseth to let the people g;o. 
15 Get thee ui^to Pharaoh in the morning; lo, he 
goeth out unto the water ; and thou shalt stand by 
the river's brink against he come ; and the rod 
which was turned to a serpent shalt thou take in 
thine hand. 16 And thou shalt say unto him, The 
Lord God of the Hebrews hath sent me unto thee, 
saying) Let^ my people go, that they may serve me 
in the wilderness : and, behold, hitherto thou would- 
est not hear. 17 Thus saith the Lord, In this thou 
shalt know that I am the Lord : behold, I will smite 
with the rod that is in mine hand, upon the waters 
which are in the river, and they shall be turned to 
blood« ^0 And Moses and Aaron did so, as the 
Lord commanded* 23 And Pharaoh turned, and 
went into his house, neither did he set his heart to 
this also. 

Chap. XL A severer judgment threatened* 
And the Lord «aid unto Moses, Yet will I bring 
one plague more upon Pharaoh, and upon Egypt ; 
afterwards he will let you go hence. 4 And Mo. 
ses said, Thus saith the Lord, About midnight will 
I go out into the midst of Egypt: 5 And all the 
first born in the land of Egypt shall die, and all 
the first born of beasts. 6 And there shall be a 
great cry throughout all the land of Egypt, such 
as there was none like it, nor shall bo like it any 
more. 7 But against any of the children of Israel 
shall not a dog move his tongue, against man or 
beast; that ye may know how that the Lord doth 
put a diCference between the Egyptians «nd Israel. 
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Cbap. XII. TTie hraeliies^ departure. 
29 Ahd it came to pass, that) at midnight, the 
Lord smote all the first-born in the land of Egypt, 
from the first-born of Pharaoh that sat on his throne, 
unto the first-bom of the captive that was in the 
dungeon^ and all the first-bom of cattle. SO And 
Pharaoh rose up in the night, he, aiid all his ser- 
vants, and all the Egyptians ; and there was a great 
cry in Egypt : for there was not an house where 
(Acre was not one dead. 31 And he called for 
Moses and Aaron by night, and said, Rise up, and 
get you forth from among my people, both ye and, 
the children of Israel ; and go, serve the Lord, as 
ye have said. 4 1 And it came to pass, at the end 
of four hundred and thirty years, even the self-same 
day it came to pass, that all the hosts of the Lord 
went out from the land of Egypt. 42 It is, a night 
to be much observed unto the Lord for bringing 
them out from the land of Egypt : this is that night 
of the Lord to be observed of all the children of 
Israel in their generations. 

Chap. XIV. Pharaoh^s overthrow. 
5 And the heart of Pharaoh and of his servants 
was turned against the people, and they said. Why 
have we done this, that we have let Israel go from 
serving us ? 6 And he made ready his chariot, and 
took his people with him. 8 And he pursued after 
the ctiildren of Israel : 9 And overtook them en- 
camping by the sea* 13 And Moses said unto the 
people. Fear ye not, stand still, and see the salva- 
tion of the Lord, which he will shew to you to day : 
14 The Lord shall fight for you, and ye shall hold 
your peace. 21 And Moses stretched out his hand

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over the sea ; and the Lord caused the sea to go 
back by a strong east wind all that night, and made 
the sea dry^ land^ and the waters were divided. 
22 And the children of Israel went into the midst 
of the sea upon the dry ground : and the waters 
were a wall unto them on their right hand, and oa 
their left. 

23 And the Egyptians pursued, and went in after 
them to the midst of the sea, even all Pharaoh's 
horses, his chariots, and his horsemen. 26 And the 
Lord said unto Moses, Stretch out thine hand over 
the, sea, that the waters may come again upon the 
Egyptians, upon their chariots, and upon their 
liorsemen. 27 And Moses stretched forth his hand 
over the sea, and the sea returned to his strength 
when the morning appeared; and the Egyptians 
fled against it : and the Lord overthrew the Egyp- 
tians in the midst of the sea. 28 And the waters 
returned, and covered the chariots, and the horse* 
men, and all the host of Pharaoh that came into 
t(ie sea after them : there remained not so much 
a^ one of them. 31 And Israel saw that great 
WQ^fk which the Lord did upon the Egyptians : and 
the people feared the Lord, and believed the Lord^ 
and \iis servant Moses. 

Chap. XV". Moses* Thanksgiving, 
Then sang Moses and the children of Israel 
this song unto the Lord, and spake, saying, 1 will 
sing unto the Lord, for he hath triumphed, glori- 
ously: the horse and his rider hath he thrown into 
the sea. 2 The Lord is my strength, and song, 
and he is become my salvation : h&ia my God, and 
I will prepare him an habitation; my father's 
God, and I will exalt him. .3 The Lord is a man 
of war : The Lord is his name. 4 Pharaoh's cha. 
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riots and his host hath he cust into the sea : his 
chpseo captains also are drowned in the Red sea. 
5 The depths have covered them : they sank into 
the bottom as a stone. 6 Thy right hand, O Lord,*' 
is become glorious in power : thy right hand, O 
Lord, hath dashed in pieces the enemy. 7 And in 
the greatness of thine excellency thoU hast over- 
thrown them, that rose up against thee i thou sent- 
est forth thy wrath, which consumed them as stub- 
ble. 10 Thoti didst blow with thy wind, the sea 
covered them : they sank as lead in the mighty 
waters. 1 1 Who is like unto thee, O Lord, among 
the gods ? who is like thee, glorious in holinessi 
fearful in praises, doing wonders ? 

Chap. XIX. GotPs presence on the Mount 
16 And it came to pass on the third day in the 
morning, that there were thunders, and lightnings, 
and a thick doud upon the mount, and the voice of 
the trumpet exceeding loud ; so that all the^peopl^ 
that woi^ in the camp trembled. 20 And the Lord 
came down upon mount Sinai, on the top of the 
mount: and the Lord called Moses up to the top of 
the mount ; and Moses went up. 31 And the Lord 
said unto Moses, Go down, clutrge the people, lest 
they break through unto theLorc^to gaze, and many 
of them perish,, 24 Thou shalt come up, thou, and 
Aaron witb thee : but let not the priests and the 
people break through, to oome up unto the Lord, 
r lest he break forth upon them. 

Chap, XX. The Ten Commandments. 

Amd God spake all these words, saying, 2 1 am the 

Lord thyGod, which have brought thee out of the 

land of Egypt, out of the house of bondage. 3 Thou 

shalt have no other gods before me. 4 Thou shalt 
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Dot make unto thee any gravenimageyor any like. 
nesso/any thing that u in heaven above, or that is in 
the earth beneath, or that is in the water under the 
earth : 5 Thou shalt not bow down thyself to them^ 
nor serve them : for I the Lord thy God am a 
jealous Gody visiting the iniquity of the fathers upon 
the children unto the third and fourth generation 
of them that hate me ; 6 And shewing m^rcy unto 
thousands of them that iove me, and keep my com.

10 But the seventh day {> the sabbath of the Lord 
thy-God ; in it thou shalt not do any work, thou, 
nor thy son, nor thy daughter, thy man servant, Abr 
thy maid servant, nor thy cattle, nor thy stranger 
that ia within thy gates : 1 1 For in six days the 
Lord made heaven and earth, the sea, and aH that 
in them w, and rested the seventh day ; wherefore 
the Lord blessed the sabbath day, and hallowed it. 
12 Honour thy father and thy mother: that thy 
days may be long upon the land which the Ijord thy 
God giveth thee. 13 Thou shl^lt not kill. UTbou 
shalt not commit adultery. 15 Thou shalt not 
steal. 1 6 Thou shalt not bear false witness against 
thy neighbour. 17 Thou shaltnot covet thy neigh- 
bour^ house, thou shalt uQt covet thy neighbour's 
wife, nor his man servant, nor his maid servant, nor 
his ox, nor his ass, nor any thing that is thy neigh- ^ 
hour's. 21 And the people stood afar off, and 
Moses drew near unto the tliick darkness where 
God v)a9. 
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CuAi?. XXX.III. Moses communes with God. 
12 And Moses said unto the Lord, See, thou 
sayest unto me. Bring up this people ; and thou 
hast Dot let me know whom thou wilt sendx 
with me. 13 ^Now, therefore, I pray thee, if I 
haTC found grace in thy sight, shew me now thy 
way, that I may know thee, that I may find grace in 
thy sight ; and consider that this nation is thy peo- 
ple. 14 And he said, My presence shall go v>ith 
thee and I will give thee rest. 15 And he said 
unto him, If thy presence go not with mcy carry us 
hot up hence. 18 And he said, I beseech thee, 
shew me thy glory. 19 And he said, I will ihake 
all my goodness pass before thee, and I will pro- 
claim the name of the Lord before thee ; and will 
be gracious to whom I will be gracious, and willt 
shew merpy on whom I will shew mercy. 20 And. 
he said, Thou canst not see my face : for there shall 
no man see me and live. 

Chap. XXXIV. The Covenani renex^^. 
6 Akd the Lord passed by before him, and pro- 
claimed, The Lord, Th«i Lord God, merciful and 
gracious, long-suffering, and abundant in goodness 
and truth, 7 Keeping mercy for thousands, for- 
giving iniquity, and transgression, and sin, and 
that will by no means clear rAe g}dUy.

29 Oh that they were wise, t/iat 
they understood this, that they would consider 
their latter end !

Chap. XXIII* Jvskau^t, dtfing ExhortaHon. 

Ah]^ it came to pass, a 16ng time after that the 
Lord had given rest unto Israel from all their ene^ 
mies round about, than foshua wa^ed old and 
stricken in age. 2 And Joshua called for all Israel, 
and for their elders, and for their heads, and for 
their judges, and for their officers, and said unto 
them, I am old and stricken in age: 3 And ye 
have seen all that the Lord your God hath done 
unto all these nations because of you ; for the 
Lord your God w he that hath fought for you.

19 And when they were come to Bethlehem, all 
the city was moved about them, and they said, la 
this Naomi ?<' 20 And she said unto them, Call 
tne not Naomi ; call me Mara: for the, Almighty 
hath dealt very bitterly with me, 21 t went out 
full, and the Lord hath bmught me hoxilk agaia 
empty : the Lord hath testified against nie, and 
the Almighty hath afflicted me ! 32 Naomi re* 
turned, ahd Ruth the Moabitess lier daughter in 
law, with her, which returned otat of the country of 
Moab. And they came to Bethlehem in the begia<>, 
fiifig of barley harvest. 

Chap. II# Ruth obtains Favour t^k Boasi^ 
And Nftomi had a kinsman of her husband's, a 
teighty mail of wealth, and his name was Boaz. 
3 And Ruth laid unto Naomi, Let me now go to 
the field, and glean ears of com after him in whose 
sight I shall find grace. And she said unto her^ Go» 
my daughter. S And she went, and came, and glean*- 
ed in the field after the reapers. 5 Then said 
Boaz unto his servant that was set over the reapers^ 
Whose damsel ia this ? 6 And the servant answer- 
ed, It ia the Moabitish damsel that came back 
with Naomi^ 8 Then said Boaz unto Ruth, Hear- 
est thou not, my daughter? Go hot to glean in 
another field, neither go from hence, but abide 
here fast by my maidens : 9 Let thine eyes be on 
the field that they do reap, and go thou after them. 
1 1 It hath .fully been shewed me all that thou 
hast done unto thy mother in law sinc^ the death 
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of thine husband: and htiw thou hast left thy 
father and thy mother, and the land'of thy nativity* 
and art come unto a people which thou kn^ewest 
not heretpfore. 12 The Lord recompense thy 
work, and a full reward be given thee of the Lord 
' God of Israel, under whose wings thou art come 
to trust. 

15 And when she was risen up to glean,Boaz com-^ 
manded his young men, saying, Let h^r glean even 
andong the sheaves, and reproach her not: 16 And 
let fall also aome of the handfuls on purfjKse for 
her, add leave them that she may glean them^ and 
rebuke her not. 17 So she gleaned in the field 
until even, and beat out that she had gleaned : and 
it was about an ephah of barleiy. 19 And her 
mother in law said unto her, Where hast thou 
gleaned to day ? and where wroughtest thou ? Bles- 
se^be he that did take knowledge of thee. And 
she shewed her mother in law with whom she had 
wrought, and said, The man's name with whom I 
have wrought to day is Boa2. 30 And Naomi said 
tinto her daughter in law, Blessed be he of the 
Lord, who hath not left off his kindness to the 
living and to the dead. 32 // is good, my daugh- 
ter, that thou go out with his maidens, that they 
meet thee not in any other field. 23 So she kept 
fast by the maidens of Boaz, to glean until the end 
of barley harvest, and of wheat harvest ; and dwelt 
with her motiier in law.

Chap. L Hannah's dedication of her Child to God. 
2 1 And £lkanah,and all ^is house,went up to of- 
fer unto the Lord the yearly sacrifice. 22 But Qan* 
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Dah 9aid unto her husband, I vd/l not go ufi until the 
child be weaned, and then I will bring him, that he 
may appear before the Lord, and there abide for 
ever. 24 And when she had wesned him, she 
took him up With her, and brought him unto the 
house of the Lord in Shiloh : and the child was 
young. 25 And they slew a bullock, and brought 
the child to £Ii. 26 And she said, O my lord, 
as thy soul liveth, my lord, I am the woman that 
stood by thee here, praying unto the Lord. 27 For 
this child 1 prayed ; and the Lord hath given me 
my petition which I asked of him ; 28 Therefore 
also I have lent him to the Lord ; as long as he 
liveth, he shall be lent to the Lord. And he wor- 
shipped the Lord there. 

Crap. IL Samuel^s early Ministry. 
AwD Hannah prayed, and said, My heart rejoic- 
eth in the Lord, mine horn is es^akedin the Lord : 
my mouth is enlarged over mine enemies : because 
I rejoice in thy salvation. 2 There is none holy 
as the Lord : for there is none beside thee : neither 
is there any rock like our God. 7 The Lord mak- 
eih poor, and makelh rich : he bringeth low, and 
Ufleth up. 8 He raiseth up the poor out of the 
dust, a?id lifteth up the beggar from the dunghill, 
to set them among princes, and to make them inherit 
ihc throne of glory : for the pillars of the earth arc 
the Lord's, and he hath set the world upon them. 
9 He will keep the feet of his saints, and the wick- 
ed shall be silent in darkness: for by strength shall 
no man prevail. 10 The 'adversaries of the Lord 
shall be broken to pieces: out of heaven shall he 
thunder upon them : the Lord shall judge the ends 
of the earth ; and he shall give strength unto his 
king, and exalt the horn of his anointed. 
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1 8 But S^rouel ministered before ihe Lord, being 
a child, girded with a iinen epbod. 19 Moreoveri 
his mother made him a little coat, and brought it 
to him from yqar to year, when she came up with 
her husband to offer the yearly sacrifice; 

22 Now Eli was very old, and' heard all that his 
sons did unto all Israel ; 23 And he said unto them, 
'VV^hv do ye such things ? for I hear of your e?il 
dealings by all this people. 24 Nay, my sons ; 
for itja no good report that 1 hear: ye make the 
Lord's people to transgress. 25 If one man sin 
against another, the judge shall judge him : but if 
a man sin against the Lord, who shall in treat for 
him ? 30 Wherefore the Lord God of Israel saith, 
I said indeed, that thy house, and the house of thy 
father should walk before me for ever: but now 
the Lord saith. Be it far from me ; for them that 
honour me I will honour, and they that despise me 
^hall be lightly esteemed. 31 Behold, the days 
come that I will cut off thine arm, and the arm of 
thy father's house, that there shall not be an old 
man in thine house. 34 And this ahaU be a sign 
unto thee, that shall come upon thy two sons, on 
Hophni and Phinehas ; in one day they shall di^ 
both of them.

Chap. III. Eli*s Calamity foretold. 
And the child Samuel ministered unto the Lord 
before Eli.

1 1 Ana 
the Lord said to Samuel, Behold, I will do a thing 
in Israel, at which both the ears of every one that 
heareth it shall tingle. 12 In that day I will per- 
form against Eli all things which I have spoken 
concerning his house : 13 Because his sons made 
themselves vile, and he restrained them not. 
15 And Samuel lay until the morning, and opened 
the doors of the house of the Lord.

1 1 And the men of Israel went out of Mizpeh, and 
pursued the Philistines, and smote them, until they 
came under Beth-car. 13 So the Philistines were 
subdued,^and they came no' more into the coast of 
Israel, and the hand of the Lord was against the^ 
Philistines all the dayspf Samuel. 15 And Sam- 
uel judged Israel all the days of his life. 

Cha». XI L SamueVs appecd to the People, 
And Samuel said unto ail Israel, Behold, I have 
hearkened unto your voice in all that ye said unto 
me, and have made a king over yop. 3 Be hold, 
here I am : witness figainst me before the Lord,;^ 
and before his anointed: whose ox have I taken f 
or whose ass have I taken ? or whom have I defraud- 
ed ? whom have I oppressed I or of whose hand 
have I received any bribe to blind mine eyes there- 
with ? and I will restore it you. '4 And they said. 
Thou hast not defrauded us, nor oppressed us, 
neither hast thou taken ought of any man^s hand. 
6 And Samuel said unto the people, It is the Lord 
that advanced Moses and Aaron, and that brou$;ht 
your fathers up out of the land of Egypt. 7 Now 
therefore stand still, that I may reason with you 
before the Lord, of all the righteous acts of the 
Lord, which he did to you and to your fathers.

3 Now go, and smite 
Anialek, and utterly destroy all that they have, and 
spare them not. 1 3 And Samuel came to Saul : 
and Saul said unto him, Blessed be thou of the

fori haveproyidedme a king among his sons. 6 And 
it came to pass when they were come, that he look- 
ed on Eliab, and said, Surely the Lord's anointed 
ia b^fdre him. 7 But the Lord said unto Samuel, 
Look not on his countenance, or on the height of 
his stature : because I have refujs^ed him. For the 
Lord aeeth not as man seeth ; Tor man lookeih on 
the outward appearance, but the Lord looketh on 
the heart.

20 And David rose up 
early in the morning, and left the sheep with a 
keeper ; 22 And came, and saluted his brethren. 

23 And as he talked with them, behold, there 
came up the champion, the Philistine of Gath, 
Goliath by name, and spake according to the 
same words; and David heard them. 26 And 
David Spake to the men that stood by him, say* 
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ing. What shall be done to the man that killeth 
this Philistine, and taketh away the reproach from 
Israel ? for who ia this uncircumcised Philistine, 
that he should defy the armies of the living God ? 
31 And when the words were beard which David 
spake» they reheariSed them before Saul. Arid 
he sent for him. 32 And David said to Saul»

35 And I went out after him, and smote him, and 
delivered it out of his mouth : and when he arose 
against me, I caught him by his beard, and smote 
him, and slew him. 37 David said moreover^ 
The Lord that delivered me out of the paw of 
the lion, and out of the paw of the bear, he yn\l 
deliver me out of the hand of this Philistine. 
And Saul said unto David, Go, and the Lord 
be with thee.

Daoidfieeth from SauL 
And David came and said before Jonathan, 
What have I done ? what U mine iniquity ? and 
what is my sin before thy father, that he seeketh 
my life ? 3 Truly at the Lord liveth, and aa thy 
soul liveth, there h but a step between me and 
death. 8 Therefore thou shalt deal kindly with 
thy servant ; for thou hast t^rought thy servant 
into a covenant of the Lord with thee : notwith- 
standing, if there be in me iniquity, slay me thy- 
self ; for why shouldest thou hring me to thy 
father ?

41 jf?id David arose 
out offl/i/acf toward the south, and fell on his face 
to the ground, and bowed himself three times: 
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and they kissed one another, and wept one with 
another, until David exceeded. 42 And Jonathan 
said to David, Go in peace, forasniuch as we have 
sworn*l30th of us in the name of the Lord, saying, 
The Lord be between me and thee, and between 
my seed and thy Seed for ever. And he arose 
and departed : and Jonathan went into the city. 

Chap. XXIV. David spareth Saul. 

And it came to pass, when Saul was returned 
from following the Philistines, 3 He came to the 
sheep-cotes by the way, where wati a cave ; and 
Saui wdnt in to cover his feet: and David and his 
men remained in the sides of the cave. 4 And 
the men of Pavid said unto him, Behold the day 
of which the Lord said unto thee, Behold, I will 
deliver thine enemy into thine, hand, that thou 
mayest do to him as it shall seem good unto thee. 
Then David arose, and cut off the ^kirt of Saul's 
robe privily. 5 And it came to pass afterward, 
that JDavid's heart smote him, because he had cut 
off Saul's skirt. 6 And he said unto his men, 
The Lord forbid that I should do this thing unto 
iny master, the Lord's anointed, to stretch forth 
mine hand against him, seeing he is the anointed 
of the Lord.

1^ The Lord, therefore, be j.udge, 
and judge between me and thee} and see, and plead 
my cause, and deliver me out of thine hand. 
16 And it came to pass when David had made an 
end of speaking these words unto Saul, that Saul 
•aid, Xi this thy voice«roy son David ? And Saul 
lifted up his voice, and wept \7 And he said to 
David, Thou a!tt mote righteous than I : for thoU 
hast rewarded me good, whereas I have rewarded 
thee evil, IB And thou has shewed this day how 
that thou hast dealt well with me: fovasmuch a» 
when the liord had delivered me into thine hand, 
thou kiHedst me not. 19 For if a man gnd his 
enemyy will be let him go well away ? Wherefore 
the Lord reward thee good for that thou hast done 
unto me this day. 20 And now behold, I know 
well that thou shalt surely be king, and that the 
kingdom of Israfei shall be established in thine 
hand. 

C^AP, XXXL SauVs death. 
ICow the Philistines fought against Israel : and 
the men of Israel fled from before the Philistines, 
and fell down slain in mount Gilboa. 2 And the 
Philistines followed hard upon Saul, and upon his 
sons: and the Philistines islew Jonathan, and Abi- 
nadab, and Malchishuah, Saul's stns. 4 Then 
said Saul unto his armour-bearer, draw thy sword»

12f Then 
sat Solomon upon the throne of David his father i 
and his kingdom was established greatly.

2 Keep my command- 
mentS) and live ; ^nd my law. as the apple of thine 
eye. 3 Bind them upon thy fingers, write them 
upon the table of thine heart.

17 Rejoice not when thine enemy fall- 
eth, and let not thine heart be glad when he stum, 
bleth : 18 Lest the Lord see it^ and it displease

Fret not thyself because of evil merij neither be 
thou envious at the wicked : 20 For there shall 
be no reward to the evil man; the candle of the 
wicked shall be put out.

3 A whip for 
the horse, a bridle for the ass, and a rod for the 
fool's back. 10 The great God that. formed all 
thingey both rewardeth the fooli and rewardeth 
transgressors. 12 Seest thou a man wise in his 
own cpnceit ? th^e is more hope of a fool than 
of him. 13 The slothful man saith. There is a 
lion in the way ; a lion is in the streets. 14 M 
the door turneth upon his hinges, so doth the 
slothful upon his bed.

12 For thus saith 

the Lord, Behold, I will extend peace to her like 

a river, and the glory of the Gentiles like a flowing 

stream : 1 S As one whom his mother comforteth, 

so will I comfort you : and ye shall' be comforted 

in Jerusalem. 19 And I will set a sign among 

them, and I will send those that escape of them, 

unto ^he nations, and they shall declare my glory 

among the Gentiles. 23 And it shall come to pass, 

that from one new moon to another, and from one 

sabbath to another, shall all fiesh come to worship 

before me, saith the Lord. 24 And they shall go 

forth, and look upon the carcases of the men that 

have transgressed against me : for tlieir worm shall 

not die, neither shall their fire. be quenched i and 

they shall be an abhorring unto all fiesh.

MoREovEE, the word of the Lord came to me> 

saying, 2 Go, and cry in the ears of Jerusalem* 

saying, Thus saith the Lord, I remember thee, 

the kindness of thy youth, the love of thine es«> 

pousals, when thou wentest after me in the wil* 

demess, in a land that wat not sown. 3 Israel 

vfaa holiness unto the Lord, and the first fruits of 

his increase : all that devour him shall offend ;

Wherefore I will yet plead with you, saith the

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which are yet no gods? but my people have 
changed their glory for that which doth not prof- 
it. I? Be astonished, O ye heavens, at this, and 
be horribly afraid, be ye very desolate, saith thr 
Lord : IS For my people have committed two 
evils ; they have forsaken rae, the fountain of liv- 
ing waters, and hewqd them out cisterns, broken 
cisterns, that can hold no water. 19 Thine own 
wickedness shall correct thee, aod thy backsliding 
shall reprove thee : know, therefore, and see, that 
it 18 an evil thing and bitter that thou hast forsak- 
en the Lord thy God, and that my fear is not in 
thee, saith the Lord God of hosts. 28 But where 
are thy gods that tiiou hast made thee ? let them 
arise, if they can save thee in the time of thy 
trouble : for according to the number of thy cities 
are thy gods, Judah. 29 Wherefore will ye 
plead with me ? ye all have transgressed against 
me, saith tlie Lord. 30 In vaiti have I smitten 
your children ; they received no correction : your 
own sword hath devoured your prophets, like a 
destroying lion.

and right, 7 And hath not oppressed ai>Xs b^^ 
hath restored to the debtor bis pledgiB^ bfith spoiled 
none by violence, hath given his bread to the hun- 
.gry, and hath covered the naked with a g^naent; 
8 He that hathnot given forth upon usury^ neither 
hath taken any increase, that bath withdrawal his 
hand from iniquity, hath executed true jud|;nient' 
between man and maji} 9 Hath walked m my 
statutes, aAd hath kept my judgments, to deal 
truly ; he ia just, he shs^l surely live> aaith the 
tord God. 

19 Yet say ye, Why I doth not the* son bear the 
iniquity of the father ? When the son hath done 
that which is lawful and right, and hath kept all 
my statutes, and hath done then), he shaU surely 
live. 20 The soul that sinnetb, it shall die. The 
aon shall not bear the -iniquity of the father, neither 
shall the father bear the iniquity of the son ; the 
righteousness of the righteous shall be upon him, 
and the wickedness of the wicked shall be upon 
l^m. 31 But if the wicked wilt turn from all his 
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sins that he hath «Qinmitted, and keep^ all my 
statutes, and do that which is lawful and right, he 
shall surely live, he shall not die. 22 All his 
transgressions that he hath committed, they shall 
not be mentioned unto him : in his righteousness 
that he hath done he shall live. 23 Have Tany 
pleasure at all that the wicked should die? saiih 
the Lord God; and not that he should return from 
his ways, and live ? 

24 But when the righteous turneth away from 
his righteousness, and committeth iniquity, and 
doeth according to all the abominations that the 
vicked man doeth, shall he live ? All his righ- 
teousness that he hath done shall not be mentioned : 
in his trespass that he hath trespassed, and in his 
sin that he hath sinned, in them shall he die. 25 
Yet ye say. The way of the Lord is not equal. 
Hear now, O bouse of Israel, Is not my way equal ? 
arc not your ways unequal ? 26 When a righteous 
man turneth away from his righteousness, and com- 
mitteth iniquity, and dieth in them : for his ini- 
quity that he hath done shall he die. 27 Again, 
when the wicked man turneth away from his wick- 
edness that he hath committed, and doeth that 
which is lawful and right, he shall save his soul 
alive. 29 Yet saith the house of Israel, The w^y 
of the Lord is not equal. O house of Israel^ are 
not my ways equal ? are not your ways unequal ? 
32 For I have no pleasure in the death of him that 
dieth, saith the Lord God : wherefore turn your- 
selvesy and live ye. 

Chap. XXXIX. Restoration of the J ews^ . 
21 And I will set my glory among thp heathen, 
and all the heathen shall see my judgment that t 
have executed, and my hand that I hav^ laid upon 
them., 22 So the house of Israel shall know that

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am the Lord their God from that day atid forward!. 

23 And the heathen shall know that the house q€ 
Israel went into captivity for their iniquky i be- 
cause they trespassed against me, tiierefore hid I 
my face from them^ and gave them into the hand 
of their enemies ; so fell they aU by the «word. 

24 According to their uncleanness, and according^ 
to their transgressions, have I done unto them, 
and hid roy face from them. 25 Therefore thus 
saith the Lord God, Now will I bring again the 
captivity of Jacob, and have mercy upon the whole 
house of Israel, and will be jealous for my holy 
name ; 26 After that they have borne their shame, 
and ail their trespasses whereby they have tres- 
passed against me, when they dwelt safely in their 
land, and none made them afraid. 27 When I 
have brought them again from the people, and 
gathered them out of {heir enemies' lands^ aR<^ 
am sanctified in them in the sight of many Bations;

Chap. L T^cHiifonhh C<^vify. 
In the third year of the reign of Jehoiakim, king 
of Judah canie Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon 
ti^to J^ru»f^em; vM besieged it« S| And tho Lord 
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gave Jehoiakiih king of Judah into his hand, with 
part «!' the vessek of the house of God. 3 And. 
the king spake unto Ashpenaz, that he should 
bring certain of the children of Israel ; 4 Children 
in whom was no blemish, but well favoured, and 
fikilful in ail wisdoYp, and ciifining ih knowledge^ 
and under8t>nding science, and such as had abiiitf 
ia them to stand in the king's palace, and whom 
they might teach the learning and the tongue of 
th^ Chaldeans. 6 Now among these were, of the 
children of Judah, Daniel, Hananiah, Mishaei, and 
Azariah ; 7 Unto whom the prince gave names ; 
for he gave unto Daniel ihc name of Belteshazzar ; 
and to Hananiah, of Shadrach ; and to Mishael^ of 
Meshach ; and to Azariah, of Abed-nego. 17 As 
for these four children, God gave them knowledge 
aiid skill in all learning and wisdom. 20 And in 
all matters of wisdom and understanding, that the 
king inquired of them, he found them ten times^ 
better than all the magicians and astrologers that^ 
sK^rr^ in all his realm. 

CjaAP. IIL Miraculous escape of the pious Jews,. 
Nebuchadnezzar the king made ^n image of 
gold ; he set it up in the province of Babylon. 
6 Wherefore certain Chaldeans came near and 
accused the JewS) 9 And said, O king, live for 
ever, 13 There are certain Jews whom thou hast 
set over the affairs (^ the province of Babyion» 
these men, O king^ have not regarded thee, they 
aerve not tliy gods, nor worship the golden image 
which thou hast set up. 13 Then Nebuchad^czi^ 
zar in ida rage and fury commanded to bring these 
men, U And said unto them, la it true, do not 
ye serve my gods, nor worship the golden image 
which I have set up ? 16 Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed'XiegO) «iDtiW6re4 and mi. to the king, O Ne«> 
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bucfaadnezzar, we are not careful to answer thee in 
this matter. 17 If it be «o, our God whom we 
serve is able to de*liver us, and he will deliver um 
out of thine hand, O king. 18 But if not, be it 
known unto thee, O king, that we will not serye 
thy gods, nor worship the golden image which 
thou hast set up. 

19 Then was Nebuchadnezzar full of fury, and 
the form of his visage was changed : therefore he 
spake and commanded that they should heat the 
furnace one seven times more than it was wont to 
be heated. 20 And he commanded to cast them 
into the burning fiery furnace. 21 Then these 
men were bound in their garments, and were cast 
into the midst of the burning fiery furnace. 22 
Therefore because the king's commandment was 
urgent, and the furnace exceeding hot, the flame 
of the fire slew those men that took up Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, 24 Then Nebuchad- 
nezzar the king was astonished, and rose up in 
haste, and spake and said unto his counsellors, 
Did Qot we cast three men bound into the midst 
of the fire? They answered and said imtothe king, 
True, O king. 25 He answered and said, Lo, I 
see^four men loose, walking in the midst of the 
fire, and they have no hurt, and the form of the 
fourtH is like the son of God. 26 Then Nebu. 
chadnezzar came near to the mouth of the burning 
fiery furnace, and spake and said, Ye servants of 
the most high God, come forth. 27 And the 
princes, governors and captains, and the king's 
counsellors being gathered together, saw these 
men, upon whose bodies the fire had no power, 
nor was an hair of their head singed, neither yrttG 
their *Ct>als changed. 28 Then Nebuchadnezzar 
spake and said, Blessed be God, who hath sent his 
angelj and delivered his servants that trusted in 



^im, and have changed the king's word, and yield- 
ed tlieir bodies, that th^y might not serve not 
worship any god, except their own God, 29 There- 
fore I make a decree, that every peoplei natbnaud 
language, which apeak any thing amiss against the 
God of Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed^nego, shall 
be cut in pieces, because there is no other ^God 
that can delif et* after this sort. * ; 

Chap. V, Impiety punished h^f « Mirifcje* 
Bblshazzar the king made a great feast, 2 And 
commanded to bring the golden and silver Tessels 
which his father Nebuchadnezzar^had takem $ 
Then they 'brought the golden vessels that were 
taken out of the temple of the house of God, which 
VH18 at Jeriisaiem ; and the king and his princes, 
his wives and his concubines drank in them. S In 
the same hour came forth a man^s hand, and wrote 
upon the wall of the palace. 6 Then the King's 
countenance was changed, and hia thoughts trou«^ 
bled him, so that his knees smote one against 
another, T The king cried aloud and said to the 
wise men of Babylon, Whosoever shall read this 
writing, and shew me the iiUerpretation thereof, 
ahall be clothed with scarlet, and have a chain of 
gold about his neck, and shall be third ruler inthe^ 
kingdom. '^ 8 Then came in all the kingls wise^ 
merii but they could not read the writing, nor make, 
known to the king the interpretation thereof* IS 
Then was Daniel bought in before the king ; and 
the king spake and said unto Daniel, *^rt thou that 
Daniel, which art of the children of the captivity 
of Judah, whom the king my father brought out of 
Jewry ? 14 1 have even heard of thee, that the 
spirit of the gods is in thee, and that ligAt, and 
understanding, and excellent wisdom> is found ia 
thee. 
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17 Then Daniel answered and said before the 
king, 18 O thou king, the most high God gave 
Nebuchadnezzar thy father a kingdom, and majes- 
ty, and glory, and honour. 19 And for the majesty 
that he gave him, all people, nations and languages 
trembled and feared before him : 20 But when 
his heart was lifted up, and his mind hardened in 
pf ide, he was deposed from his king:ly throne, and 
they took his glory from him. 21 And he was 
driven from the sons of men, and his heart was 
made like the beasts ; they fed him with grass like 
oxen, and his body was wet with the dew of hea- 
ven, till he knew that the most high God ruled in 
the kingdom of men, and that he appointeth over 
it whomsoever he will. 22 And thou his son, O 
Belshazzar, hast not humbled thine heart, though 
thou knewest all this : 23 But hast lifted up thy- 
self against the Lord of heaven, and they have 
brought the vessels of his house before thee, and 
thou and thy lords, thy wives and thy concubines 
have drunk wine in them ; and the God in whose 
hand thy breath t«, and whose arc all thy ways, hast 
thou not glorified. 25 And this is the writing that 
was written, MENE, MENE, TEKEL, UPHAR- 
SIN. 26 This i* the interpretation of the thing; 
JVIENE, God hath numbered thy kingdom, and 
finished it. 27 TEKEL, thou art weighed in the ' 
balances, and art found wanting. 28 PERES, thy 
kingdom is divided, and given to the Medes and 
Persians. 29 Then commanded Belshazzar, and 
they clothed Daniel with scarlet, and fiiu a chain 
of f^dld about his neck, and made a proclamation 
concerning him, that he should be the third ruler 
in the kingdonr. 30 In that night was Belshazzar 
the king of the Chaldeans slain. SI And Darlutf 
tho Median took the kingdom. 
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Chap. VI. . Daniel saved from the Lions, 
It pleased Darius to set over the kingdom an 
hundred and twenty princes ; 2 And over these, 
three presidents, (of whom Daniel was first;) 

3 Because an excellent spirit was in him ; and the 
king thought to set ' him over the whole realm, 

4 Then the presidents and princes sought to find 
occasion against Daniel, but they could find none : 
forasmuch as he was faithful, neither was there any 
error or fault found in him. 5 Then said thes» 
men, We shall not find any occasion against this 
Daniel, except we find it against him concerning 
the law of his God. 6 Then these presidents and 
princes assembled together, and said unto king 
Darius ; 7 All the presidents of the kingdom, 
the governors, and the princes, the counsellors ftfid 
the captains have consulted together to establish % 
royal statute, and to make a firm decree, that who. 
soever shall ask a petition of any God or man for 
thirty days, save of thee, O king, he shall be cast 
into the den of lions. 9 Wherefore kbg Darius 
signed the writing and the decree. 

10 Now when Daniel knew that the writing was 
signed, he went into his house ; and his windows 
being 'Open in his chamber toward Jerusalem, he 
kneeled upon his knees three times a day, and 
prayed, and gave thanks before his God, as he did 
aforetime. 11 Then these men assembled, and 
found Daniel praying, and making supplication 
before his God. 12 Then they came near, and 
9pake before the king, 1 3 That Daniel, which is of 
the children of the captivity of Judah,regardethnot 
thee, O king, nor the decree that thou hast signed^ 
butmaketh his petition three tiroes a day. 14 Then 
the king when he heM^^these words, was sore dis* 
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pleased with himself, and set hiB heart, on Daniel to 
deliver him. 15 Then these men said unto the king, 
KnoW) O king, that the lav^ of the Medes and Per- 
sians M, that no decree nor statute which the king 
establisheth, may be changed. 16 Then the king 
commanded, and they brought Daniel, and cast 
him into the den of lions. 17 And a stone was 
brought, and laid upon the mouth of the den, and 
the king sealed it with his own signet. 

IS Then the king went to his palace, and passed 
the night fasting. 19 Then' the king arose very 
early in the morning, and went in haste unto the 
deii of lions. 20 And when he came to the den, 
he cried with a lamentable voice unto Daniel, and 
the king spake and said to Daniel, O Daniel, ser- 
vant of the living God. 31 Then Said Daniel ujito 
the king, 23 My God hath sent his angel, and 
hath shut the lions' mouths that they have not hurt , 
me : forasmuch as before him innocency was 
found in me ; and also before thee, O king, have 
I done no hurt. 23 Then was the king exceeding 
glad for him, and commanded ^that they should 
take Daniel up out of the den: 24 And the king 
commanded, and they brought those men which 
had accused Daniel, and they cast them into the den 
of the lions, and the lions had the mastery of them, 
and brake all their bones in pieces. 25 Then king 
Darius wrote unto all people, nations, and lan^ 
guages that dwell in all the earth, Peace be multi- 
plied unto you. 26 I make a decree, that in every 
dominion of my kingdom, men tremble and fear 
before the God of Daniel : for he h the living 
God, and stcdfast for ever, and his kingdom that 
*which shall not be destroyed, and his dominion «M// 
he ei/tfn unto the ^nd. 27 He delivereth and res. 
cueth, and he worketh signs and wonders in hea- 
ven and in earth, who hatj^i delivered Daniel from 
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the power of t^e lions. 28 So this Daniel pre 
pered in the reign of Darius, and in the reign i 
Cyrtis the Persian. , 

Chap. IX, The time of Christ'*^ coming foretol 
In the first year of JOarias^ which was made kin 
ever the Chaldeans; 3 I Daniel set my face uni 
the Lord God) to seek by prayer and supplicatioi 
with fasting) and sackcloth, and ashes. 4 And 
prayed unto the Lord my God, and made my coi 
fession, and said, O Lord, the great and dreadfi 
God, keeping the coixnant, and mercy to them thi 
lore him, and to them that keep his commandments 
5 We have sinned and have committed iniquit 
and have done wickedly, and have .rebelled, eve 
by departing from thy precepts, and from kY 
judgments. 6 Neither have we hearkened unt 
thy servants the prophets, which spake in thy nam< 
to our kings, our princes, and our fathers, and 1 
all the people of the land. 7 O Lord, righteoui 
nesa belongeth unto thee, but unto us confusion « 
faces, as at this day : to the men of Judah, and t 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem, and unto all Israi 
that are near, and that are far off, through all tt 
countries whither thou hast driven them, becaui 
of their trespass, that they have trespassed 'again 
thee. 

1 1 Yea, all Israel have transgressed thy la^ 
even by departing that they might not obey tl 
voice, therefore the curse is poured upon us, ai 
the oath that ta written in the law of Moses t 
servant of God, because we have sinned agair 
him. 12 And he hath confirmed hi9''words whi 
be spake against us, and against our judges tl 
judged us, by bringing updn us a great evil : ; 
under the whole heaven hath not been done, 
bath been done upon Jerusalem. 13 As it ia wi

4 And when he had gathered all 
the chief priests and scribes of the people togeth- 
er, he demanded of them where Christ should be 
bom. 5 And they said unto him, In Beth-leheni 
of Judea: for thus it is written by the prophet, 6 
And thou, Beth.Iehem, in the land of Juda, art not 
the least among the princes of Juda : for out of 
.thee shall come a Govemour, that shall rule my 
people Israel. 

7 Then Herod, when he had privily called the 
wise men, inquired of them diligently what time 
the star appeared. 8 Arid he sent them to Beth- 
lehem, and said. Go, and search diligently for the 
young child ; and, when ye have found him^ bring 
ine Vord again, that I may come and worship him 
also. 9 When they had heard the king they de. 
parted ; and, Id, the star, which they saw in the 
east, went before them, till it came and stood over 
where the young child was. 10 When they saw 
the star, th^y rejoiced with exceeding gr^at'joy. 

1 1 And when they were come into the house, they 
saw the young child with Mary his mother, aiid 
fell down, and worshipped him: and when they 
had opened their treasures, they presented unto 
him gifts ; gold, and frankincense, and myrrh. 

12 And being warned of God in a dreain that they 
should not return to Herod) they departed into their 
own country another way. 

13 And when they were departed, behold, the 

angel of the Lord appeareth to Joseph in a dreamt ' 

saying, Arise, and take the young child ani his 

4 mother, and flee into Egypt, and be thou there uq« 

' til Ibrin^ thee word : for Herod will seek the 

young child to destroy him. U When he arose, 
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lie took the young child and his mother by nigbti 
and departed into Egypt ; 15 And was there un- . 
tii the death of Herod : that it might be fulfilled 
i^hich was spoken of the Lord by the prophet^ say- 
ing, out of Egypt have I called my son. 16 
Then Herod, when he saw that he was mocked of 
the wise men, was exceeding wroth, and sent 
forth, and slew air the children that were in Beth- 
lehem, and in all the coasts thereof, from two years 
old and under, according to the lime which he 
bad diligently inquired of the wise men. 17 
Tjfken was fulfilled that which was spoken by Jere- 
my the prophet, saying, 18 In Rama was there 
a voice heard, lamentation^ and weeping* and great 
mourning, Rachel weeping /or her children, and 
would not be'^omforted, because they are not. 
19 But when Herod was dead, behold, an an- 
gel of the Lord appeareth in a dream to Joseph 
in Egypt, 20 Saying, Arise, and take the young 
child and his mother, and go into the land of Isr 
rael : for they are dead which sought the young 
child's life. . 2 1 And he arose, and took the. 
young child and his mother, and came into the 
land of Israel. 22 But when he heard that Ar- 
chelaus did reign in Judea, in the room of his 
iiathcr Herod, he was afraid to go thither : not- 
withstanding, being warned, of God in a dream, 
he turned aside into the parts of Galilee : 23 And 
he came and dwelt in a city called Nazareth : that 
it might be fulfilled which was spoken by the 
prophets. He shall be called a Nazarene* 

Chap. III. Jesus is baptized of John, 

Ih those days came John the Baptist preaching 
in the wilderness of Judea, 2. And saying. Re- 
pent ye : for the kingdom of heaven is at hand. 
3 For ihiu is he that was Spoken of by the pro- 
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phet EaalaS} taying, The toice of erne cryihg in 
the wilderness, Prepare ye the way of the Lord) 
]bake his paths straight. ^ And the same John 
had his raiment of eaineU hair, and a leathern 
girdle about his loins ;, and his meat was locusts 
and wild honey. 5 Then went out to him Jeru- 
salem, and all Judea, and all the region round 
about Jordan, 6 And were baptized of him in 
Jordan j confessing their sins. 7 But when he 
s^w many of the rharisees and Sadducees come 
to his baptism, he said unto them, O generation 
of vipers ! who hath warned you to flee from U|i 
•wrath to cotne ? 8 Bring forth, therefore, fruits 
sheet for repentance : 9 And think not to say- 
within yourselves, We have Abraham to our 
father": for I say unto you, That God is able of 
these stones to raise up children ^nto Abraham, 
lb And now also the axe is laid unto the root 
of the trees : therefore every tree which bringeth 
not forth ^ood fruit is hewn down, and cast into 
the fire. Ill indeed baptize you with water un- 
Vo repentance : but J^e that cometh after roe is 
mightier than I, whose shoes I am not worthy 
^ bear: he shall baptize you with the Holy 
Ghost, and with fire : 12 Whose fan i^.in his 
hand, and he will thoroughly purge his floor, and 
gather his wheat unto the garner : but he will 
burn up the chaff lij^ith unquenchable fire. 13 
Then cometh Jesus from Galilee; to Jordan unto 
John, to be baptized of him. 14' But John for- 
bade him, saying, I, have need to be baptized of 
thee, and comest thou to me? 15 And Jesus 
answering, said unto him, Suffer it to ^e «o now : 
for thus it becometh us to fulfil all righteousness. 
Then he suffered him. 16 And Jesus, when he 
was baptized, went up^straightway out of the wa* 
ter : and; lo> the heavens were opened unto him* 
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and he saw the Spirit of God descending like a 
dove, and lighting upon him: 17 And, lo^ a 
voice from heaven, saying, This is my beloved 
SoDi in whom I am well pleased.

is the kingdom of heaven. 11 Blessed are ye 
If beo men shall revile yoa, and persecute yoii^^ and 
shall say all manner of evil against you £ailsely 
for my sake. 13 Rejoice» and be exceeding 
glad : for great is yoar reward in heaven : for so 
persecuted they the propbau which were before 
you. 

13 Ye are the salt of the earth : but if the salt 
have lost his savour, wherewith shall it be salted ? 
it is thenceforth good for nothing but to be cast 
out, and to be trodden under foot of men. 14 Ye 
are the light of the world. A cijty that is set on 
an hill cannot be hid. 15 Neither do men light 
a candle, and put it under a bushel^ but on a can- 
dlestick i and it giveth light unto all that are in 
the house. 16 Let your light so shine before 
men, that they may see your good works, and 
glorify your Father which is in heaven. 17 
Think not that I am come to destroy the law, or 
.the prophets ^ I am not come to destroy, but to 
fulfil. 1 8 For verily I say unto you, Till heaven 
and earth pass, one jot or one tittle shall in no 
ivise pass from the law, till all^ be fulfilled. 10 
Whosoever therefore shall break one of these 
least commandments, and shall teach men so, he 
shall be called the least in the kingdom of heaven : 
but whosoever shall do, and teach them^ the same 
shall be called great in the kingdom of heaven. 
20 For I say unto you, That except your righ- 
teousness shall exceed the rigAteousnesa of the 
scribes and pharisees, ye shall in no case enter 
into the kingdom of heaven. 

21 Ye have heard that it was said by them of 
old time, Thou shalt not kill ; and whosoever 
shall kill, shall be in danger of the judgment: 22. 
But I say unto you, That whosoever is angry 
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"With his brother without a cause, shall be in dan- 
ger of the judgment: and whosoever shall say to 
his brother, Raca, shall be in danger of the coun- 
cil : but whosoever shall say, Thou fool, shall bo 
in danger of hell fire. 23 Therefore, < if thou 
bring thy gift to the altar, and there rememberest 
that th3r brother hath ought against ihee; 24 
Leave there thy gift before the altar, and go thy 
-way ; first be reconciled to thy brother, and then 
come and offer thy gift. 25 Agree with thin© 
adversary quickly, whiles thou art in the way with 
him : lest at any time the adversary deliver thee 
to the judge, and the judge deliver thee to the 
officery and thou be cast into prison. 26 Verily 
I say unto thee, Thou shalt by no means come 
out thenice, till thou hast paid the uttermost far- 
thing. • 

27 Ye have heard that it was said by them of 
old time, Thou shalt hot commit adultery: 28 
But I say unto yoii, 29 If thy right eye offend 
thee, pluck it out, and cast it from Ihee : 30 And 
if thy right hand offend thee, cut it off, and cast 
it from thee : for it is profitable for thee that one 
of thy members should perish, and not that thy 
whole body should be cast into hell. 33 Again^ 
ye have heard that it hath been said by them of 
old time, Thou shalt not forswear thyself, but 
shalt perform unto the Lord thine oaths : 34 But 
I say unto you, Swear not at' all ; neither by heav- 
en, for itis God*s throne: 35 Nor by the earth, 
for it is his footstool : neither by Jerusalem, for 
it is the city of the great King. 36 Neither shalt 
thou swear , by thy head, because thou canst not 
xnake one hair white or black. 37 But let your 
communication be. Yea, yea ; Nay, nay ; for 
whatsoever is mor^ than these cometh of eviU 
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38 Ve h«ye heard that it hath beeti said, An eye 
for an eye, atid a tooth for a tooth : 39 But I say 
unto yoU) That ye resist fiot evil : but whosoever 
shall smite thee on thy right cheek, ttlm to him 
the other also. *40 And if any fnati will sue thee 
at the law, and take away thy coat, let him have 
shy cloak also. 41 And whosoever shall compel 
thee to go a mile, go with him twain# 43 Give to 
him that asketh thee ; and from him that would 
lK>rrow of thee turn net thou away. 43 Ye have 
heard that it hath been said, Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour, and hate thine enetny. 44 But I say 
unto yoUjLove your enemies, bless them that curse 
you, do good to them that hate yoU) and pray for 
them which despitefully use you, and persecute 
you ; 45 That ye may be the children of your 
Father which is in heaven: for he maketh his sun 
to rise on the evil und on the good, and sendeth 
rain on the just and on the unjust. 46 For if ye 
love them which love you, what reward have ye ? 
do not even the publicans the same ? 47 And if 
ye salute your brethren only, what do ye more than 
others? do not, even the publicans so \ 48 Be ye 
therefore perfect, even as your father which it in 
heaven is perfect. 

Chap. VI. Duties of Piet^f-^Prd^er. 
Takb heed that ye do not your alms before men, 
to be seen of them : otherwise ye have no reward 
of your Father which is in heaven. 2 Therefore 
when thou doest thine alms, do not sound a trum- 
pet before thee, as the hypocrites do, in the syna- 
gogues, and in the streets, that they may have 
glory of men. Verily. I say unto you, they have 
their reward* 3 But when thou doest alms, let 
not thy left hand know what thy right hand doeth : 
4> That thine alms may be in secret : and thy 
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Father which seeth in secret, himself shall reward 
thee openly, 5 And when thou pray e*st) thou shalt 
not be as the hypocrites are : for thc^y love to pray 
standing in the synagogues, and in - the corners of 
the streets, that they may be seen of men. Verily' 
I say unto you, they have their reward. , 

6 But thou, when thou prayest, ent^r into thy 
closet^ and when thou hast shut thy door, pray to 
thy Father which is in secret ; and thy Father which 
seeth in secret shall reward thee openly. 7 But 
when ye pray, use not vain repetitions, as the hea* 
then do : for they think that they shall be heard for 
their much speaking.- 8. Be not ye therefore like 
unto^ them : for your Father knoweth what things 
ye have need of before ye ask him. 9 Afier this man- 
ner therefore pray ye : Our Father which art in hea- 
ven, Hallowed be thy name* 10 Thy kingdom comey 
Thy will be done in earth, as it is in heaven. 1 1 
Give us this day our daily bread. 12 And forgive 
us our debts, as we forgive our debtors. 13 Aad 
lead us not into temptation, . but deliver us from 
evil : For thine is the kingdom, and the power^ 
and the glory, for ever. Amen. 14 For, if ye 
forgive men their trespasses, your heavenly Father 
will also forgive you : 15 But if ye forgive not 
men their trespasses, neither will your Father for- 
give your trespasses. 

16 Moreover, when ye fast, be not as the hypo* 
crites, of a sad countenance : for they disfigure 
their faces, that they may appear unto men to 
fast. Verily I say unto you, ihey have their re- 
ward. 17 But thou, when thou fastest, anoint thine 
head, and wash thy face; 18 That thou appear 
not unto men to fast, but unto thy Father which 
is in secret : and thy Father which seeth in 
secret shall reward thee openly. 19 Lay not up 
for yourselves treasures upon earthy where moth

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and rust 4oth comipt, a&d where tbieves break 
through and'steal: SOButlay up for jrourselTes trea- 
sures ia h^ayeiif where neither moth nor mat doth 
corrupt* and where thieves do not break through 
Bor steal : 31 For where your treasure 189 Jhere 
will your heart be also* 32 The light of the body 
is the eye : if therefore thine eye be single) thy 
whole body shall be full of light. 23 But if thine 
eye be evil, thy whole body shall be full of dark* 
Hess. If therefore the light that is in thee be 

• darkness, how great is that darkness! 34 No 
man can serve two masters: for either he will 
hate the one, and love the other ; or else he will 
liold to the one^ and despise the other. Ye cannot 
serve God and mammon. 35 Therefore i say • 
Imto yoU) Take no thought for your life, what ye 
'Sball eat) or what ye shall drink ; nor yet for your 
bbdy, what ye shall put on : Is not the life more 
than meat, and the body than raiment ? 

26 Behold the fowls of the air : for they aow 
tiot, neither do they reap, nor gather into barns ; 
yet your heavenly Father feedeth them. Are ye 
not much Abetter than they I 27 Which of you 
by taking thought can add one cubit unto his sta- 
ture ? 38 And why take ye thought for raiment I 
Consider the lilies of the field, bow they grow : 
they toil not, neither do they spin : 29 And yet 
I say unto you, That even Solomon in all his glory 
was not arrayed like one of these.' 3^0 Wherefore, 
if Qod so^clothe the grass of the field, which to- 
day is, and to-morrow is cast into the oven, sAail 
he not much more clothe yoxXi O ye of little faith I 
21 Therefore take no thought, saying, What 
shall we eat ? or whaf shall we drink ? or where- 
withal shall we be clothed? 32 (For after all 
these'things do the Gentiles seek ;) for your hea- 
venly Father knoweth that ye have need of all 
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these things. 33 But seek ye first the kingdom 
ef Ged) and hlft righteousness, and all these thing$ 
shall be added unto you. 34 Take therefore no 
thought for the i^orrow : for the morrow shall 
take thought for the things of itself. Sufficient 
unto the day is the etit thereof. 

Chap. VII. True^eligion. 

J0DGB not, that ye be not judged. 2 Fdr with 
what judgment y^ judge^ye shall be judged ; and 
with what measure ye mete, it shall be measured 
to you' again. 3 And why beholdest thou the 
xnote^ that is in thy brothcr*s eye, but consideresi 
not the beam that is in thine own eye I 4 Or 
how wilt thou say to thy brovbef, Let me pull out 
the mote out of thine eye; and, behold^ a beam is 
in thine own eye ? 5 Thou hypocrite, first cast but 
the beam out of thine own eye ; and then shalt 
thou see clearly to cast out the mote out of thy 
brother's eye. 6 Give not that which is holy unto 
the dogs, neither cast ye your pearls before, swine; 
lest they trample them under their feet, and turn 
again and rend you. 

7 Ask, and it shall be given you ; seek, and ye 
shall find ; kno^k, and it shall be opened unto 
you ; 8 For every one that asketh, receiveth ; 
and he that seeketh, findeth ; and to him that 
knocketh, it shall be opened. 9 Or, what man is 
there of you, whom if his son ask bread, will he 
give him a stone I 10 Or, if he ask a fish, will 
he give him a serpent I' 11 If ye then being evil, 
know how to gi^e good gifts unto ^our childreui 
how much more shall yotir Father which is in 
heaven give good things to* them that ask him? 
12 Therefore all things whatsoever ye would that 
' men should do to you, do ye even so to thern^: for 
this is the law and the prophets. 
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!3 Eiiter vye in at the strait gate ; tor wide i« 
the gate, and broad ia the way that leadeth to des- 
truction, and many there be which go in thereat : 
14 Because strait is the gate* and narrow ia the 
way which leadeth unto lifct and few there be 
that find it. 15 Beware of &lse prophets, which 
come to you in sheep's clothing,^ but inwardly 
they are ravening wolves. IQ Ye shall know 
them by their fruits : Do men gather grapes of 
thorns, or figs of thistles? 17 Even so every 
good tree bringeth forth good fruit ; but a corrupt 
tree bringeth forth evil fruit- 18 A good iree 
cannot bring forth evil fruit; neither ca;» a cor- 
rupt tree bring forth good fruit. 19 Every tree 
that bringeth not forth good fruit, is hewn down, 
and cast into the fire. 20 Wherefore by their 
fruits ye shall know them* 

21 Not every one that saith unto me, Lord, 
Lord, shall enter into the kingdom of heaven; 
but he that doeth the will of my Father which is 
in heaved. 22 Many will say to me in that day, 
Lord, Lord, have we not prophesied in thy name? 
and in thy name have cast out devils ? and in thy 
name done many wonderful vvorks ? 33 And then 
will I profess unto themt I never- knew you : de- 
part from me, ye that work iniquity. 24 There- 
fore, ivhosoever heareth these sayings of tuine, 
and doeth them, I will liken him unto a wise man 
which built his house up6n a rock : 26 And the 
rain descended, and t^e floods came, and the winds 
blew, and beat upon that house; and it fell not: 
for it was founded upon a rock. 

26 And every one that hearelh these sayings of 
mine, and doeth them not, shall be likened unto 
a foolish man which built his^ house upon the sand : 
27 And the rain descended, and the floods came, 
and the winds blew, and beat upon that house ; and 
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It felly and gre^t was the fail of it 28 And il 
pame to pasS) when Jesus had ended these say* 
ingS) the people were astonished at his doctrine : 
%9 For he taught them as one having authority^ 
and not as the seribea. 

Chap. VIII. ChrtsVs Miracles* 
16 When the even was comet they brought unto 
him many that were possessed with devils : and 
he east out the spirits with /lis wordy and healed all 
that were sick: 17 That it might be fulfilled 
Which Was spoken by Esaias the prophet> saying. 
Himself took our infirmities, and bare our sick* 
tiesses* 18 Now, when Jesus saw great multi- 
tudes about him, he gave commandment to depart 
unto the other side. 19 And a certain scribe 
came) and said qnto fim, Master, I will follow 
thee whithersoever thou goest. 20 And Jesus 
aaith unto him, The foxes have holes, and the 
birds of the air /lavt nests ; but the Son of man 
hath not where to lay his head. 

23 And when he was entered into a ship, his 
disciples followed him. 24 And, behold, there 
brose a great tempest in the sea, insomuch that 
Hhe ship was covered with the waves : but he was 
asleep. 35 And his disciples came to himy and 
awoke him, saying, Lord> save us: wc perish. 
26 And he saith unto them. Why are ye fearful? 
O ye of little faith 1 Then he arose, and rebuked 
the winds and the sea ; and there was a great 
calm* 27 But the men marvelled, saying, What 
manner of man is this, that even the winds and the 
sea obey him ! 

Chap XI. Christ the true Messiah* 
And when Jesus had made an end of command- 
itig his twelve disciples, he departed thence, to 
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teach and to preach in their cities. 2 Noiw, wheoi 
John had heard in the prison the works of Chiist, 
he sent two of his disciples, 3 And said unto 
bim* Art thou he that should come, or do we look 
for another ? 4 Jesus answered and said onto them. 
Go and shew John again those things which ye do 
hear and see : 5 The blind receive their sight, and 
the lame walk ; the lepers are cleansed, and the 
deaf hear ; the dead are raised up» and the poor 
have the gospel preached to them. 6 And blessed 
is hci whosoever shall not be offended in me. 

20 Then began he to upbraid the cities wherein 
most of his mighty works were done, because they 
repented not. 31 Wo unto thee^Choraziiii wo unto 
thee Bethsaida ! for if the mighty works which 
were done in you had been done in Tyre and Si- 
don, they would have repented long ago in sack- 
cloth and ashes. 23 But I say unto you, It shall 
be more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon at the day of 
judgment than for you. 23 And thou* Caperna- 
titn, which art exalted unto heaven* shalt be 
brought down to hell : for if the mighty works 
which have been done in thee, had been done in 
Sodom, it would have remained until this day, 
24 But I say unto you, That it shall be more tole- 
rable for the land of Sodom in the day of judgment, 
than for thee. 

25 At that time Jesus answered and said, I 
thank thee, O Father, Lord of heaven and earth, 
because thou hast hid these things from the wise 
and prudent, and hast revealed them unto babes, 
26 Even so, Father, for so it seemed good in thy 
sight. 27 All things are delivered unto me of my 
Father : arid no man knoweth the Son, but the 
Father ; neither knoweth any man the Father, save 
the Son, and he to whomsoever the Son will reveal 
Him. 28 Come unto me, all ye that labour and are 
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heavy laden, and i will give you rest. 29 Take 
my yoke upoik you, and learn of fne ; for I am 
meek and lowly in hea^t : and ye shall find rest 
unto your souls. 30 For my yoke is easy, and my 
burden is light. 

Chap. XVIII. Humility and Forgiveness. 

At the same time came the disciples unto Je« 
eua, saying) Who is the greatest in the kingdom of 
heaven ? 2 And Jesus called a little child unto him, 
and set bim in the midst of them, 3 And said. 
Verily I say unto you, Except ye be converted, and 
become as little children, ye shall not enter into 
the kingdom- of heaven. 4 Whosoever, therefore^ 
shall humble himself as this little child, the same 
is greatest in the kingdom of heaven. 5 And 
whoso shall receive one such little child in my 
name receiveth me* 6 But whoso shall offend one 
of these little ones which believe in me, it were 
better for him that a millstone were hanged about 
his neck, and that be were drowned in the depth 
of the sea. 

21 Then came Peter to him, and said, Lord, how 
oft shall my brother sin against me, and I forgive 
him ? till seven times \ 22 Jesus saith unto him, 
I say not unto thee, Until seven times ; but. Until 
seventy times seven. 23 Therefore is the king- 
dom of heaven likened unto a certain kin^, which 
would take account of his servants. 24 And when 
he had begun to reckon, one was brought unto 
him which owed him ten thousand talents : 25 But 
forasmuch as he had not to pay, his lord command- 
ed him to be sold, and his wife and children, and 
all that he had, and payment to be made. 

26 The servant, therefore, fell down, and wor- 
shipped him, saying. Lord, have patience with me, 
and I will pay thee all. j^7 Then the lord of that 
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servant wai, moved with comtNission, and loosed 
him, and forgave him the' debt. 38 But the sane 
servant went out, and foand one of his fellow-fier- 
tantSy which owed him an hundred pence ; and he 
laid bands on him^ and took Aim by the throat, say- 
ing) Pay me that thou owe^t. 39 And his fellow 
servant fell dowa at his feet, and besought him, 
sayinj^t Have patience with me» and I will pay thee 
all. ^ 30 And he would not ; but went and cast him 
into prison, till he should pay the debt.; 

31 So when his fellow servants saw what was 
done they were very sorry, and came and told un. 
to their lord all thaet was done. S2 Then his lord, 
after that he had called htm, said unto him, O 
thou wicked servant, I forgave thee all that debt, 
because thou desiredst me : 33 Shouldest not thou 
also have had comjiasaion on thy fellow, servant, 
even as I liad pity on thee ? 34 And his lord 
was wroth, and delivered him to the tormentors, 
till he should pay all that was due unto him. 35 
So likewise shall my heavenly Father do also unto 
you, if ye from your hearts forgive not every one 
his brother their trespasses. ' 

Chap. XX. Christ foretells his Sufferings. 

17 Awn, Jesus, going up to Jerusalem, took the 
twelve disciples apart in the way, and said unto 
them, 18 Behold, we go up to Jerusalem; and 
the Son of man shall be betrayed unto the chief 
priests, and unto the scribes, and they shall con- 
demn him to death,' 19 And shall deliver him to 
the Gentiles to mock, and to scourge, and to cru- 
cify him ;.and the third day he shall rise agam.v^ 20 
Then c^ime to hinv the mother of Zebedee's chil- 
dren with her sons, worshipping himy and desiring 
a certain thing of him. 21 And he said unto her, 
What wilt thou ? She saith unto him> Grant that 
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these my two sons may sit, the one on thy right 
hand, and the other on the leftf in thy kingdom.) 22 
But Jesus answered and said) Ye know not What 
ye ask. Are ye able to drink of the cup that I ' 
shall drink of, and to be baptized with the baptism 
that I am baptized with? they. say unto him. We 
ari> ablc?^ 

23 And be saith unto them. Ye shall drink 
indeed of my cup, and be baptized with the bap- 
tism that I am baptized with ; but to sit on my 
right hand, and on my left, is not mine to give ; 
but it shflil be given to them for whom it is pre- 
pared of my Father, 24 And when the ten heard 
it J they were moved with indignation against the 
two brethren. 25 But Jesus called them unto 
him^ and said, Ye know that the princes of the 
Gentiles exercise dominion over them^ and they 
that are great exercise. authority upon them. 26 
But it shall not be so among you : but whosoever 
will be great among you, let him be your minis- 
ter ; 27 And whosoever will be chief among you, 
let him be your servant : 28 Even as the Son .of 
man came not to be ministered unto, but to minis- 
ter, and to give his life a ransom for many. 

Chap. XXV. Instruction by Parables. 

Them shall the kingdom of heaven be likened 
unto ten \irgins, which took their lanops, and 
went forth to meet the bridegroom. 2 And five 
of them were wise, and five «tferff.foolish. 3 They 
that nvere foolish took their lamps, and took no 
oil with them : 4 But the wise took oil in their 
vessels with their lamps. 5 Wiiile the bride- 
groom tarried, they all slumbered and slept. 6 
And at midnight there was a cry made, Behold, 
rtie bridegroom cometh ; go ye out to nieet him. 

7 Then all those virgins arose, and trimmed 
23 
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their lamps* 8 And the foolish' ssiid uiita the 
wise. Give us of your oil ; for our lamps are gone 
out. 9 But the wise answered, saying, JSTot 9%,; lest 
there be not enough for us and you : but go ye 
rather to them that sell, and buy for yourselves. 
10 And while they went to buy, the bridegroom, 
came ; and they that were ready went in with 
him to the marriage ; and the door was shut. 11 
Afterward came also the other virgins, saying, 
Lord, Lord, open to us. 13 Bat he. answered and 
said, Verily I say unto you, I know you not. IS 
Watch therefore, for ye know neither the day 
nor the hour wherein the Son of man cometh. 

14 For the kingdom qf heaven ia as a man tra- 
velling into a far country, who called his own ser- 
vants, and delivered unto, them his goods. 15 
4 And unto one he gave five talents, to another two, 
and to another one ; to every man according to 
Ills several ability; and straightway took his jour- 
ney.' 16 ^Then he that had received the five 
talents', went and traded with the same, and made 
them other five talents. 17 And likewise he that 
'had received two, he also gained other two. 18 
But he that had received one, went and digged ia 
the earth, and hid nis lord's money. 19 After a 
long time the lord of those servants cometh, and 
reckoneth witfi them. 

20 And so he that liad received five talents 
came and brought other five t|lents, sayingf 
Lord, thou deliveredst unto me five talents : be- 
hold, I have gained beside them five talents more. 
21 His lord said unto him, Well done, thou good 
and faithful serv . t : thou hast been faithful over 
a few things, I will make thee ruler over many 
things: enter thou into the joy of thy lord. 22 
He al»o that had received two talents came and 
said) Lord, thou deliveredst unto me two talents : 
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behold) I have gained two other talents beside 
them 9 23 His lofd said unto him, Well done^ 
good jEind faithful servant : thou hast been faithful 
over a few things, I will make thee ruler over 
many things : enter thou into the joy of thy Lord. 

24 Then he which had received the one talent 
came, and said, Lord, I knew thee that thou art an 
hard man, reaping where thou hast not sown, and 
gathering where thou hast notstrawed: 25 And' 
I was afraid, and went and hid thy talent in the 
earth : lo, there thou hast that /«* thine 26 His 
lord answered and said unto him, 2'hou wicked 
and slothful servant, thou knewest that I reap 
where I sowed not, and' gather where I have not 
strawed ? 27 Thou oughtest therefore to have 
put my money to the exchangers, und then at my 
coti()ing I should have received mine own with 
usury. 28 Take therefore the talent from him, 
and give it unto him which hath ten talents. 

29 For unto every. one that hath, shall be giv- 
en, and he shall have abundance : but from him 
that hath not, shall betaken away even that which 
he hath. SO And cast ye the unprofitable servant 
into outer darkness : there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth. 31 When the Son of man shall 
come in his glory^and all the holy angels with him, 
then shall he sit upon the throne of his glory: 

32 And before him shall be gathered all nations : 
and he shall separate them one from another, as a 
shepherd divideth his sheep from the goats : 

33 And he shall set the sheep on his right hand, 
but the goats on the left. • 

34 Then shall the King say unto them on his 
right hand. Come, ye blessed of my Father, in- 
herit the kingdom prepared for you from the foun- 
dation of the world : 35 For 1 was an hungred, 
smd ye gave me meat : I was thirsty, and ye gave 
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. me drink : I was a stranger, and ye took me iri ; 

36 Naked, and ye clothed me : I was sick, and ye 
visited me: I was in prison, and ye came unto me. 

37 Then shall the righteous answer him, saying, 
Lord, when saw we thee an hungred, and fed thee^ 
or thirsty, and gave thee drink ? 38 When saw wc 
thee a stranger, and took thee in ? or naked, and 
clothed thee 1 39 Or when saw we thee sick, or in 
prison, and came unto thee ? 40 And the King 
shall answer and say unto them, Verily I say unto 
you, Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the 
least of these my brethren, ye have done it unto me. 

41 Then shall he say aIso unto them on the left 
hand. Depart from me, ye cursed, into everlasting 
fire, prepared for the devil and his angels : 43 For 
I was an hungred, and ye gave me no meat : I 
was thirsty, and ye gave me no drink : , 43 I was 
a stranger, and ye took me not in : naked, and ye 
clothed me not : sick, and in prison, and ye visited 
me not. 44 Then shall they also answer him, 
saying, Lord, when saw we thee an hungred, or 
athirst, or a stranger, or naked, or sick, or in prison, 
and did not minister unto thee I 45 Then shall he 
answer them, saying. Verily I say unto yout Inas- 
much as ye did it not to one of the least of these, 
^e did it not to me. 46 And these shall go away 
into everlasting punishment : but the righteous 
into life eternal. 

Chap. XXVI. Christ institutes the Supper^b 

betrayed. 
And it came to pass, when Jesus had finished 
all these sayings, he said unto his disciples, 3 Ye 
know that after two days is the feast of the pass- 
over, and the Son of man is betrayed to be cruci- 
fied. 3 Then assembled together the chief priests, 
and the scribes, and the elders of the people, unt9 
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the palace *of the high priest, who was called Ca- 
apba^y 4 And consulted that they might take 
Jesus by subtiity, and kill him, 5 But they said, 
Not on the feast dayj lest there be an uproar 
among the people. 6 Now wjben Jesus was in 
Bethany, in the house of Simon the leper, 7 
There came unto him a woman having an alabas- 
ter box of very precious ointment, and poured it 
on his head as he sat at meat. 

8 But wheo his disciples saw iV, they had indig* 
nation, saying. To what purpose « this waste? 
9 For this ointment might have been sold for^ 
much, and given to the poor. , 10 When Jesus 
understood it^ he said unto^ them, Why trouble ye 
the woman ? for she hath wrought a good work 
upon me. 1 1 For ye have the poor always with 
you J but me ye have not always. 12 For in that 
she hath poured this ointment on my body, she did 
it for my burial. 1 3 Verily I say unto you, Where- 
soever this gospel shall be preached in the whole 
world) t/iere shall also this, that thi% woman hath 
done, be told for a memorial of her, 

14 Then one of the twelve, called Judas Isca- 
.riot, went unto the chief priests, 15 And said 
unto fhem^ What will ye give me, and I will de* 
liver him unto you I And they covenanted with him 
for tbirt^ pieces of silver. 16 And from that time 
he sought opportunity to betray him. 17 Now the- 
first </ay of they2^a«^ ^unleavened bread the disci- 
ples came to Jesus, saying unto him. Where wilt 
thou that we prepare for thee to eat the passover ? 
18 And he ssuid, Go into the city to such a man, 
and say unto him. The master saith, My time is at 
hand : I will keep the passover at thy house with 
niy disciples^ 19 And the disciples did as Jesus 
had appointed them, and they made ready the. 
passover. 

23* 
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20 Now when the even was come, he sat down 
with the twelve. 21 And as th^y did eat, he said. 
Verily I say unto you, that one of you shall betray 
tne.' 22 And they were exceeding sorrowful, and 
began everyone of them to say unto him, Lord, is 
it I ? 23 And he answered and said, He that dip- 
pcth fu8 hand with me in the dish, the same shall 
betr^ me. 24 The Son of man goeth, as it is 
written of him : but wo unto that man by whom 
the Son of man is betrayed ! it had been good for 
that man if he had not been born. 25 Then Judas, 
which betrayed him, answered and said. Master, is 
it I ?

26 And as they were eating, Jesus took bread, 
and blessed it^ and brake zV, and gave it to the dis« 
ciples, and said, Take, eat ; this is my body. 27 And 
he took the cup, and gave thanks, and gave it to 
them, saying, Drink ye all of it ; 28 For this is 
my blood of the new testament, >Vhich is shed for 
many for the remission of sins. 29 But I say unto 
you, I will not drink henceforth of this fruit of the 
vine, until that day when I drink it new with you 
in my Father's kingdom. 30 And when they had 
surfg an hymn, they went out into the moant of 
Olives. 

31 Then saith Jesus unto them, All ye shall be 
offended because of me this night : for it is i^rit- 
ten, I will smite the shepherd, and the shfeep of 
the Bock shall be scattered abroad. 32 But after 
I am risen again, I will go before you intd Galilee. 
33 Peter answered and said unto him. Though all 
men shall be oflended because ofthee^ yet wjU I 
never be offended. 34 Jesus said unto him, Veri- 
ly I say unto thee, that this night before the cock 
crow, thou Shalt deny me thrioe. %S P«ter said 
Tinto him, Though I should die with thee, yet will 
I not deny thee. Likewise also said all the disciples. 
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36 Then cometb Jesus with them unto a plai 
called Gethseman^f and saith unto the disciple 
Sit ye here, while I go and pray ^yonder. 37 Ar 
he took with him Peter, and the two sons of Zeb 
dee, and beg;an to be. sorrowful and very heav 
38 Then saith he unto them, My soul is exceedir 
sorrowful, even unto death : tarry ye here, ai 
watch with me. 39 And he went a little farthe 
and fell on his face, and prayed, saying, O my F 
ther, if it be possible, let this cup pass from mc 
nevertheless, not as I will, but as thou wili* 40 Ai 
he Cometh unto the disciples, and findeth the 
asleep, and saith unto Peter, What, could ye n 
watch with me one hour I 41 Watch and pra 
that ye enter not into temptation. The spirit i 
deed w willing, but the flesh ia weak. 

42 He went away again the second time ai 
prayed, saying, O my father, if this cup may n 
pass away from me, except I drink it, thy will I 
done. 43 And he came and found them aslec 
again : for their eyes were heavy. 44 And he Ic 
them, and went away again, and prayed the thii 
time, saying the same wor^ 45 Then cometh I 
to hU disciples,, and saitn unto them, Sleep i 
now,^d take your rest ? behold, the hour is 
hand, and the Son of man. is betrayed into tl 
hanis of sinners, 46 Rise, let us be going : I • 
hold he is at hand that doth betray me. 47 Ai 
while he yet spake, lo, Judas *one of the twel* 
came, and with him a great multitude with swoi i 
. and staves, from the chief priests, and elders of I 
people. 48 Now he that betrayed him gave th 
a sign, saying, Whomsoever I shall kiss, that sa i 
is he : hold him fast. 49 And forthwith he ca i 
to Jesus, and said, Hail, master ; and kissed h : 
5^ And Jesus said unto him, Friend, where! 
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art thott come? Then came they and laid hands on 
Je8U8> and took him. , 

51 And, behold, one of them which were with 
Jeaus stretched out ftis band, and drewliis aword, 
and struck a servant of the high priest's, and 
smote off his ear. 52 Then said Jesus unto himr 
Put up again thy sword into his place : for all they 
that take the sword shall perish with the sword. 
53 Thinkcst thou that I cannot now pray to my 
Father, and he shall presently give me more than 
twelve legions of angels? 54 But hovr then shall 
the scriptures be fulfilled, That thus it must be I 
55 In that same hour said Jesus to the multitudes. 
Are ye come out as against a thief with swords and 
staves for to take me ? I sat daily with you teaching 
in the temple, ^nd ye laid no hold on me. 56 But 
all this was done that the scriptures of the prophets 
might be fulfilled. -Then all the disciples forsook 
him and fied. 

57 And they that bad laid hold on Jesus led him 
away to Caiaphas the high priest, where the s^cribes 
and the elders were assembled. ^8 But Peter fol- 
lowed him afar off unt^ t^e high priest's palace, and 
went in, and sat with, the servants, to see th^end. 
59 Now the chief priests, and elders, and aff the 
council sought false witness against Jesus, to put 
him to death ; 60 But found none ; jea, though 
many false witnesses came, yet found they none. 
At the last came two false witnesses, 61 And said, 
This/e/Zowsaid, I am able to destroy the temple of 
God, and to build it in three days. 

63 And the high priest arose, and said unto him, 
Answerest thou nothing? what is it which these 
witness agsdnst thee ? 63 But Jesus held his peace» 
And the high priest answered, and said unto him, 
I adjure thee by the living God, that thou tell u» 
Whether thou be the Christ the Son of God. 64 Je- 
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sus satth unto him, Thou hast said. Nevertheless 
.v say unto you, Hereafter shall ye see the Son of 
9 ^n sitting on the right hand of power, and com* 
j^.»g in the clouds of heaven. 65 Then the high 
riest rent his clothes, saying, He hath spoken 
ilasphemy: what further need have we of wit- 
nesses ? behold, now ye have heard his blasphemy, 
id What think ye ? They answered and said, He 
is guilty of death. 67 Then did they spit in his 
face, and buffeted him : and others smote him with 
the palms of their hands, 68 Saying, Prophe- 
cy unto us, thou Christ; Who is he that smote 
thee I 69 Now Peter sat without in the palace? 
and a damsel came unto him, saying. Thou also 
wast with Jesus of Galilee. 70 But ^e denied be- 
fore them all, saying, I know not what thou sayest. 
71 And when he was gone out into the porch, 
another moid saw him, and said unto them that 
were there, This fellow was also with Jesus of Naza- 
reth. 72 And again he denied with an oath, I do 
not know the man. 73 And fifter a while came 
unto him they that stood by, and said to Peter, 
Surely thou also art one of them ; for thy speech 
bewrayeth thee. 74 Then began he to curse and 
to swear, sayings I know not the man. And im* 
mediately the cock crew. 7S And Peter remcm- 
bered the ^rd of Jesus, which said unto him, Be- 
fore the cock crow, thou shall deny me thrice. 
And he went out and wept bitterly. 

Chap XXVII. Christ is condemned and crucified* 
When the « morning was come, all the chief 
priests and elders of the people took counsel against 
Jesus to put him to death : 2 And when they had 
bound htm, they led him away, and delivered him 
to Pontius Pilate the governor 3 Then Judas 
wMch had betrayed him, when he saw that he was 
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condemned, repented himself, and brought again 
the thirty pieces of silver to the chief piiebts and 
elders, 4 Saying, I have sinned, in that I have 
betrayed the innocent blood. And they said, 
What /• that to us ? see thou to that. 5 And he 
cast down the pieces of silver in the temple, and 
departed, and went and hanged himself. 

6 And the chief priests took the silver pieces, 
and said, It is not lawful for to put them into the 
treasury, because it is the price of blood. 7 And 
they took counsel, and bought with them the 
potters* field, to bury strangers in. 8 Wherefore 
that field was called^, The field of blood unto this 
day. 9 Then was fulfilled that which was spoken 
by Jeremy the prophet, saying, And they tpok the 
thirty pieces of silver, the price of him that was 
valued, whom they of the children of Israel did 
value ; 10 And gave them for the potters' field, 
as the Lord appointed me. 

1 1 And Jesus stood before the governor : and 
the governor asked him, saying, Art thou the 
king of the Jews ? and Jesus said unto him, Thou 
sayest. 12 And when he was accused of the 
chief priests and elders, he answered nothing. 

13 Then said Pilate tinto him, Hearest thou not 
how many things they witness against thee? 

14 And be answered him t6 never a \vord, inso- 
much that the governor marvelled greatly. 1 5 Now 
at that feast the governor was wont to release tmto 
the people a prisoner, whom they would. 16 And 
they had then a notable prisoner, called Barabbas. 

17 Thcj'efore when they where gathered togeth- 
er, Pilate said unto them, Whom will ye that I 
release unto you? Barabbas, or Jesus which is cal- 
led Christ ? 18 For he knew that for envy they had 
delivered him. 19 When he was set down on the 
judgment seat, his wife sent unto him, sayings 
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Have thou nothing to do with that just man : for 
I have suffered many things this day in a dream 
because of him. 20 Bi^t the chief priests and 
elders persuaded the multitude that they should 
a&k Barabbas, and destroy Jesus. 91 The gover« 
nor answered and said unto theni, Whether of the 
twain will ye that I release unto you ? They said, 
Sarabbas. S2 Pilate saith unto them. What shall 
I do then with Jesus, which is called Christ ? They 
«11 say unto him, Let him be crucified. 23 And 
the governor said, Why, what evil hath he done I 
But they cried out the more, saying. Let him be 
crocified. 

24 When Pilate saw that he could prevail noth« 
ing, but that rather a tumult was made, he took 
water and washed hia hands before the multitude, 
saying, I am innocent of the blood of this just per* 
son : see ye to it, 25 Then answered all the peo. 
pie, and said, UIs blood be on us, and on our chiU 
dren. 26 Then released hre Barabbas unto them : 
and when he had scourged Jesus, he delivered him 
to be crucified* 27 Then the soldiers of the gover- 
nor took Jesus into the common hall, and gathered 
unto him the whole band of soldiers, 28 And they 
stripped him, and put on him a scarlet robe. / 

29 And when they had platted a crown of thorns, 
they put if upon his head, and a reed in his right 
hand : and they bowed the knee before him, and 
mocked him, saying, Hail, King of the Jews I 
30 And they spit upon him, and took the reed, and 
smote him on the head. 31 And after that they 
had mocked him, they took the robe oflTfrom him, 
and put his own raiment on him, and led him away 
to cmcifyWm, 32 And as they came out, they found 
a man of Cyrene, Simon by name : him they com- 
pelled to bear his cross. 33 And when they were 
come unto a place called Golgotha, tliat is to say. 
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A place of A skulb 34 They, gave hiv^ vinegsur to 
drink mingled with gall : and when he had tasted 
thereof^ jie would not drink. 

35 And they crucified bim, and parted his gar- 
ments, casting lota : that it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by the prophet, They parted my gar- 
ments among them, and upon my vesture did they 
cast lots. 36 And sitting down they watched him 
there ; 37 And set up over hts head his accusation 
written,.THIS IS JESUS THE KING OF THE 
JEWS. 38 Then were there two thieves crucified 
with him, one on the right hand, and another on the 
left. 39 And they that passed by reviled him, wag- 
ging their heads, 40 And saying, Thou that de- 
stroyest the temple, and buildest it in three days, 
save thyself. If thou be the Son oi God, come 
down from the cross* 

41 Likewise also the chief priests mocking Aim, 
with the scribes and elders, said, 42 He saved 
others ; himself he cannot save : if he be the King 
of Israel, let him no\y come down from the cross, 
and we will believe him. 43 He trusted in God ; 
let him deliver him now, if he will have him : for 
he said, I am the Son of God. 44 The thieves 
also which were crucified with him, cast the same 
in his teeth. 45 Now from the sixth hour there 
was darkness over all the land unto the ninth hour. 
46 And about the ninth hour Jesus cried with a 
loud voice, saying, Eli^ Eli, lama sabachthani ? that 
is to say, My God, my God, why hast thou forsa- 
ken me ? 

47 Some of them that stood there, when they 
heard that^ said, This man calleth for Elias. 48 And 
straiirhtway one of them ran, and took a spunge, 
and filled it with vinegar, and put it on a reed, and 
give, him to drink. 49 The rest said, Let be, let 
us see, whether Elias will come to save him. 
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50 j€8US) wben he had cried again with a loud 
voice, yielded up the ghost. 51 And, behold, the 
vail of the temple was rent in twsdn, from the top 
to the bottom ; and the earth did ^uakej and the 
rocks rent; 52 And the graves were opened ; and 
many bodies of the saints which slept arose, 53 
And came out of the graves after his resurrection, 
and went into the holy city, and ajppeared unto 
many. 

54 Now >vhen the centurion, and they that were 
witd him, watching Jesus, saw the earthquake, and 
those things that were done, they feared greatly, 
saying, Truely this was the Son of God. 55 And 
many women were there beholding afar off, which 
followed Jesus from Galilee, ministering unto him : 
56 Among which was Mary Magdalene, and Mary 
ibe mother of James and Joses, and the mother of 
Zebedee's children. 57 When the even was come, 
there came a rich, man of Arimathea, named Jo- 
seph, who also himself was Jesus' disciple : 58 He 
went to Pilate, and begged the body of Jesus. 
Then Pilate commanded the body to be delivered. 
59 And when Joseph had taken the body, he wrap* 
ped it in a clean linen cloth, 60 And laid it in bia 
own new tomb, which he had hewn out in the rock : 
and he rolled a great stone to ^le door of the sep-* 
nlchre, and departed. 

61 And there was Mary Magdalene, and the 
•ther Mary, sitting over against the sepulchre. 
62 Now. the next day, that followed the day of the 
preparation, the chief priests and Pharisees caitie 
together unto Pikite, 63 Saying, Sir, we remem- 
ber that that deceiver said while lie was yet alive, 
After three days I will rise again.. 64 Cotnmand 
therefore that the sepulchre be made sure until 
the third day, lest his disciples come by night and 
steal him away, and say unto the people. He is 
24 
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risen from the dead. So the last error shall be 
worse than the first. 65 Pilate said unto them, Y» 
have a watch : go your way^ make it as sure as ye 
can. 66 S6 they went and made the sepulcre sure, 
•sealing the stone, and setting a watch. 

Chap. XXVIII. Christ's Resurrection. 
In the end of the sabbath, as it began to dawn 
toward the first day of the week, came Mary Mag- 
dalene, and the other Mary, to see the sepulchre. 
2 And, behold, there was a great earthquake : for 
the angel of the Lord descended fr#m heaven, and 
came and rolled back the stone from the door^ and 
sat upon it. 3 His countenance was like lightning, 
and his raiment white as snow : 4 Aiid for fear of 
him the keepers did shake, aiid became as dead 
ftten, 5 And the angel answered and said unto 
the women, Fear not ye : for I know that ye seek 
Jtesus, whicii was crucified. 6 He is not here : for 
he is risen, as he said. Come, see the place where 
the Lord lay. 7 And go quickly, and tell his dis- 
ciples that he is risen from the dead ; and^ behold, 
he goeth before you into Galilee : there shall y€ 
see him, lo, I have told you. 

8 And they departed quickly from the sepul- 
chre with fear and great joy ; and did run to 
bring his disciples word. 9 And as they went to 
tell his disciples, behold, Jesus met them, siiying, 
All hail. And they came, and held him by the 
feet, and worshipped him. 10 Then said Jesus 
unto them. Be not afraid r go tell my brethren 
that they go into Galilee, and there shall they 
se% me. 1 1 Now when they where going, belyold, 
some of the watch came into the city, and shew- 
ed unto the chief priests all the things that were 
done. 12 And when they were assembled with 
the elders, and had taken counsel, they'gave large

money unto the soldiers, 13 Sayingy Say ye, his 
disciples came by nightt and stole him away^ while 
vre. slept. 14 ^nd if this come to the governor's 
ears, we will persuade him, and secure you. 15 
So they took the money, and dtd as they were 
taught : and this saying is commonly reported 
among the Jews until this day. 

16 Then the eleven disciples went away into 
Galil^, into a mountain where Jesus had appoint- 
ed them. 17 And when they saw him, they 
worshipped 'him : but some doubted. 18 And 
Jesus came, and spake unto them, saying, All 
power is given unto me in heaven and in earth* 
19 Go ye therefore and teach all nations, baptiz* 
iogp them in the *name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost : 20 Teaching 
them to observe all things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you ': and, lo, I am with you always even ^ 
unto tMe end of the world. Amen. 



FROM SAINT MARK. 

Chap. I. John Baptist a forerunner of Christ 
The beginning of the Gospel of Jesus Christy 
the Son of God ; 2 As it is written in the pro* 
phetS) Behold, 1 send my messenger before thy 
face, which shall prepare thy way before thee. 4 
John did baptize in the wilderness, and preach the 
baptism of repentance for the remission of sins. 
5 And tJiere went out unto him all the land of Ju« 
dea, and they of Jerusalem} and were all baptized of 
him in the riVer of Jordan, confessing their sins. 
9, And it came to pass in those days, that Jesus 
came from Nazareth of Galilee, and was baptize^ 
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of John in Jordan. 10 And stmght way comingt 
iip out of the water, he saw the heavens opened 
and the Spirit like a dove descending upon him : 
1 1 And there came a voice froiQ heaven^ wying^ 
Thou art my beloved Son^ m whom I am well 
pleased. 

12 And immediately the spirit driveth him in- 
to the Y^ilderness. 13 And he was there in the 
wilderness forty days tempted of Satan ; and was 
with the wild beasts ; and the angels ministered 
unto him. 14 Now after that John was put in 
prison, Jesus came into Galilee preaching the gos* 
pel ofthe king4omofQod. 21 And stndghtway 
on the sabbath day he entered into thf synagogue, 
and taught. 22 And they weire astonished at kis 
doctrine : for he taught them as one that had au- 
thority, and not as the scribes. 

23 And there was in their synftgogue a man 
with an unclean spirit ; and he cried out, 24 Say 
ing, Let ils alone ; what have we to do with thee, 
thou Jesus of Nazareth ? art thou come to destroy 
us ? I know thee who thou art, the Holy Dne of 
God. 25 And Jesus rebuked him, saying^ Hold 
thy peace, and come out of him. 26 And when 
the unclean spirit had torn him, and cried with a 
loud voice, he came out of him. 27 And they 
were ail amazed, insomuch that they questioned 
among themselves, saying, What thing is this? 
what new doctrine ia this? for with authority 
ciommandeth he even the unclean spirits, and they 
do obey him. 28 And immediately his fame 
spread abroad throughout all the region round 
about Galilee. 

32 And at even, when the sun did set, they 
brought unto him all that were dbeased, and them 
that were possessed with devils. S3 And all the 
city was gathered together at the door. <34 And 
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he healed many tliat wei^ sick of divers diseases, 
and cast out many devils; and suffered not the 
devils to speak, because they knew him. 35 And 
in the morning, rising tip a great while before day, 
he went out; and departed into a solitary plate, 
and there prayed. 37 And .when ^they had found 
him, they said, unto him, All men seek for thee. 
- 38 And he said unto them, Let us go into the 
next towns, that I may preach there also : 4ov there- 
fore came I forth. 39 And he preached in their 
synagogues throughout all Galilee, and cast out 
devils. ^40 And there came a leper to him, be- 
seeching him, and kneeling down to him, and 
staying unto him, If thou wilt, thou canst make me 
ckan. 41 And Jesus, moved with compassion, 
put forth hia hand and'touched him, and saith unto 
him, I will; be thou clean. 42 And as soon as 
he had spokeot immediately the leprosy departed 
from him, and he was , cleansed. 43 And he 
straightly charged him, 44 And saith unto him. 
Go thy way, shew thyself to the priest, and offer 
for thy cleansing those things which Moses cotor 
xnanded for a testimony unto them. 

Chaf. II. III.' Christ healeth the Sick of the Palsy. 
3 An» they come unto him, bringing one sick 
of the palsy, which was b^rne of four. 4 And when 
they could not come nigh unto him for the press, 
they uncoveFed the roof where he was : and when 
they had broken U up, they let down the bed where- 
in the sisk of the palsy lay^ 5 When Jesus saw 
their faith, he said unto the sick of the palsy. Son, 
thy sins be forgiven thee,, 6 But there, were cer- 
tain of the scribes sitting there, and reasoning in 
their hearts, 7 Why doth this man thus speak 
blasphemies ? who can jfergive sins but God only ? 
8 And immediately, when Jesus perceived in his 
24* ' 
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spirit that they so reaaoned within themseWes, be 
said unto them, Why reason ye these things in 
your hearts? 9 Whether is it easier to say to the 
sitk of the palsy, Thy sins be forgiven thee ; or to 
say, Arise, and take up thy bed^and walk ? 10 But 
that ye may know that the Son of man hath power 
on earth to forgive sins, (he saith to the sick of the 
palsy,) 11 I say unto thee^ Arise, and take op thy 
bed, and go thy way into thine house. 12 And 
immediately he arose, took up the bed, and went 
forth before them all; insomuch that they were ail 
amazed, and glorified God, sayings We never saw 
it on this fashion. 

I And he entered again into the synagogue ; and 
there was a man there which had a withered hand« 
% And they watched him^ whether he would -heal 
him on the sabbath day ; that they might accuse 
him. 3 And he saith unto the man which bad the 
withered hand, Stand forth. 4 And he saith unto 
them, Is it lawful to do good on the sabbath di^s, 
or to do evil ? to save life^ or to li^ili 7 But tliey 
held their peace. 5 And when he had looked 
round about on them with anger, being grieved for 
the hardness of their hearts, be saith unto the man, 
Stretch forth thine hand. And he stretched irout: 
and his hand was restored whole as the otiier. 

23 And the scribes ' which came down' from 
Jerusalem said, He hath Beelzebub, and by the 
prince of the devils casteth he out devils* 23 And 
be called them unio him^ and said unto them in 
parables. How can Sktf^n cast out Satan \ 24 And 
if a kingdom be divided against itself, that, kiog- 
dom cannot stand. ^ S I There came then his 
brethren and his mother, and, standing without, 
sent unto him, calling him. 32 And the multitude 
sat about him ; and they said unto hiin, Behold, 
tifiy mother and thy brethren without seek fer thee. 
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33 And he answered them, saying, Who is my 
mother, or my brethren ? 34 And he looked round 
about on them which sat about him/ and said, Be- 
hold my mothec and my brethren i 35 Foi* whoso** 
ever shall do the will of God, the same is my bro-> 
ther, and my sister, and mother. 

Cbap. XIII. Destruction of the Temple predicted^ 
Akd as he went out of the temple, one of his dis- 
ci|>les saith unto him, Master, see what manner of 
stones and what buildings are here! 2 And Jesus 
answering, said unto him, Seest thou these great 
buildings ? there shall not be left one stone upoti 
another, that shall notbe thrown down. 3 And as 
he sat upon the mount of Olives over against the 
temple, Peter, and James, and John, and Andrew^ 
asked him privately, 4 Tell us, when shall these 
things be? and what shall be the sign when all 
these things shall be fi^liilled I 5^ And Jesus an« 
swering them began to say. Take heed lest any 
man deceive you : 6 For many shall come in my 
name, saying, I am C/irUt : and shall deceive 
many* 

7 And when ye shall hear of wars, and rumotirs 
of wars, be ye not troubled : for such thinga must 
needs be ; bat the end shall not be yet. 8 For 
nation shall rise against nation, and kingdom 
against kingdom : and there shall be earthquakes 
in divers places, and there shall be famines, and 
troubles: these are the beginnings of sorrows; 
9 But take heed to yourselves : for they shall deli- 
yer you up to councils ; and in the synagogues ye 
shall be beaten : and ye shall be brought before 
rulers and kings for my sake^ for a testimony 
against them. 10 And the gospel must first be 
published among all nations. 
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11 But when thejr shall lead you^znd deliver you 
up9 take no thought beforehand what ye shall 
speak, ^leither do ye premeditate : but whatsoever 
shall be given you in that hour, that speak ye? for 
it is not ye that speak, but the Holy Ghost. 12 Now 
4he brother shall betray the brother to death, and 
the. father the son; and children . shall rise up 
against their parents, and shall cause them to be 
put to death. 13 And ye shall be hated of all men 
for my name's sake. But he that shall endure unto 
the end, the satne shall b« saved. 14 But .when 
ye shall see the abomination of desolation, spoken 
of by Daniel the prophet, standing where it ought 
not, (let him that readeth understand,) then let 
them that be in Judea flee to the mountains : 1 5 
And let him that is on the housetop not go down 
into the house, neither enter therein^ to take any 
thing out of his house : 1 6 And let him that is in 
the field not turn back again for to take up his 
garment. 

19 For in those days shall be affliction, such as 
was not from the beginning of the creation which 
God created unto this time, neither shall be. 20 
And except that the Lord had shortened those 
days, no flesh sliould be saved s but for the elect's 
sake, whom he hath chosen, he hath shortened the 
days. 21 And then, if any man shall say to you, 
Lo, here is Christ; or, lo, he is there; believe /iim 
not : 22 For false Christs and false prophets shall 
rise, and shall shew signs and wonders, to seduce, 
iftV were possible, even the elect, 23 But take 
ye heed : behold, I have foretold you all things. 

24 But in those days, after that tribulation, the 
sun shall be darkened, and the moon shall not 
give her light, 25 And the stars of heaven shall 
fall, and the powers that are in heaven shall be 
shaken. 26 And then shall they see the Soil of 
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nan coming in the clouds with great power and 
glory. 27 And then shall he send his angels, and 
shall gather together his elect from the four winds, 
from tfie uttermost part of the earth US the utter- 
most part of heaven. 28 Now learn a parable of 
the fig tree ^ When l^er branch is yet tender, and 
putteth forth leaves, ye know that summer is near: 
29 So ye in like manner, when ye shall see these 
things come to pass, know that it is nigh, even at 
the doors. 

30 Verily I say unto yx>u, That this generation 
ftball not pass till all these things be done* 3 1 Hea- 
ven^ and earth shall pass away : but my words shall 
not pass away. 32 But of that day and that hour 
knoweth no man, no not the angels which are in 
heaven, neither the Son, but the Father. 33 Take 
ye heed, watch and pray : for ye know, not when 
the time is. 34 For the Son of man is as a man 
taking a far journey» who left his house, and gave 
authority to his servants, and to every man his 
work, and commanded the porter to watch. 35 
Watch ye therefore : for ye know not when the 
master of the house cometh, at even, or at mid- 
night, or at the cock crowing, or in the morning : 

36 Lest coming suddenly he find you sleeping. 

37 And what I say unto you, I say unto all, Watch*. 



FROM SAINT LUKE. 

Cbap. I. Miracles attending the birth of Chriit^ 
Forasmuch as many have taken in hand to set 
Ibrth in order a declaration of those things which 
are most surely believed among us, 2 Even as 
<hey delivered them unto us, which from the be« 
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ginning were eye-witnesseS) and ministers of the 
word ; 3 It seemed good to me also, having had 
perfect unde^tanding of all things from the very 
first, to write unto tl^ee in order^ most excellent 
Tfieophilus, 4 Th'at thou mightest know the 
certainty of those things wherein thou hast been 
instructed. 5 T.here was, in the. days of Herod 
the king of Judea,. a certain priest named Zacha- 
rias, of the course of Abia : and his. wife mas of the 
daughters of Aaron, and her name tt^(2«_ Elisabeth. 
6 And ^ey were both righteous before God, walk- 
ing in all the commandments and ordinances of 
the Lord blameless. 7 And they had no child, and 
they both were now well stricken in years. 

8 And it catne to pasS) that, while he executed 
the priest's office before God in the order of his 
course, 9 According to the custom of the priest's 
office, his lot was to burn incense when he went 
into the temple of the Lord. 10 And the whole 
multitude of the people were praying without at 
the time of incense. 1 1 And there appeared unto 
him an angel of the Lord standing on the right side 
of the altar of incense. 12 And when Zacharias 
saw him he was troubled^ and fear fell upon him. 
13 But. the angel said imto him. Fear not) Zacha- 
rias : for thy prayer is heard ; and thy wife Elisa- 
beth shall bear thee a son, and thou shalt call his 
name John. 14 And thou shalt have joy and glad- 
ness ; and many shall rejoice at his birth. 15 For 
he shall be great in the sight of the Lord, and shall 
drink neither wine nor strong dnnk ; and he shall 
be filled with the Holy Ghost. 16 And many of 
the children of Israel shall he turn to the Lord their 
God. 

^ 18 And Zacharias said unto the angel, Whereby 
shall I know this ? \9 And the angel answering, 
said unto himi I am Gabriel, that stand in^he pre. 
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sence of God; ^a'nd am sent tp speak unto thee, 
and to shew thee these glad tidings. 20 And, be- 
hold, thou shalt be dumb,' and not able to speak, 
until the day that these things shall be performed, 
bedause thou believest not my words, which s1k\11 be 
fulfilled iti their season. 21 And the people waited 
for Zacharias, and nciarvelled that he urried so long^ 
in the temple. 22 And when he came out he 
could not speaik unto them : and they perceived 
that he had seen a vision in the temple ; for he 
beckoned unto them, and remained speechless. . 
.23 And it came to pass, that, as soon as the days 
of his ministration were accomplished, he departed 
to his own house. 

26 Arid in the sixth month the angel Gabriel 
was sent'fcom God unto a city of Galilee, named 
Nazareth, 27 To a virgin espoused to a man, 
whose name was Joseph, of the house of David ; 
and the virgin's name was Mary, 28 And the an- 
gel came in unto her, and said) Hail, thoti that art 
highly favoured, the Lord is with thee : blessed art 
thou among women, 29 And when she saw him 
she was trotibied at his saying, ahd Cast in her 
mind what manner of salutation this should be. 
30 And the angel said unto her. Fear not, Mary ; 
for thou hast round favour with, God. 31 And» 
behold, thou shalt bring forth a son, and shalt call 
his name Jesus. 

32 He shall be great, and shall be called Th6 
Son of the Highest: and the Lord God shall give 
unto him the throne of his father David : 33 And 
he shall reign over the house of Jacob for ever; 
and of his kingdom there shall be no end. 38 And 
^ Mary said. Behold, the handmaid of the Lord ; be 
it unto me acceding to thy word. And the angel 
departed from her. 46 And Mary said, My soul 
doth magnify the Lord, 47" And my spirit hath 
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rejoiced in God my Saviour. 48 For h6 hatb re- 
garded the low estate of his handmaiden : for, 
behold, from henceforth all generations shall call 
me blessed. 

I 57 Now Elisabeth brought forth a son. 58 And 
ner neighbours and her cousins heard how the Lord 
had shewed great mercy upon her; and they re- 
joiced with her. 59 And they called him Zacha* 
rias, after the name of his father. 60 And his 
mother answered and said^ Not so; but he shall be 
called John. 6fl And they made signs to his father, 
how he would have him called. 63 And he wrote, 
saying, His name is John. 64 And his mouth was 
opened immediately, and his tongue lopsedj and be 
spake, and praised God. 65 And fear came on all 
that dwelt round about them*: and all these sayings 
were noised abroad. 66 And all they that haid 
heard them laid (hem up in their hearts, saying, 
What manner of child shall this be ! And the hand 
of the Lord was with him. 

67 And his father Zacharias was filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and prophesied,, saying, 68 Blessed 
de the Lord God of Israel ; for he hath visited and 
redeemed his people, 69 And hath raised up an 
horn of salvation for us in the house of his servant 
David ; 70 As he spake by the mouth of his holy 
prophets, which have been since the world began; 
71 That we should be saved from our enemies, and 
from the hand of all that hate us ; 73 To perform 
the mercy firomiaed to our fathers, and to remember 
Jiis holy covenant. 76 And thou, child, shalt be 
called The Prophet of the Highest : for thou shalt 
go before the face of the Lord to prepare his ways ; 
79 To give Jight to them that sit in darkness, and 
£n the shadow of death, to guide our feet into the 
ivay of peace. 
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Chap IL NaiivUy of Christ 
Akd in those days, there went out a decree from 
Cesar Augustus, that all the world should be taxed^ 
3 And all went to be taxed, every one into his own 
city. 4 And Joseph also went up from Galilee^ 
out of th^city of Nazareth into Judea, unto the city 
of David, which is called Beth-lehem ; because he 
was of the house and lineage of David : 5 To be 
taxed with Mary his espoused wife. 6 And so it 
was, that, while they were there, the days were 
accomplishi^d. 7 And she brought forth her first. 
bom SOD, and wrapped him in swaddling clothes, 
and laid him in a manger ; because there was no 
room for them in the inn. 

8 And there were in the same country shep« 
herds abiding in the field, keeping watch over 
their fiock by night. 9 And,.lo, the angel of the 
Lord came upon them, and the glory of the Lord ^ 
shone round about them t and they were sore afraid* 
10 And the angel said unto them, Fear not: for, 
behold, I bring you good tidings of great joy, which 
shall be to all people. 1 1 For unto you is born 
this day, in the city of David, a Saviour, which is 
Christ the Lord. 12 And this shall be a sign unto 
you : Ye shall find the babe wrapped in. swaddling 
clothes, lying in a manger. 13 And suddenly 
there was with the angel a multitude of the hea* 
venly host praising God, and saying, 14 Glory to 
God in the highest, and on earth peace, good-will 
toward men. 

15 And it came to pass, as the angels were 
gone away from them into heaven, the shepherds 
said one to another, Let us now go even unto 
Beth-lehem, and see this thing which is come lo 
p^as, which the Lord hath made known unto us. 
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10 And they came with haste^ and found Mary 
and Joseph, and the babe lyings in a manger. 17 
And when they had seen tV, they made known 
abroad the saying which was told them concern- 
ing this child. 18 And all they that heard it 
wondered at those things which were told them 
by the shepherds. 19 But Mary kept all these 
things, and pondered them in her heart. 20 And 
the shepherds returned, glorifying and praising 
God for all the things that they had heard and 
seen, as it was told unto them. 

2 1 And when eight days were accomplished, 
his nanie was called Jesus, which was so named 
of the angel. 22 And when the days were ac 
complished, they brought him to Jerusalemi to 
present Aim to the Lord. 25 And, behold, there 
was a man in Jerusalem, whose name was Sime- 
^ on ; aiid the same man was just and devout, wait- 
ing for the consolation of Israel ; and the Holy 
Ghost was upon him. 26 And it was revealed 
Vnto him by the Holy Ghost, that he should not 
see death before he had seen the Lord's Christ. 

27 And he came by the Spirit into the temple. 
And when the parents brought in the child Jesus, 
to do for him after the custom of the law, 28 
Then took he him up in his arms, and blessed 
God, and said, 29 Lord, now lettest thou thy 
servant depart in peace, according to thy word : 
SO For mine eyes have seen thy salvation, 31 
Which thou hast prepared before the face of all 
people ; 32 A light to lighten the Gentiles, and 
the glory of thy people Israel. 33 And Joseph 
and his mother marvelled at those things which 
were spoken of him. 34 And Simeon blessed 
them, knd said unto Mary his mother, Behold, 
this child is set for the fall and rising again of 
"^any in Israel ; and for a sign which shall be 
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spoken against ; 35 (Yea, a sword shall pierce 
through thy own soul also,) that the thoughts of 
many hearts may be revealed. 

36 And there was one Anna, a prophetess, of.a 
great age. 37 And she itfaa a widow of abocic 
fourscore and four years, which departed not from 
the temple, but served Gad with fastings and 
prayers night and day. 38 And she coming in 
that instant gave thanks likewise unto the Lord, 
and spake of him to all them that looked for 
redemption in Jerusalem. 39 And when they 
had performed all things, according to the law of 
the Lord, they returned into Galilee, to their own 
city Nazareth. 40 And the child grew and wax- 
ed strong in spirit, filled with wisdom : and the 
grace of God was upon him. 

41 Now his parents went to Jerusalem every 
year at the feast of the passover. 42 And \fhtn 
he was twelve years old, they went up to Jerusa- 
lem ; after the custom of the feast. 43 And when 
they had fulfilled the days, as they returned, the 
c))ild Jesus tarried behind in Jerusalem ; and Jo- 
seph and his mother knew not of it. 44 But they 
supposing him to have been in the company, went 
a day's journey; and they sought^ him among iheir 
kinsfolk and acquaintance. 45 And when they 
found him not, they turned back again to Jerusa- 
lem seeking him. 

46 And it came to pass,, that after three days 
they found him in the temple, sitting in the 
midst of the doctors, both hearing them, and ask- 
ing them questions. 47 And all that heard^him 
were astonished at his understanding and answers. 
48 And when they saw him they were amazed. 
And his mother said unto him, Son, why hast 
thou thus dealt with us ? behold, thy father and I 
have sought thee aorrowing* 49 And he said 
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unto them. How is it that ye sought me ? wist ye 
not that hmust be about my father's business? 
50 Arid they understood not the saying which he 
spake unto them. 5.1 And he went down with 
them^ and came to Nazareth, and was subject un* 
to them. But his mother kept all these sayings 
in her heart. 52 And Jesus increased in wisdom 
and stature, and in favour with God and man. 

Chap. IV. Christ beginneth to preach, 
16 And, as his custom was, he went into the 
synagogue on the sabbath day, and stood up for 
to read. 17 And there was delivered unto him 
the book of the prophet Esaias : and, when he 
had opened the book, he found the place where 
it was written, 18 The Spirit of the Lord /« 
upon me, because he hath anoinJi^d roe to preach 
the gospel to the poor ; he hath sent me to heal 
the broken hearted^ to preach deliverance to the 
captives, and recovering of sight to the blind, to 
eel at liberty them that are bruised; 19 To 
pireach the acceptable/ ^ear of the Lord. 20 And 
he closed the book, and he gave it again to the 
minister, and sat down. And the eyes of all thenn 
that were in the synagogue were fastened on him. 
3 1 And he began to say unte them. This day ia 
the scripture fulfilled in your ears. 
^22 And all hare him witness, and wondered at 
the gracious words 4ivhich proceeded out of his 
mouth. And they said. Is not this Joseph's son ? 
23 And he said unto them, Ye- will surely say 
unto me this proverb, Physician, heal thyself: 
whatsoever we have heard done in Capernaum, do 
also here in thy country. 24 And he said, Veri- 
Iy» I say unto you, No prophet is accepted in his 
own country. 25 But I tell you of a truth, Many- 
Widows were in Israel in the days of Eiias, when 
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the heaven was shut up three years and siK 
months, when great famine was throughout al 
the land;.. ^6 But unto none of them was Ellas 
sent, save uoto Sarepta, a city of Sidon> unto a 
woman that nvaa a widow. 

27 And many lepers were in Israel in the time 
of Eliseus the prophet; and none of them was 
cleansed) saving Naaman.the Syrian. 38 And all 
they in the synagogue^ wbeti they heard these 
things, were filled with wraths ^9 And rose up, 
and thrust him out of the city, and led him unto 
the brow of the hilt, whereon their city was built, 
that they might ^ast him down headlong. 30 
But he, passing through the midst of them, went 
his way, 31 And came down to Capernaum, a 
city of Galilee, and taught them on the sabbath- 
days. 33 And they were astonished at his doc* 
trine : for his word was with power. 

Chap. VIII. Parable of the Sower. 

4 AniS when much people were gathered toge- 
ther, and w^re come to him out of every city, he 
spake by a parable : 5 A sower went out to sow 
his seed : and, as he sowed, some fell by the. way 
side ; and it was trodden down> and the fowls of 
the air devoured it. 6 And some fell upon a 
rock ;• and as soon as it was sprung up it withered 
away, because it lacked moisture. 7 And some 
fell among thorns ; and the thorns sprang up with 
it) and choked it. 8 And other fell on good 
ground, and sprang up, and bare fruit an hundred 
fold. And when he had said these things he <cri- 
ed) He that hath ears to hear, let him hear. 9 
And his disciples asked him» saying, What might 
this parable be? ^ 

1 1 Now the parable is this ; The seed is the 
word of God. 13 Thoi^e by Jihe way side are they 
25* 
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that hear; then cometh the deviU and taketh 
aivay the word out of their hearts, lest they should 
believe and be saved. 13 They on th^-rock are 
ihey^ which, when they hear, receive the word 
with joy; and these have no rooty which for a 
while believe, and in time of temptation h\\ away. 
14 And that which fell among thorns are thej^ 
which, when they have heard) go forth, and are 
choked with cares, and richeS) and pleasures* of 
ihia life, and bring no fruit to perfection. 15 But 
that on the good ground are they, which, in an 
honest and gpod heart, having heard the word, 
keep iV, and bring forth fruit with patience. 

Chap. IX* Christ commissions his Apostles. 

TufiN he called his twelve disciples together, 
«nd gave them power and authority over ail de- 
vils, and to cure diseases. 3 And he sent them 
to preach the kingdom of God, and td heal the 
«ick% 3 And he said unto them, Take nothing 
for your journey, neither staves, nor scrip, nei- 
ther bread, neither money ; neither have two 
coats apiece. 4 And whatsoever house ye enter 
into, there abide, and thence depart. 5 And 
whosoever will not receive you, when ye go out 
of that city, shake off the very dust from your 
feet for a testimony against them 6 And they 
departed and went through the towns, preaching 
the gospel, and healing every where*. 

7 Now Herod the tetrarch heard of all that was 
done by him : and he was perplexed, because 
that it was said of sotne, that John was risen from 
the dead ; 8 And of some, that Elias had appear, 
ed ; and of others, that one of the old prophets 
was risen again. 9 And Herod said» John have I 
beheaded ; but who is this of whom I hear such 
things ? And he de^dred to see him. 10 And the 
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apostleSf when they were returned} told him all 
that they had done. And he took them, and went 
aside priyately into a desert place^ belonging to 
/the city called Bethsaida. U And the people, 
when they knew iV, followed him : and he receiv** 
ed them, and spake unto them of the kingdom of 
God, and healed them that had need of healing. 

12 And when the day began to wear away, then 
came the twelve, and said unto him, Send the 
snultitude away, that they may go into the towns 
and country round about, and lodge, and get vic- 
tuals: for we are here in a desert place. 13 But 
he said unto them, Give ye them to eat. And 
they said, We have no more but five loaves and 
two (ishes ; except we should go aifdbuy meat for 
all this people. 14 For.' they were about five 
thousand men. And he said to his disciples^ 
Make them sit down by fifties in a company. 1 5 
And they did so, and made them all sit down. 16 
Then he took the five loaves and the two fishes^ 
and looking up to heaven, he blessed them, and 
brake, and gave to the disciples to set before the 
multitude. 17, And they did eat, and were all 
filled: and there was taken up of fragments 
that remained to theni twelve baskets* 

1 8 And it came to pass, as he was alone pray- 
ing, his disciples were with him : and he asked 
them, saying, Whom say the people that I am ? 
19 They answering said, John the Baptin: but 
some aay, Elias ; and others say^ that one of the 
old prophets is risen again. 20 He, said unto 
them, But whom, say ye that I am ? Peier an- 
swering said, The Christ of God. 21 And he 
straightly charged them and commanded (hem to 
tell no man that thing; 22 Saying, The Son of 
man must suffer many things^ and be rej^ted of 
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the elders and chief* priests and scribes^ and be 
slain, and be raised the third day. 

23 And he said to them all, If any man UnW come 
after mC) let him deny himself, and take up his 
cross daily, and follow me, 24 For whosoever 
vill save his life, shall lose it : but whosoever will 
lose his life for my sake, the same shall save it. 

25 For what is a man advantaged, if he gain the 
whole world, and lose himself^ or be cast away ^ 

26 For whosoever shall be ashamed pf me, and of 
my words, of him shall the Son of man be ashamed, 
when he ^hali come in his own glory, and in his 
Father's, and of the holy angels. 27 But I tell you 
of a truth, there be some standing here which shall 
not taste of death till Jicy see the kingdotn of God. 

28 And it came to pass about eight day^ after 
these sayings, he took Peter, and John, and J^ames, 
an^ went up into a mourttain to pray. 29 And as 
he prayed, the fashion of his countenance was al- 
tered, and his raiment was white and glistering. 
30 And, behold, there talked with him two men, 
which were Moses and Elias : 31 Who appeared 
in glory, and spake of his. decease which he should 
Hccomplish at Jerusalem. 

33 But Peter, and they that were with him, 
were heavy with sleep : and when they were 
awake* they saw his glory, and the two men that 
stood with him. 33 And it came to pass, as they 
departed from him, Peter said unto Jesus, Mas- 
ter, it is good for us to be here : and let us make 
three tabernacles, one for thee, and one for Mo- 
^se^, and one for £lias : not knowing what he said. 
34 While he thus spake, there came a cloud and 
overshadowed them : and they feared as they en- 
tered into the cloud. 35 And there came a voice 
out of the cloud, saying. This is my beloved Son: 
hear him. 36 And when the voice was past, Jc- 
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sus was found alone. And they kept it close, and 
told no man in those days any of those things 
-which they had seen. 

37 And it came to pass, that on the next day, 
lichen they were come down from the hili, much 
people met him. 38 And, behold, a man of the 
company cried out, saying, Master, I fbeseech 
thee, look upon my son : for he is mine only 
child : 39 And, lo, a spirit taketh him, and he 
suddenly crieth out ; and it teareth him that he 
foam'eth again, and bruising him, hardly depart-^ 
cth from him. 40 And J besought thy disciples 
to cast him out; and they could not. 41 And 
Jesus answering said, O faithless and perverse 
generation, howJong^ shall I be with you^andsuf- 
fer you ? Bring thy sdh hither. 42 And as he 
was yet a coming, the devil threw him down, and 
tare him. And Jesus rebuked the unclean spirit^ 
and heated the child, and delivered him again to 
bis father. 43 And they were all amazed at the 
mighty power of God. But while they wonder- 
ed every one at all things- which Jesus did,he said 
unto his disciples, 44 Let these sayings sink 
down into your ears : for the Son of man shall be 
delivered into the hands of men. 45 But they 
understood not this saying, and it was hid from 
them that they perceived it not z and they feared 
to ask him of that saying, 

46 Then there arose a reasoning among themi 
which of them should be greatest. . 47 And 
Jesus perceiving the thought of their heart, took 
a child, and set him by him, 48 And said unto 
them, Whosoever shall receive this child in my 
name receiveth me ; and whosoever shall receive 
me receiveth him that sent me : for he that is* 
least among you all, the same shall be great. 49 
And John answered and said} Master^ we saw one

casting out devils in thy name ; and we forbad 
Jiim, because he folio wet h not with us. 50 And 
Jesus said unto him, Forbid him not : for he that 
is not against us is for us. 

51 And it came to pass, when the time was 
come that he should be received up, he stedfasily 
set his face to go to Jerusalem, 52 And sent 
messengers before his face : and they went, and 
entered into a village of the Samaritans to make 
ready for him. 53 And they did not receive him, 
■because his face was as though he would go to 
Jerusalem. 54 And when his disciples James 
and John saw this^ they said, Lord, wilt thou tliat 
we command fire to come down from heaven, and 
consume them, even as Elias did ? 55 But he 
turned, and rebuked them, and said, Ye know not 
what manner of spirit ye are of. 56 For the Son 
of man is not come to destroy men's lives, but to 
«ave them. And they went to another village. 

67 And it came to pass, that as they went in the 
•way, a certain man said unto him. Lord, I will 
follow thee whithersoever thou goest. 58 And 
Jesus said unto him, Foxes have holes, and birds 
of the air have nests ; but the Son of man hath 
not where to lay hia head. 59 And he said unto 
another, Follow me. But he said, Lord, suffer 
jne first to go and bury my father. 60 Jesus 
said unto him, Let the dead bury their dead ; but 
^go thou and preach, the kingdom of God. 61 
And another also said, liord, I will follow thee ; 
but let me first go bid them farewell which are 
at home at my house. 63 And Jesus said unto 
him, No man having put his hand to the plough) 
and looking back, is fit for the kingdom of God. 
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Chap. X. How to attain eternal Life. 

AvT£R these things l\^tt Lord appointed other 
seventy^ also, und sent tbem two and two before 
his face into every city and place whither he him-- 
self would, come. 2 Therefore said he unto 
then), The harvest truly is great, but the 'labour, 
crs are few : pray ye, thereforie, the Lord of the 
harvest, that he would send forth labourers into 
his harvest. 3 Oo your ways : behold, I send 
you forth as lambs among wolves. 4 Carry nei- 
ther purse, nor scrip, nor shoes : and salute na 
man by the way. 5 And into whatsoever house- 
ye enter, first say, Pe^ce be to this house. 6 And 
if the son of peace be there, your peace shall rest 
upon it : if not, it shall turn to you again. 

7 And in the same house remain, eating and 
drinking such things as they give : for the la*' 
bourer is worthy of his hire. Go not from house 
to house. 8 And into whatsoever city ye enter, 
and they receive you, eat such things ds are set 
before you ; 9 And heal the sick that are there- 
in ; and say unto them, The kingdom of God is 
come nigh unto you. 10 But into whatsoever 
city ye enter, and they receive you not, go your 
ways out into the streets of the same, and say, 
1 1 Even the very dust of your city, which cleav- 
eth on us, we do wipe off against you : notwith- 
standing, be ye sure of this, that the kingdom of 
God is come nigh unto you. 12 But I say unto 
you, That it shall be more tolerable in that day 
for Sodom than for that city. 

13 Wo unto thee, Chorazin ! wo unto thee,- 
Bethsaida I for if the mighty works had been 
done in Tyre and Sidon which have been done in 
you, they had a great while ago repented, sitting 
in sackcloth and ashes. 1 4 But it shall be more 
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tolerable for Tyre and Sidon at the judgmenf than 
for you. 15 And thou, Capernaum, which art 
exalted to heaven, shall be thrust down to hell. 
16 He that heareth you, heareth me ; and he that 
despiseth you, despiseth me ; and he that despis- 
•th me, despiaeth him that sent me. 1 7 And the 
seventy returned again with joy, saying, Lord, 
even the devils are subject unto us through thy 
name. 18 And he said unto them, 1 beheld Sa- 
tan as lightning fall from heaven. 19 Behold, I 
give unto you power to tread on serpents and 
scorpions, and over all the power of the enemy ; 
and nothing shall by any means hurt you. 20 
Notwithstanding, in this rejoice not that the spi- 
rits are subject unto you ; but rather rejoice, be- 
cause your names are wdtten in heaven. 

31 In that hour Jesus rejoiced in spirit, and 
said, I thank thee, O Father, Lord of heaven and 
earth, that thou hast hid nhese things from the 
wise and prudent, and hast revealed them unto 
babes: even so, Father; for so it seemed good 
in thy sight. 22 All things are delivered to 
xne of my Father; and no man knoweth who the 
Son is, but the Father ; and who the Father is, 
bur the Son, and he to whom the Son will reveal 
Aim, 23 And he turned him unto his disciples, 
and said privately, Blessed are the eyes which 
see the things that ye see : 24 For I tell you, that 
many prophets and kings have desired to see 
those things which ye see, and have not seen 
ehem; and to hear thoso things which ye hear, 
and have not heard them, 

25 And, behold, a certain lawyer stood up, and 
tempted him, saying, Master, what shall I do to 
inherit eternal life? 26 He said unto him. What 
IS written in llie law ? how readest thou ? 27 And 
he, answering, said. Thou §^halt love the Lord thy 
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God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and 
vrith all thy strength, and with all thy mind ; and 
thy neighbour as thyself. 28 And he said unto 
him, Thou hast answered right: Hiis do, and 
thou sh&It live. 29 But be, willing to justify 
himself, said unto JesiTs, And who is my neigh, 
hour ? 

30 And Jesus, answering, said, A certain man 
Trent down from Jerusalem to Jericho, and fell 
among thieves, which strippted him of his rai* 
inent, and wounded /lim^ and departed, leaving 
htm half dead. 31 And by chance there came 
down a certain priest that way; and when he saw 
him hex passed by on the other side. 32 And 
likewise a Levite, wh«n he was at the place, 
came and looked on him^ and passed by on the 
other side. 33 But a certain Samaritan, as he 
journeyed, came where hc^ was ; and, when he 
saw him, he "had compassion on him^ 34 And 
went to Mmj and bound up his wounds, pouring in 
oil and wine, and set him on Ms own beast, and 
brought him to an inn, and took care of him* 
35 Apd on the morrow, when he departed, he 
took out two pence, and gave them to the host, and 
said unto him. Take care of him : and whatso. 
ever thou spendest more, when I con^e again I 
will repay thee. 36 Which now of thes^ three, 
thinkest thou, was neighbour unto him that fell 
among the thieves ? S7 And he said. He thai shew- 
ed mercy on him. Then said Jesus unto him. Go, 
and do thou likewise. 

38 Now it came to pass, as they, went, that he 
" entered into a certain village: and a certain wo. 
man, named Martha, received him into her house. 
39 And she had a sister called Mary, which also 
sat at Jesus* fe«t, and heard his word. 40 But 
Martha was cumbered about much serving, and 
2-6 
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came to him, and saidj Lord, dost thou not care 
that my si5t|^r haih left nic to serve alone ? bid 
her, therefqre, that she help me : 41 And Jesus 
answered airo said unto her, Martha, Marthas thou 
art careful and troubled about many things : 42 
But one thing is needful ; and Mary hath chosen 
that good part,which shall not be taken away from 
her. 

Chap. XV. Parables. 

Then drew near unto him all thfc publicans 
and sinners for to hear him. 2 And the Phari- 
sees and scribes murmured, saying, This man 
receiveth sinners, and eateth with them. 5 And 
he spake .this parable untd them, saying, 4 What 
man of you having an hundred sheep, if he lose 
one of them, doth hot leave the ninety and nine 
in the wilderness, and go after that which is lost 
until he find it ? 5 And wheti he' hath found rV, 
he layeth fV on his shoulders rejoicing. 6 And 
when he cometh home, he xalleth together kU 
friends aad neighbours, saying unt^o them, Re- 
joice with me : for I have found my sheep which 
was lost. 

7 I say unto you, that likewise joy shall be in 
heaven over one ainner that repenteth, more than 
over ninety and nine just persons which need no 
repentance. 8 Either what woman having ten 
pieces of silver, if she lose one piece, doth not 
light a candle, and sweep the house, and seek 
diligently till she find it ? 9 And when she hath 
found. z7, she u lleth her friends and her neigh- 
bours together, saying, Rejoice with roe ; for I 
have found the piece which I had lost. 10 Like- 
wise I jay unto you, There is joy in the presence 
of the angels of God over one sinner that repent- 
eth. 
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1 1 And he said, A certain man had two sons : 
12 And the younger of them said io his father, 
Father, give me the portion of goods that falleth 
to me. And. he divided unto theni Ail^ living. 13 
And not many days after the younger son gather, 
ed all together, and took his journey into a far 
country, and there wasted his substance with 
riotous living. 14 And when he had spent all, 
there arose a mighty famine in that land ; and he 
began to be in want. 15 And he went and joined 
himself to a citizen of that country ; and he sent 
him into his fields to feed swine^ 16 And he 
would fain have filled [him] with the husks that 
the swine did eat : and no man gave unto him. 

17 And when he came to himself, he said,* 
How many hired servants of my father!s have 
bread enough and to spare, and I perish with hun« 
ger ! 18 1 will arise, and go to my father, and 
will say unto him. Father, I have sinned against 
heaven and before thee, 19 And am no more 
worthy to be called thy son : make me as one of 
thy hired servants. 20 And he arose, and came 
to his father. But when he was yet a great^ way 
off, his father saw him, and had compassion, and 
ran, and fell on his neck, and kissed hun. 21 
And the son said unto him, Father, I have sinned 
against heaven, and in thy sight, and am no more 
worthy to be called thy son. 

22 But the father said to his servants, Bring 
forth the best robe, and put it on him ; and put a 
ring on his hand, and shoes on hia feet r 23 And 
bring hither the fatted calf, and kill it : and let us 
cat, and be merry : 24 For this my son was dead, 
and is alive again ; he was lost, and is found. And 
they began to be merry. 25 Now his eldest son 
vas in the field : and as he came and drew nigh to 
the house, he heard musick and^dancing. 26 And 
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he called one of the servants) and asked what these 
things meant ? 27 And he said unto him, Thy 
brother is come > and thj father hath killed the 
fatted calf, bi^cause he hath received him safe and 
sound; 28 And he was angry i and would not go 
in ; thereforp came hid father out, and entreated 
him* 29 And he answering said to his father, Lo, 
these many years do I serve thee, neither trans- 
gressed I at any time thy commandment ; and yet 
thou never gavest me a kid, that I might make 
merry with my friends ; 30 But as soon as this thy 
son was come, which hath devoured thy living 
with harlots, thou hast killed for him the fatted 
calf. 3 1 And he said unto him, Son, thou art ever 
with me, and all that I have is thine. 32 It was 
meet that we should make merry and be glad r 
for this thy brother was dead^ .and is alive agdn ; 
and was lost, and is found* 

Chap. XVI. Against Ir^ustke and Inhumanity. 

An]> he said also uhto his disciples^ There was a 
certain rich man which had a steward ; and the 
same was accused unto him, that he had wasted his 
goods. 2 And he called him, and said unto him, 
How is it that I bear this of thee ? give an account 
of thy stewardship : for thou mayest be no longer 
steward. .10 He that is faithful in that which is 
least is faithful also in much : and he that is unjust 
in ihe least is unjust also in much. 1 1 If there- 
fore ye. have not been faithful in the unrighteous 
m^^Timon, who will commit to your trust the true 
richca? 12 And if ye have not been faithful in that 
which is another man's, who shall give you that 
which is your own ? . 

13 No servant can serve two masters : for either 
he will hate the one, and love the other : or else 
he win hold to the one, and dispise the other. Yc 
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cannot serve God and mammon. 1 4 And the Pha- 
risees also,«who Were covetous, heard all these 
things, and they derided him. 4 5 And he said 
unto them, Ye are they ^hich pstify youi^eiveft 
before men; but God knoweth your hearts i for 
that whicjj is highly esteemed among men is abom- 
ination in the sight of God. 16 The law and the 
prophets nt)ere until John : since that timfc the 
kingdoip of God is preached, and every man pres- 
seth into it. 17 And it is easier for heaven and 
earth to pass, than one tittle of the law to fail. 

19 There was a certain rich man, which was 
clothed in purple and fine linen, and fared sump- 
tuously everyday : 20 And there was a certainfbeg. 
gar nam6d Lazarus, which was laid at bis gate full 
of sores, 21 And desiring to be fed with the crumbs 
which fell from tl^e rich man's table ♦ moreover 
the dogs came and licked his sores. 22 And it 
came to pass, that the beggar died, and was carried 
by*the angels into Abraham's bosom. The rich 
man also died^ dnd was buried ; 23 And in hell he 
lifted up his- eyes being in torments, and seetb 
Abraham afar oky and Lazarus in his bosom. 

24 And he cried, and said, Father Abraham, 
have mercy on me, and send Lazarus that h^may 
dip the tip oi bis finger in water, and cool my 
tongue : for I am tormented in this ffame* 25 
But Abraham said, Son, remember, that thou in 
thy lifs-time receivedst thy good things, and 
likewise Lazarus evil things: but now he is com- 
forted, and thou art tormented. 26 And besides ' 
all this, between us and you there is a great gulf 
fixed : so that they which would pass^from henco 
to you cannot t neither can they pass ta us that 
nvoiUd come from thence. 

27 Then he said, I pray thee therefore, father, 
that thou wouldest tend him to my father*^ 
26* 
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house: 28 For I have five brethren: that he 
may testify unto tbemt lest they also come into 
this place of torment* 29 Abraham saith unto 
him. They have Moses and the prophets : let 
them bear them. 30 And he said^ Nay^ father 
Abraham : but if one went unto them from the 
dead, they will repent. 31 And he said unto 
him, If they hear not Meses and the prophetsi 
neither will they be persuaded thoujgh one rose 
from the dead. 

Chap* XVIII. Pra^r and HumilUif, 
Ano he spake a parable unto them t9 t/da endf 
that men oug^t always to pray, and not to faint ; 

3 Saying, There was in a city a judge, which 
feared not God, neither regarded man : 3 And 
there was a widow in that city ; and she came 
unto him, saying, Avenge me of mine adversary. 

4 And he would not for a while: but afterward 
he said within himself. Though I fear not God| 
nor regard man ; 5 Yet because this widow 
troubleth'me, I will avenge her, lest by her con- 
tinual coming she weary me. 6 And the Lord 
said, Hear what the unjust judge saith. 7 And 
shall not God avenge his own elect, which cry 
day and night unto him, though he bear long 
with them ? 8 I tell you that he will avenge 
them speedily. Nevertheless, when the Son of 
man cometh, shall he find faith on the earth ? ' 

9 And he spake this parable unto certain which 
truMed ih themselves that they were righteous, 
and despised others : 10 Two men went up in- * 
to the temple to pray ; the one a Pharisee, and 
the other a publican. II The Pharisee stood, 
and prayed thus with himself, God, I thank thee, 
that I am not as other men arct extortioners, un- 
iust, adulterers, or even as this publican. 12 I 



fast twice in the week, I give tithes of all that I 
possess. 13 And the publican, standing aflEir ofT^ 
would not lift up so much as Af^ eyes unto heav- 
en, but smote upon his breast, saying, God be 
merciful to me a sinner. 14 I tell you, This 
man went down to his-l|ouse jij^tified rather than 
the other : for every one that exalteth^ himself 
shall be abased ; and he that humbieth himself 
shall be exalted. 

15 And they brought unto him also infants 
that he would touch them : but when hia ^disci. 
pies saw eV, they rebuked them. 16 But Jesus 
called them unto him^ and said, Suffer little chiN 
d*en to come unto tne^ and forbid them not : for 
of such is the kingdom of God. L7 Verily I say 
unto you. Whosoever shall not receive the king- 
dom of God as a little child, sha41 in no wise en- 
ter therein. IB And a certain ruler asked him, 
saying, Good Master, what shall I do to inherit 
eternal life ? 19 And Jesus said unto him, Why 
callest thou me good ? none is good save onC) 
that isi God. 20 Thou knowest the command- 
ments, Do not commit adultery. Dp not kill. Do 
not steal. Do not bear false witness. Honour thy 
father and thy mother. 21 And he said, All 
these have I kept from my youth up. 

32 Now, when Jesus heard these things, l^e 
said unto him. Yet lackest thou one thing ; sell 
all that thou hast, and distribute unto the poor, 
and thou shalt have treasure in heaven : and com^i 
follow me. 23 And when he heard this, he was 
very sorrowful.: for he was very rich. 24 Apd, 
^hen Jesus saw that he was very sorrowful, he 
said, How hardly shall they that have riches en- 
ter into the kingdoni of. God ! 25 For it is easier 
for a camel to go through a needle's eye, than 
for a rich man to enter into the kingdom of God. 
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26 And they that heard it 8aid> Who then can 
be salved? 27 And he said. The things which 
are impossible with men are possible with God. 
28 Then Peter said, Lo, we have left all, and fol- 
lowed thee* 29 And he said unto them. Verily 

1 say unto you, There is no man that hath left 
house, or parents, or brethren, or wife, or chil- 
dren, for the kingdom of God's sake, 30 Who 
shall not receive manifold more in this present 
time, and in the world to come life everlasting. 

Chap. XIX. Zacchetts blessed. 
And Jeaua entered and passed through Jericho. 

2 And, behold, there was a man named Zacchei^, 
which was the chief atnong the publicans, and he 
was rich. 3 And he sought to see Jesus who he 
was ; and could not for the press, because he was 
little of stature. 4 And he ran before, and climbed 
up into a sycamore tree to see him, for he was to 
pass that way. 5 And when Jesus came to the 
place, he looked up, and saw him, and said unto 
him, Zaccheus, make baste, and come down ; for 
to-day I must abide a| thy house.' 6 And he made 
haste, and came down, and received him joyfully. 
7 And when they saw it they all murmured, say- 
ing. That he was gone to be guest with a man that 
is a sinner. 8 And Zaccheus stood, and said unto 
the Lord, Behold, Lord, the half of my goods I 
give to the poor ; and if I have taken any thing 
from any roan by false accusation, I restore him 
fourfold, 9 And Jesus said unto him, This day is 
salvation come to this house, forsomuch as he also 
is a son of Abraham. 10 For the Son of man 
is come to seek and to save that which was lost. 
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Chap. XXII. Christ* s farewell Passover. 

7 Then c?ime the day of unleavened bread, when 
the passover must be killed. 8 And he sent Peter 
and John, saying, Go and prepare us the passover, 
that we may eat. 14 And when the hour was 
come he sat down, and the twelve apostles with 
him. 15 And he said unto them, With desire 
I have desired to eat this passQver with yqu before 
I suffer : 16 For I say unto you, I will not any 
more eat thereof, until it be fulfilled in the king- 
dom of God. 17 And he took the cup, and gave 
thanks, and said, Take this, and drvide f/ among 
yourselves: 18 For I say unto you, I will toot 
drink of the fruit of the vine, until the kingdom of 
Crod shall come. 

19' And he took bre^d, and gave t)>anks, and 
brake ih and gave unto them, saying, This is my 
body, which is given for you : this do in remem;- 
brance of me. 20 Likewise also the cup after 
fiupper, saying, This cup ie the new testament in 
my blood, wlfich is shed for you. 21 But, behold) 
the hand of him that betray eth me, U with me on 
the table. 22 And truly tfhe^ Son of man goetb, aft 
it was determined : but wo unto that man by whom 
he is betrayed I S3 And they began to inquire 
among themselves, whioh of them it was that 
should do this thing. 24 And there was also a 
strife among them, which of them should be ac- 
counted the greatest. 25 And he said unto them. 
The kings of the Gentiles exercise lordship over 
them ; and they that exercise authority upon them 
are called Benefactors. 26 But ye shall not be so : 
but he that is greatest among you, let him be as 
the younger } and he that is chief, as he that doth 
serve. 
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35 And he said unto them) When I sent you 
vrithout pursC) and scrip, and shoes, lacked ye any 
thing? And they said, Nothing. 36 Then said he 
unto them, But now, he that hath a purse, let him 
take itf and likewise hia scrip : and he that hach 
no sword, let him sell his garment and buy one. 

38 And they said, Lord, behold, here are two 
Bwords. And be said vlUIo them, It is enough. 

39 And he came out, and wept, as he was wont, to 
the moupt of Olives ; and his disciples also follow- 
ed him. 40 And, when he was at the place, be 
said unto them. Pray that ye enter not into temp- 
tation. 41 And he was withdrawn from them about 
fi stone's cast, and kneeled down, and prayed, 43 
Saying, Father, if thou be yrilling, remove this 
cup from me': nevertheless, not my will, but thine, 
be done. 43 And there appeared an angel unto 
him from heaven, strengthening him. 44 And, 
being in an agony, he prayed more earnestly : and 
his sweat was as it were great drops of blood fall. 
ing down to the ground. 45 And when he rose 
up from prayer, and was come to his disciples, he 
found them sleeping for sorrow, 46 And said unto 
them. Why sl^ep ye ? rise and pray, lest ye enter 
into temptation. 47 And, while he yet spake, be- 
hold, a multitude, and he that was called Judas, 
one of the twelve, went before them, and drew near 
unto Jesus to kiss him. 48 But Jesus said unto 
him, Judas, betrayest thou the Son of man with a 
kiss? 

Chap. XXIII* Jesus is condemned and crucified. 
And the whole multitude of them arose, and led 
him unto Pilate. 2 And they began to accuse him, 
saying, We found this fellow perverting the nation, 
and forbidding to give tribute to Cesar, saying, 
That he himself is Christ a king. '3 And Pilate 
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asked him, saying, Art thou the King of the Jews? 
And he answered him and said, Thou sayest it, 
4 Then said Pilate to the chief priests and to the 
people, I find no fault in this man. 5 And they 
were the more fierce, saying, He stirreth up the 
people, teaching throughout all Jewry, beginning 
from Cralilee to this place. 

6 When Pilate heard of Galilee, he asked 
whether the man were a Galilean ? 7 And as soon 
as he knew that he belonged unto Herod's jurisdic- 
tion, he sent him to Herod, who himself also was 
at Jerusalem at that time. 8 And when Herod 
saw Jesus, he was exceeding glad ; for he was 
desirous to see him of a long season^ because he 
had heard many things of him ; and he hoped to have 
seen some miracle done by him. 9 Then he ques- > 
tioned with him in many words : but he answered 
him nothing. 10 And the chief priests and 
scribes stood and vehemently accused him. 

1 1 And Herod with his men of war set him at 
nought, and mocked ^t^, and arrayed him in a gor- 
geous robe, and sent him again to Pilate. 12 And 
the same day Pilate and Herod were made friends 
together : for before they were at enmity between 
themselves. 1 3 And Pilate, when he had called 
together the chiefpriests and the rulers and the peo- 
ple, 14 Said unto them. Ye have brought this 
roan unto me as one that perverteth the people : 
and behold, I, having examined Aim before you, 
have found no fault in this man touching thos^ 
things whereof ye accuse him: 15 No, nor yet 
Herod : for I sent you to him ; and, lo, nothing 
worthy of death is done unto him. 16 I will there- 
fore chastise him and release him, 17 For of 
necessity he must rele^i^e one unto them at the 
feast. 
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18 And tbe3r cried out all at once, saying. Away 
with thia martj and release unto us Barabbas: 19 
Who for a certain sedition made in the city, and 
for murder was cast into prison. 20 Pilate there- 
fore willing to release Jesus, spake again to them. 
21 But they cried, saying, Crucify /lim, crucify 
him. 22 And he said unto them the third tin^e. 
Why, what evil hath he done ? I have found no 
cause of death in him ; I will therefore chastise 
him, and let him go. 23 And they were instant 
with loud voices, requiring that he might be cruci« 
fied. And the voiced of them and of the chief 
priests prevailed. 24 And Pilate gave sentence 
that it should be as they required. 25 And he 
released unto them him that for sedition and mur- 
der was cast into prison, whom they had desired ; 
but he delivered Jesus to their vrilL 

t7 And there followed him a great company of 
people, and of women, which alsa bewailed and 
lamented him. 23 But Jesus turning unto them, 
saidf Daughters of Jerusalem, weep not for me, 
but 'weep for yourselves, and for your children. 
29 FcH*, behold, the days are coming in the which 
they shall say, Blessed are the barren, that never 
bare; 30 Then shall they begin to say to the 
mountains, Fall on us; and to the hills, Cover us. 
3 1 For if they do these things in a green tree, what 
shall be done in the dry I 

32 And there were also two malefactors led with 
him to be put to death. 33 And when they were 
come to the place which is called Calvary, there 
they crucified him, and the malefactors; one on 
the right hand, and the other on the left. 34 Then 
said Jesus, Father, forgive them : for they know 
not what they do. And they parted his raiment, 
and cast lots. 35 And the people stood beholding. 
And the rulers also with them, derided /«Vm, saying, 
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He saved others ; let him save himself, if he be 
Christ the chosen of God. 36 And the soldiers 
also mocked him, coming to him, and offering him 
vinegar, 37 And saying, If ihou be the King of 
the Jews, save thyself. 

38 And a superscription also was written over 
him in letters of Greek, and Latin* and Hebrew, 
THIS IS THE KING OF THE JEWS. 39 And 
one of the malefactors which were hanged railed 
CD him, saying. If thou be Christ, save thyself and 
us. 40 But the other answering, rebuked Ivim, 
saying, Dost not thou fear God, seeing thou art in 
the same condemnation ? 41 And we indeed just- 
ly : for we receive the due reward of our deeds ; 
but this man hath done nothing amiss. , 42 And 
he said unto Jesus, Lord, remember me when thou 
comest into thy kingdom.- 43 And Jesus said unto 
him. Verily I say unto thee, to-day shalt thou be 
with me in paradise. 

44 And it was about the sixth hour, and there 
was darkness over all the earth' until the ninth 
hour. 45 And the sun was darkened, and the vail 
of the temple was rent in the midst. 46 And when 
Jesus had cried with a loud voice, he said. Father, 
into thy hands I commend my spirit. And having 
said thus, he gave up the ghost. 47 Now when 
the centurion saw what was done, he glorified God, 
saying. Certainly this was a righteous man. 48 And 
all the people that came together to that sight, be- 
holdiiig the things which were done, smote their 
breasts, and reiturned. 49 And all his acquaintance^ 
and the women that followed him from Galilee, 
stood afar off beholding these things. 

50 And, behold, there was a man named Joseph, 

a counsellor ; and he vtaa^^ good man and a just: 

5 1 The same had hot consented to the counsel nd 

deed of them. He was of Arimathea a city of the 

27 ^ • 
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Jews : who also himself watted for the kingdoin 
of God. 52 This man went unto Pilate, and beg- 
ged the body of Jesus^ 53 And he took it down, 
and wrapped it in linen^ and laid it in a sepulchre 
that was hewn in stone, wherein never man before 
was laid 54 And that day was the preparation, 
and the sabbath drew on. 55 And the women also 
which canhe with him from Galilee followed after, 
and beheld the sepulchre, and how his body was 
laid. 56 And they returned, and prepared spices 
and ointments ; and rested the sabbath day accord- 
ing to the commandment* 

Chap* XXIV. Chrisfs Resurrection. 
Now upon the first day of the week, very early 
in the morning, they came unto the sepulchre, 
bringing the spices which they had prepared, and 
certain others with them. 2 And they found the 
stone rolled away from the sepulchre. 3 And they 
entered in, and found not the body of the Lord 
Jesus. 4 And it came to pass, as they were much 
perplexed thereabout, behold, two men stood by 
them in shining garments : 5 And as they were 
afraid, and bowed down their faces to the earth, 
they said unto them, Why seek ye the living 
among the dead ? 6 He is not here, but is risen : 
remember how he spake unto you when he was 
yet in Galilee, 7 Saying, The Son of man must 
be delivered into the hands of sinful men, and be 
crucified, and the third day' rise again. 8 And 
they rera€mbered his words, 9 And returned 
from the sepulchre, and told all these things unto 
the eleven, and to all the rest. 10 It was Mary 
Magdalene, and Joanna, and Mary the mother of 
James, and other women that were with them, 
which told these things unto the apostles. , 
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1 1 And their words seemed to them as idle tales^ 
and tbey believed them not. 12 Then arose Peter, 
and ran unto the s^ulchre ; and stooping down» 
he beheld the linen clothes laid by themselves, and 
departed, wondering in himself at that which was 
come to pasb. 13 And, behold, two of them went 
that same day to a village called Emmaus, which 
was from Jerusalem about threescore furlongs. 
14 And they talked together of all these things 
which had happened. 15 And it came to pass, 
that while they communed together and reasoned^ 
Jesus himself drew near, and went with them. 16 
But their eyes were holden that they should not 
know him. 

17 And he said unto them, What manner of com- 
munications are these that ye have one to another 
as ye walk, and are sad ? 18 And the one of them, 
whose name was Cleopas, answering, said unto 
him, Art thou only a stranger in Jerusalem, and 
hast pot known the things which are come to pass 
there in these days? 19 And he said unto them, 
What things? And they said unto him, Concerning 
Jesus oi* Nazareth, which was a prophet mighty in 
deed and word before God and a)l the people: 
20 And bow the chief priests and our rulers de- 
livered him to be condemned to death, and have 
crucified him. 2 1 But we trusted that it had bc^en 
he which should have redeemed Israel. And 
beside alt this, to-day is the third day since these 
things \vere done. 

22 Yea, and certain women also of our company 
made us astonished, which were early at the sepul- 
chre ; 23 And when they found not his body, they 
c»me, saying. That they had also seen a vision of 
angels, which said, That he was alive. 24 And 
cert.\in of them which were with us went to the 
sepulchre, and found it even so as the women had 
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said : but him they saw not* 25 Then he said 
unto theni) O fools, and slow of heart} to believe 
all that the prophets have spoken i 26 Ought not 
Christ to have suffered these things, and to enter 
into his glory ? 27 And beginning at Moses and 
all the prophets^ he expounded unto them in all 
the scriptures the things concerning himself. 

28 And they drew nigh unto the village whither 
they went : and he made as though he would have 
gone further. 29 But they constrained him, say- 
ing, Abide with us : for it is toward evening, and 
the day is far spent. And he went in to tarry with 
them. 30 And it caine to pas^, as he sat at meat 
with them, he took bread, and blessed //, and 
brake, and gave to thein. 3 1 And their eyes were 
opened, and they knew him*; and he vanished out 
of their sight. 32 And they said one to another. 
Did not our heart burn-within us, while he talked 
with us by the way, and while he opened to us the 
scriptures ? 

33 And they rose up the same hour, and re- 
turned to Jerusalem, and found the eleven gather- 
ed together, and them that were with them, 34 
Saying, the Lord is risen indeed, and hath appjear- 
ed to Simon. 35 And they told what things wtrc 
done in the way, and how he was known of them in 
breaking of bread. 36 And as they thus spake, 
Jesus himself stood in the midst of them, and saith 
imto them, Peace be unto you. 37 But they were 
terrified aad affrighted, and supposed that they had 
seen a spirit. 38 And he said unto them. Why 
are ye troubled I and why do thoughts arise in 
your hearts? 39 Behold my hands and my feet, 
that it is I myself. Handle me, and sec : for a 
spirit hath not flesh and bones, as ye see me have. 
40 And when he had thus spoken, he shewed them 
hi9 h^ds and A» feet. 41 And while they yet 
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believed not for joy, and wondered, he said unto 
them, Have ye here any meat? 42 And they gave 
him a piece of a broiled fish, and of an honey.comb. 
43 And he took fV, and did eat before them. 

44 And he said unto them. These are the words 
ivhich I spake unto you, while I was yet with you, 
that all things must be fulfilled which were written 
in the law of Moses, and 171 the prophets, and in 
the psalms, concerning me. 

45 Then opened he their understanding, that 
they might understand the scriptures, 46 And 
said unto them, Thus it is written, and thus it be- 
hoved Chnst to suffer, and to rise from the dead 
the third day : 47 And that repentance, and re*' 
mission of sins should be preached in his name 
among all nations, beginning at Jerusalem. 48 And 
ye are witnesses of these things. 49 Apd, behold, 
I send the promise of my Father upon you : but 
tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, until ye be en. 
dued with power from on high. 50 And he led 
them out as far as to Bethany, and he lifted up 
his bands, and blessed them. 5 1 And it came tOv 
pass, while he blessed them, he was parted from 
them, and carried up into heaven. 53 And they 
worshipped him, and returned to Jerusalem with 
great joy : 53 And were continually in the temple 
praising and blessing God. Amen.

5 And the 
light shineth in darkness ; and the darkness com- 
prehended it not. ) 

6 There was a man sent from Goel, whose name 
VJUB John. 7 The same came for a witness, ta 
bear witness of the Light, that all men^ through him 
might believe. 8 He was not that Light, but was 
sent to bear witness of that Light. 9 That was the 
, true Light which lightetb every man that cometh 
into the world. 10 He was in tlfe world, and the 
world was made by him ; and the world knew him 
not. 

1 1 He came unto his own, and his own received 
him not. 12 But as many as received him, to 
them gave he power to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on his name : 1 3 Which 
were born, not of blood, nor of the will of the flesh, 
nor of the will of man, but of God« U And the 
word was made flesh, and dwelt among us, (and 
we beheld his glory, the glpry as of the only be- 
gotten of the Father,) full of grace and truth. 
15 John bare witness of him, and cried, saying. 
This was he of whom I spake, He that cometh 
after me is preferred before me : for he was 
before me. 16 And of his fulness have all we 
received, and grace for grace. 

17 For the law was given by Moses, but grace 
and truth came by Jesus Christ. 18 No man hath 
seen God at any time: the only begotten Son, 
which is in the bosom of the Father, he hath de- 
clared him, 19 And this is the record oT John, 
when the Jews sent priests and Levites from Je- 
rusalem to ask him, Who art thou 1 20 And he 
confessed and denied not : but confessed I am not 
the Christ. 21 Afld they asked him, What then ? 
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Art thouElias? And he saith, I am not. Art 
thou that prophet? And he answered, No. 22 Then 
said they unto him, Who art thou? that we may 
give an answer to them that sent us. What sayest 
thou of thyself ? 23 He said, I am the voice of 
one crying in the wilderness, Make straight the 
way of the Lord, as said the prophet Esaias. 
24 And they which were sent were of the' Phari- 
sees. 25 And they asked him, and said unto him, 
Why baptizest thou then, if thou be not that 
Christ, nor Elias, neither- that prophet ? 

26 John answered them, saying, I baptize with 
water: but there standeth one among you, whom 
ye know not ; ^ 27 He it is, who coming after me, 
is preferred before me, whose shoe's iatchet I am 
not worthy to unloose. 28 These things were 
done in Bethabara beyond Jordan, where John was 
baptizing. 29 The next day John seeth Jesus 
Coming unto him, and saith, Behold the Lamb of 
God, which taketh away the sin of the world. 
SO This is he of whom I said, After me cometh a 
man which is preferred before me : for he was 
before me. 31 And I knew him not : but that he 
should be made manifest to Israel, therefore am I 
come baptizing with water. 

32 And John bare record, saying, I saw the 
Spirit descending from heaven like a dove, and 
it abode upon him. 33 And I knew him not ; 
but he that sent me to baptize with water, the 
same said unto me. Upon whom thou shalt sea 
the Spirit descending and 'remaining on him, the 
same is he which baptizeth with the Holy Ghost. 
34 And I saw, and bare record that this is the 
Son of God. 35 Again the next day after John 
stood, and two of his disciples ; 36 And looking 
upon Jesus as he walked, h9 sailh, Behold the 
LAmo of Cod 1 
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S7 And the two disciples heard him speak, and 
they followed Jesus. 38 Then Jesus turned, 
and saw them following, and saith unto th m. 
What seek ye ? They ^aid unto him, Rabbi, (which 
IS to say, being interpreted, Master,) where 
dwellest thou? 39 He saith unto them, Come 
and see. They came and saw where he dweic, 
and abode with him that day: for it was about 
the tenth hour. 40 One of the two which heard 
John afieak^ and followed him, was Andrew, Si- 
mon Peter's brother. 41 He first findeth his 
own brother Simon, and saith unto him, We have 
/ound the Messias, which is, being interpreted, 
the Christ* 42 And he brought him to Jesus* 
And when Jesus beheld him, he said, Thou art 
Simon the son of Jona : thou shalt be called Ce- 
phas, which is, by interpretation, a Stone. 

43 The day following Jesus would go forth in. 
to Galilee, and findeth Philip, and saith unto him. 
Follow me. 44 Now Philip was of Bethsaida, 
the city of Andrew and Peter. 45 Philip findeth 
Nathanael, and saith unto him, We have found 
him of whom Moses in the law, and the prophets 
did write, Jesus of Nazareth, the son of Joseph. 
46 And Nathanael said unto him, Can there any 
good thing come out of Nazareth ? Philip saith 
unto him, Come and see. 47 Jesus saw Nathan- 
ael coming to him, and saith of him, Behold, an 
Israelite indeed, in whom is no guile 1 . 48 Na- 
thanael saith unto him. Whence knowest thou 
me ? Jesus answered and said unto him. Before 
that Philip called thee, when thou wast under the 
fig tree, I saw thee. 49 Nathanael answered and 
saith unto him. Rabbi, thou art the Son of God ; 
thou art the King of Israel. 50 Jesus answered 
and said unto him, Because I said unto thee, I 
saw thee under the fig tree, belie vest thou ? tboa 
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sbalt see greater things than these. 51 And he 
saith unto him, Verily verily I say unto yout 
Hereafter ye shall see heaven open, and the an- 
g;els of God ascending and descending upon the 
Son of man. 

Chap. III. Regeneration, 
There was a man of the Pharisees, named 
Nicodemus, a ruler of the Jews: 2 The same 
came to Jesus by nighty and said unto him, Rab- 
bi^, we know that thou art a teacher come from 
God : for no man can do these miracles that thou 
doest« except God be with him. 3 Jesus answer- 
ed, and said unto him. Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee. Except a man be. born again, be cannot see 
the kingdom of God. 4 Nicodemus saith unto 
him, How can a man be born when he is old t 
5 Jesus answered, Verily, verily, I say unto thee) 
Except a man be born of water, and of the Spirit^ 
he cannot enter into the kingdom of God. 6 That 
which is born of the flesh is flesh ; and that which 
is born of the Spirit is spirit. 7 Marvel not that 
I said unto thee. Ye must be born again. 

8 The wind bloweth where it listeth, and thou 
hearest the sound thereof, but canst not tell 
whence it cometh,>and, whither it goeth: so is 
every one that is born of the Spirit. 9 Nicode- 
mus answered, and said unto him, How can these 
things be 2 10 Jesus answered^ and said unto 
him, Art thou a master of Israel, and knows st 
not these things ? 1 1 Verily, verily^ I say unto 
thee, We speak that we do know, and testify ~ 
that we have seen ; and ye receive not our wit« 
ness. 12 If I have told you earthly things, and 
ye believe not, how shall ye believe if I tell you 
of heavenly things? 13 And no man hath ascen- 
ded up to heaveu) but he that came down from 
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heaven, even the Son of man, which is in heaven. 
14 And as Moses lifted up the serpent in the wil- 
derness, even so roust the Son of man be lifted 
up ; 15 That whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have eternal life. 

16 For God so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth 
itl him should not perish, but have everlasting 
life. 1 T For God sept niot his Son into the world 
to condemn the world; but that the world through 
him might be saved. 18 He that believeth on 
him is not condemned : but he that believeth not 
is condemned already ; because he hath not be- 
lieved in the name of the only begotten Sou of 
God. 19 And this is the£ondemnation, that light 
is come into the world, and men loved darkness 
rather than light, because their deeds were evil. 
20 For every one that docth evil fiateth the light, 
neither cometh to the light, lest his deeds should 
be reproved. 21 But he that doeth truth cometh 
to the light, that his deeds may be made manifest 
that they are wrought in God. 

Chap. V. ChrkVs Dignity and Power. 
19 Thek ans\|;ered Jesus, and said unto them, 
Verily, verily, Fsay unto you, The Son can do 
nothing of Kmself, but what he seeth the Father 
do : for what things soever he doeth, these also 
doeth the Son likewise, 30 For the Father lov- 
cth the Son, and shcweth him all things that him- 
self doeth; and he will shew him greater works 
than these, that ye may marvel. 21 For as the 
Father raiseth up the dead, and quickeneth them ; 
even so the Son quickeneth whom he will. 23 
For the Father judgeth no man ; but hath com- 
mitted all judgment unto, the Son : 23 That all 
' men should honour the Son, even as they honour 
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the Father. He that honoureth not the Son^ hon« 
oureth hot the Fathcu* which hath sent hini. 24 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that heareth my 
-word, and believeth on him tliat sent me, hath 
everlasting life, and shall not come into condem- 
nation ; but is passed from death unto life. 

25 Verily, verily, 1 say unto you, The hour is 
coming, and now is, when the dead shall hear the 
voice of the Son of God: and they that hear shall 
live. 26 For as the Father hath life in himself, 
so hath he given to the Son to have life in himself, 
27 And hath given him authority to execute judg 
inent also, because he is the Son of man. 28 Mar- 
vel not at this: for the hour is coming, in the 
-which all that are in the graves shall hear his 
voice, 29 And shall come forth ; they that have 
done good, unto the resurrection of life ; and they 
that have done evil, unto the resurrection of dam. 
nation. SO I can of mine own self do nothing : as 
I hear I judge ; and myjudgmentis just : because 
I seek not mine own will, but the will of the 
Father which hath sent me. 

S 1 If I bear witness of myself, my witness is not 
true. 32 There is another that beareth witness of 
xne ; and I know that the witness which he wit- 
nessetb of me is true. 33 Ye sent unto John, and 
he bare witness unto the truth. 34 But I receive 
not testimbny from man : but these things I say, 
that ye migl:t be saved. 35 He was a burning 
and a shining light : and ye were willing for a 
season to rejoice in his light. 36 But I have 
greater witness than that of John : for the works 
which the Father hath given me to finish, the 
same works that I do bear witness of me, that 
the Father4hath sent me. 37 And the Father 
himself, which hath sent me, hath borne witness, 
of me. Ye have neither heard his voice at any 
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time, nor seen his shape. 38 Aud ye have not 
his word abiding in you ; forwhom ue hath sent) 
him ye believe not. 

39 Search the scriptures ; for in them ye think 
ye have eternal life : and they are they which tes- 
* tify of me. 40 And ye will not come to me» that 
ye might have life. 4 1 I receive not honour from 
men. 42 But I know you^ that ye have not the 
love of God in you. 43 1 am come in my Father's 
name, and ye receive me not : if another shall 
come in his own naroe^ him ye will 4*eceive. 44 
How can ye believe) which receive honour one of 
another, and seek not the honour that comet A from 
God only ? 45 Do not think that I will accuse 
you to the Father: there is one that accuseth 
you, even Moses, in whom ye trust. 46 For had 
ye believed Moses, ye would have believed me : 
for he wrote of me. 47 But if ye believe not his 
writings, how shall ye believe my words I 

Chap. XL Jesus raiseih Lazarus from the dead. 
Now a certain man was sick named Lazarus, of 
Bethany, the town of Mary and her sister Martha. 
9 It was ihat M.ary which anointed the Lord with 
t>jLntment, and wiped his feet with her hair, 
whose brotlier Lazarus was sick. 3 Therefore 
his sisters ^tot unto him, saying, Lord, behold, 
he whom tliou lovest is sick. 4 When Jesus 
heard tAat^ he said. This sickness is not unto death, 
but for the glory of God, that the Son of God might 
be glorified thereby. 5 Now Jesus loved Martha, 
and her sister, and Lazarus. 6 When he had 
h^ard therefore that he was sick, he abode two 
days still in the same place where he ^^as. 7 Then 
afier that saith he to /lis disciples. Lei us go into 
Judca again. 8 Bi^ disciple* say unto him, Mas- 
ter, Uie JcNv:> of laic sought to stone thee ; and go- 
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est thou thither again? 9 Jesus answered, are 
there not twelve hours in the day ? 'If an3i^n)an 
-walk in the day, he stumbleth not) because he 
seeth the light of this world. 10 But if a man 
walk in the night he stumbleth, because there is 
no light in him. 

1 1 These^h-ings said he : and after that he saith 
tinto themi Our friend Lazarus sleepeth ; but I go 
that I may awake him out of sleep. 12 Then said 
-his disciples, Lord, if he sleep* he shall do well. 
1 3 Howbeit Jesus spake of his death : but thejr 
thought that he had spoken of taking of rest in 
sleep. U Then said Jesus unto them * plainly, 
Liazarus is dead. 15 And I am glad for your sakes 
that I was not there, t» the intent ye may believe: 
nevertheless let us go unto him. 16 Then said 
Thomas, which is called Didymus,unto his fello\y 
disciples. Let us al«o go, that we may die with him. 
17 Then when Jesus came, he found that he had 
lain in the grave four days already. 18 Now Be- 
thany was nigh unto Jerusalem, about fifteen fur- 
longs off: 19 And many of the Jews came to 
Martha and Mary, to comfort them concerning 
their brother. 20 Then Martha as soon as she 
heard that Jesus was coming, went and met him : 
but Mary sat aiill in the house. 21 Then said 
Martha unto Jesus, Lord, if thou jiadst been here, 
my brother had not died. 22 But I know that even 
now whatsoever thou wilt ask of God, God will 
give it thee. 

33 Jesus saith unto her. Thy toother shall rise 
again. 24 Martha saith unto him, I know that 
he shall rise again in the resurrection at the last 
day. 25 Jesus said unto her, I am the resurrec- 
tion and the life : he that believeth in me, though 
he were dead, yet shall he live : 26 And whoso- 
• ever liveth and believeth in me, shall never die. 
S8 
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Believest thou this ? 27 She saith onta bim> Yeai 
Lord) I believe that thou art the Christ, the Son 
of God) which should come into the world. 28 
And when she had so said, she went her way, 
and called Mary her sister secretly, saying, Th^ 
Master is come, and calleth for thee. 29 As 
soon as she heard that^ she arose quickly, 
and came unto him. 30 Now Jesus was not yet 
come into the town, but was in that place where 
Martha met htm. 3 1 The Jews then which were 
with her in -the house, and comforted her, when 
they saw Mary that she arose up hastily and went 
out, followed her, saying, She goeth unto the 
grave to weep there. 32 Then when Mary was 
come where Jesus was, and. saw him, she fell down 
at his feet, saying unto him, Lor4, if thou hadst 
been here, my brother had not died. 

33 When Jesus therefore saw her weeping, atid 
the Jews also weeping which came with her, he 
groaned in the spirit, and was troubled, 34 And 
said. Where have ye laid him ? They said unio 
him, Lord, come and see. 35 Jesus wept. 36 
Then said the Jews, Behold, how he loved him 1 
37 And some of them said, Could not this man, 
which opened the eyes of the blind, have caused 
that even this man should not have died ? 38 Je- 
sus therefore again groaning in himself, cometh to 
the grave : it was a cave, and a stone lay upon it. 
39 Jesus said. Take ye away the stone. Martha, 
the sister of him that was dead, saith unto him, 
Lord, he hath been dead four days ! 40 Jesus saith 
unto her, Said t not unto thee, that, if thou would- 
est believe, thou shouldest see the glory of God I 
41 Then they took away the stone ^ow the filace 
where the dead was laid. And Jesus lifted up Ah 
eyes, and said. Father, I thank thee that thou hast 
heard me. 42 And I know that thou hearest me 
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always : but because of the people which stand by 
I said Uf that they may believe that thou hast sent 
me. 

43 And when he thus had spbken, he cried with 
a loud voice, Lazarus, come forth. 44 And he that 
was dead came forth, bound hand and foot with 
grave clothes : and his face was bound about with 
a napkin. Jesus saith unto them, Loose him, and 
let him 'go. 45 Then many of the Jews which 
came to Mary, and had seen the things which Je- 
sus did, believed on him. 46 But some of them 
vent their ways to the Pharisees, and told them 
what things Jesus had done. 47 Then gathered 
the chief priests and the Pharisees a council, and 
«aid, What do we ? for this man doeth many mira* 
cles. 48 If wc let him thus alone, all men will 
believe on him : and the Romans shall come and 
take away both our place and nation. 49 And one 
of them named Caiaphas, being the high priest that 
same year, said unto them, Ye know nothing at all^ 
50 Nor consider that it is expedient for us, that 
one man should die for the people, and that the 
whole nation perish not. 51 And this spake he 
not of himself, but, being high priest that year^ 
he prophesied that Jesus should die for that na. 
lion ; 52 ^nd not for that nation only, but that 
also he should gather together in one the children 
of God that were scattered abroad. 

53 Then from that day forth they took council 
together for to put htm to death. 54 Jesus there- 
fore walked no more openly among the Jews ; but 
wpnt thence unto a country near to the wilderness^ 
into a city (failed Ephraim, and there continued 
with his disciples. 55 And the Jews' passover 
was nigh at hand : and many went out of the coun- 
try up to Jerusalem before the passover to purify 
themselves. 56 Then sought they for Jesus^ and 
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&pake among themselves as they stood in the tern* 
pie, What think ye, that he will not come to the 
feast ? 57 Now both the chief priesu and the 
Pharisees had given a commandment^ that- if any 
man knew where he were, he should shew it^ that 
they might take him* 

Chap. XIII. Chrisi exhibits wonderful conde-^ 
scension. 
Now, before the feast of the passoveri when 
Jesus knew that his hour was come that he should 
depart out of this world unto the Father, having 
loved his own which were in the world, he loved 
them unto the end. 3 Jesus knowing that the 
Father had given all things into his hands, and that 
he was come from God, and went to God f 4 He 
riseth from supper, and laid aside his garments ; 
and took a towel, and girded himself. 5 Af^er 
that he poureth water into a bason^ and began to 
wash the disciples' feet, and wipe t/iem with the 
towel wherewith he was girded. 6 Then cometh 
he to Simon Peter: and Peter said unto him, 
Lord, dost thou wash my feet ! 7 Jesus answered 
and said unto him. What I do thou knowest not 
now ; but thou shah know hereafter. 8 Peter 
saith unto him, Thou shalt never wash my feet. 
Jesus answered him,' If I wash thee not:, thou hast 
no part with me. 9 Simon Peter saith unto him, 
Lordi not my feet only, but also my hands and my 
head. 

12 So, aft^r he had washed their feet, and had 
taken his garments, and was set down again, he 
said unto them. Know ye what 1 have done to you ? 
13 Ye call me Master, and Lord: and ye say 
well ; for «o I am. 14 If I then, your Lord and 
Master* have washed your feet, ye also ought to 
wash one another'* feet. 1$ For I have given 
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you an example^ that ye should do as I have done 
to yoii. 16 Verily, verily, I say ui>to you. The 
servant is not greater than his Lord ; neither he 
that is sent greater than he that sent him. 17 If 
ye know these things, happy are ye if ye do them. 
2 1 When Jesus had thus said he was troubled in 
Spirit, and testified, and said. Verily, verily, 1 say 
unto you, That one of you shall betray me. 22 
Then the disciples looked one on another, doubt* 
ing of whom he spake. . 23 Now there was lean- 
ing on Jesus' bosom, one of his disciples, whom 
Jesus loved. 24 Simon Peter, therefore, beck- 
oned to him, that he should ask who it should be 
of whom he spake. 25 He then, lying on Jesus' 
breast, saith unto him. Lord, who is it ? 26 Jesus 
answered, He it is to whom I shall give a sop, 
v^hen I have dipped it. And, when he had dipped 
the sop, he gave U to Juda; Iscariot, the son of 
Simon. 

Chap. XIV. Christ comforieih his Disciples. 
Let not your heart be troubled ; ye believe iii 
God, believe also in me. 2 In my Father's 
house are hi'any mansions : if it were not «o, I 
would have told you. I go to prepare a place for 
you. 3 And if I go and prepare a place for you, \ 
I will come again, and receive you unto myself; 
that where I am, there ye may be alsa, 4 And 
whither I go ye know, and the way ye know^. 5 
Thomas saith unto him. Lord, we know not whi- 
ther thou goest ; and how can we know the way? 
6 Jesus saith unto him, I am the way, and the 
truth, and the life : \io man cometh unto the Fa- 
ther but by me. 7 If ye had known me, ye should 
have known my Father also : and from hence, 
forth ye know him, and have seen him. 8 Philip 
saith unto him, Lord, shew us the Fatheri and it 
28* 
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suflficetli us. 9 Jesus saith unto hini) Havel been 
so long^ time with you, and yet hast thou not 
known me, Philip? he that hath seen me, hath 
seen the Father ; and how sayest thou ihertf Shew 
us the Father ? 

10 Belie vest thou not that I am in the Father, 
and the Father in me : the w^rds that I ^peak 
unto you, I speak not of myself: but the Father, 
that dwelleth in me, he doeih the works. U 
Believe me that I am in the Father, and the Fa- 
ther in me : or else believe me for the very 
work's sake. 12 Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
He that belie veth on me, the works that I do shall 
he do also ; and greater works than these shall 
he do : because I go unto my Father. 1 3 And 
whatsoever ye shall ask in my name, that will I 
do, that the Father may be glorified in the Son. 
14 If ye shall ask any thing in my name, I will 
do it. 15 If ye love me, keep my command' 
ments. 

16 And I will pray the Father, and he shall 
give you another Comforter, that he may abide 
with you forever; 17 Even the Spirit of truth ; 
whom the world cannot receive, because Jt seeth 
him not, neither knoweth him : but ye know him; 
for he dwelleth with you, and shall be in you. 18 
I will not leave you comfortless : I will come to 
you. 19 Yet a little while and the world seeth 
me no more ; but ye see me : because I live, ye 
shall live also. 20 At that day ye shall know that 
I am in my Father, and ye in me, and I in you. 
2 1 He that hath my commandments, and keep- 
eth them, he it is that loveth me : and he that lov- 
eth me shall be loved of my Father, and I will 
love him, and will manifest myself to him. 

22 Judas saith unto him, not Iscariot, Lord, 
how is it that thou wilt manifest thyself unto us, 
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and not unto the world ? 23 Jesus answered and 
said unto him, If a man love me, he will keep my 
ifTords : and my Father will love him., and we will 
come unto him, and make our abode with him. 
24 He that loveth me not keepeth not my sayings: 
and the word which ye h^ar is not mine, but the 
Father's which sent me. 25 These things have 
I spoken unto you, being yet present with you. 
26 But the Comforter, which is the Holy Ghost» 
-whom the Father will send in my name, he shall 
teach you all things, and bring all things to your 
remembrance, whatsoever I have said unto you. 

27 Peace I leave with you, my peace I give 
unto you : not as the world giveth, give I unt6 
you. Let not your heart be troubled,;neither let 
it be afraid. 28 Ye have heard how I. said unto 
you, I go away,;and come again unto you. If ye 
loved me, ye would rejoice, because I said, I go 
unto the Father ; for my Father is greater than I. 
29 And now I have told you before it come to 
pass, that, when it is come to pass, ye might be- 
lieve. SO Hereafter, I will not talk much with 
you : for the prince of this world cometh and bath 
nothing in me. 31 But that the ^orld may know 
that I love the Father ; and as the Father gave 
xne commandment, even so I do. Arise, let us 
i;o hence. 

Chap. XV. Chrisi exhorteih to Love. 
I AM the true vine, and my Father is the hus- 
bandman. 2 Every branch in me that beareth 
not fruit he taketh away : and every branch that 
beareth fruit, he purgeth it, that it may bring 
forth more fruit. 3 Now ye are clean through 
the word which I have spoken unto you. 4 
Abide jn me, and I in you. A^ the branch can« 
.net bear frUit of itself^ except it abide in the vine ; 
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no more can ye, except ye abide in me. 5 I am 
the vinC) ye dre the branches. He that abideth in 
mty and I in him^ the samebringeth forth mach 
fruit : for withotit me ye can do nothing. 6 If a 
man abide not in me, he is cast forth as a branch, 
and is withered : and men gather thetn, and cast 
them into the fire, and they are burned. 7 If ye 
abide in me, and my words abide in you, ye shall 
ask what ye will, and it shall be done unto you. 
S Herein is my Father glorified, that ye bear 
much fruit ; so shall ye be my disciples. 9 As 
the Father hath loved me, so have I loved you : 
continue ye in my love. 10 If ye keep my com- 
mandments, ye shall abide in my love ; even as I 
have kept my Father's commandments, and abide 
in his love; 

1 1 These things have I spoken unto you that 
my joy might remain in you, and that your joy 
might be full. 12 This is my commandment. 
That ye love one another, as I hive loved you. 
13 Greater love hath no man than this, that a man 
lay down his life for his friends. 14 Ye are my 
friends, if ye do whatsoever I command you. 15 
Henceforth I call you not servants ; for the ser- 
vant knoweth not what his lord doeth : but I l^ve 
called you friends; for all things that I have 
heard of my Father I have made known unto you. 
16 Ye have not chosen me, but I have chosen 
you, and ordained yoii, that ye should go and 
"bring forth fruit, and that your fruit should re- 
main : that whatsoever ye shall ask of tl^e Father 
in my name, he may give it you. ' 

\7 These things I command you, thai ye love 
one another. 1 8 If the world hate you, ye know 
that it hated me before it hated you. 19 If yc were 
of the world, the world would lov^ his own : but 
because ye, are not of the world, but I have chosen 
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you oQt of the world, .therefore the world hateth 
you. 20 Remember the word that I sead unto you. 
The servant is not greater than his lord. If they 
have persecuted me, they will also persecute you : 
if they have kept my saying, they will keep your's 
also. 21 But all these things will they do unto 
you for my name's sake, because they know not 
him that sent me. 

22 li* I had not come and spoken unto them, 
they had not had sin : but now they have no cloke 
for their sin. 23 He that hateth me hateth my 
Father also. 24 If I had not done among them the 
works which none other man did, they had not had 
un : but now have they both seen and hated both 
me and my Father. 25 But this cometh to ^a6« that 
the word might be fulfilled that is written in their 
law, They hated me without a cause. 26 But wiheii 
the Comforter is come, whom I will send unto you 
frem the Father, even the Spirit of truth, which 
proceedeth from the Father, he shall testify of me : 
27 And ye also shall bear witness, because ye 
have been with me from the beginning. 

Chap. XVI. Chriit promiseth the Holy.GhosU 
These things have I spoken unto you, that ye 
should not be offended, fi They shall put you out 
of Jihe synagogues : yea, the time cometh that who- 
soever killeth .you will think that he doeth God 
service. 3 And these things will they do unto 
you, because they hav^ not known the Father nor 
me. 4 But these things have I told you, that when 
the time shall come, ye may remember that I told 
you of them. And these things I said not unto you 
at the beginning, because I was with you. 5 But 
now I go my way to him that sent me ; and none 
of you asketh me^ Whither goest thou i 6 But 
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because I hs&Te said these things unto jou, sorrow 
hath filled your heart. 

t Nevertheless! tell you the trtith; It is expedient 
for you that I go away : for if I go not away^ the 
Comforter will not come unto you ; but if I depart, 
.1 will' send him unto you. 8 And when he is come, 
he will reprove the world of sin, and of righteous- 
ness, and of judgment : 9 Of sin, because they 
believe not on me $ 10 Of righteousness, because 
I go to my Father, and ye see me no more ; 1 1 Of 
judgment, because the prince of this world is 
judged, 13 1 have yet many things to say unto 
you, but ye cannot bear them now. 

13 Howbeit when he^ the Spirit of truth, is come, 
he will guide you into all truth : for he shall not 
speak of himself; but whatsoever he shall hear, 
that shall he speak : and he will shew you things 
to come. 14 He shall glorify me : for he shall 
receive of mine, and shall shew it unto you. 1 5 All 
things that the Father hath are mine: therefore 
fiaid 1, that he shall take of mine, and shew it unto 
you. 16 A little while, and ye shall not see me; 
and again a little while, and ye shall see me, be- 
cause I go to the Father. 17 Then said «ame of 
his disciples among themselves. What is this that 
he saith unto us, A little while, and ye shall not 
see me : and again a little while, and ye shall see 
me : and, Because I go to thQ Father ? 

18 They s?iid therefore, What is this. that he 
saith, A little while ? We cannot tell what he saitb. 
19 Now Jesus knew that they were desirous to ask 
him, and said unto them, Do ye inquire among 
yourselves of that I said, A little while, and ye shall 
not see me: and again a little while, and ye shall 
see me ? 20 Verily, verily, I say unto you. That 
ye shall weep and lament, but the world shall re- 
joice : and ye shall be sorrowful) but your sorrow 



shall be turned into joy. 22 And yenQW there* 
fore have sorrow : but I will see you again, and 
your heart shall rejoice, and your joy no man taketh 
from you* 

23 And in that day ye shall ask me nothing. 
Verily, verily, I say unta you, Whatsoever ye shall 
ask the Father in my name, he will give it you, 
24 Hitherto have ye asked nothing in my name : 
ask, and ye shall receive, that your joy may b^ 
full. 25 These things have I spoken unto yoii ia 
proverbs : but the time conieth when I shall no 
more speak unto you in proverbs, but I shall shew 
you plainly of the Father. 26. At that day ye shall 
ask in my name ; and I say not unto you, that I 
will pray the Father for you: 27 For the Father 
himself loveth you, because ye have loved me, and 
have believed that I came out from God. 

28 I came forth from the Father, and am come 
into the world:. again, I le&ye the world, and go to 
the Father. 29 His disciples said unto him, Lo, 
now speakest thou plainly, and speakest no proverb. 

30 Now are we, sure that thou knowest all things, 
and needest not that any man should ask thee : by 
this we believe that thou camest forth from dod. 

31 Jesus answered them, Do ye now believe? 

32 Behold, the hour cometh, yea, is now come, 
that ye shall be scattered every man to his own, 
and shall leave me alone : and yet I am not alone, 
because the Father is with me. S3 These things 
I have spoken unto you, that in me ye might have 
peace. . In the world ye shall have tribulation : but 
be of good cheer ; I have overcome tlie world. 

Chap. XVII. Christ prays for his Disciples. 

These words spake Jesus, and lifted up his eyes to 
heaven, and said.. Father, the hour is come; glorify 
thy Son^that thy Son also may glorify tlvee : 2 h^ 
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thou halst giTcn him power oter all flesh, that he 
should give eternal life to as many as thou hast given 
him. 3 And this is life eternal, that they might know 
thee the only true God, and Jesus Christ whom thou 
l^ast sent. 4 I have glorified thee on the earth : 
I have finished the work which thou gavest me to 
do. 5 And now, O Father, glorify thou me with 
thine own self, with the glory which I had with 
.thee before the world was. 

6 I have manifested thy name unto the men 
which thou gavest me out of the world : thine they 
were, and thou gavest them me : and they have 
kept thy word. 7 Now they have known that all 
things whatsoever thou hast given me are of thee, 
8 For I have given unto them the words which 
thou gavest me ; and they have received thenij and 
have known surely that I came out from thee, and 
they have believed that thou didst send me. 9 I 
pray for them ; I pray not for the world, but for 
them which thou hast given me ; for thef are thine. 
10 And all mine are thine, and thine are mine; 
and I am glorified in them. 

1 1 And now I am no more in the world, but 
these are in the world, and I come to thee. Holy 
Father, keep through thine own name those whom 
thou hast given me, that they m^y be one, as we 
are. 12 While I was with them in the world, I 
kept them in thy name: those that thou gavest me 
I have kept, and none of them is lost« but the sod 
of perdition ; that the scripture might be fulfilled. 
13 And now, come I to thee, and these things 1 
speak in the world, that theymight have my joy 
fulfilled in themselves. 14 I have given them thy 
word: and the wn^-Id hath hated them, because 
they are not of the world, even as I am not of 
the world* 
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1 5 I pray not that thou shouldest take them out 
of the world, but that thou shouldest keep them 
from the evil. 16 They are not of the world, 
even as I am not of the world. 17 Sanctify them 
through thy truth: thy word is truth. 18 As 
th^u hast sent me into the world, even so have I 
also sent them into the world, i^ And for their ^ 
sakes I sancti^ myself, that they also might be 
sanctified through the truth. 20 Neither pray I 
for these alone, but for them also which shall be- 
lieve on me through their word; 21 That they 
all may be one, as thou, Father, art ih me, and I 
in thee, that they also may be one in us: that the 
world may believe that thou hast sent me. 

22 And the glory which thou gavest me I have 
given them ; that they may be one, even as we 
are one : 23 1 in them, and thou in me, that they 
may be made perfect in one, and that the world 
may know that thou hast sent me, and hast loved 
them, as thou hast loved me. 24 Father, I Mrill that 
they also whom thou hast given me be with me 
vrhere I am ; that they may behold my glory which 
thou hast given me : for thou lovedst me before 
the foundation of the world. 25 O righteous Fa- 
ther, the world hath not known thee : but I have 
known thee, and these have known that thou hast 
sent me. 26 And I have declared unto them thy 
name, and will declare it : that the love wherewith 
thou hast loved me may be in them, and I in them. 



THE ACTS OF THE APOSTLES. 

Chap. I* Christ's Ascension, 
The former treatise have I made, O Theophi- 
lus, of all that Jesus began both to do and teach, 

^9 f 
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3 Uotil the day ill which he was taken up, after 
thM be through the Holy Ghosti had given com- 
mandments unto the apostles whom he had chosen ; 
3 To whom also he shewed himself alive after his 
passion by many infallible proo£i, being seen of 
tbem forty days, and speaking of the things per- 
taining to the kingdom of God : ^ 4 And, being 
assembled together with them^ commanded them 
that they should not depart from Jerusalem, but 
wait for the promise of the Father, which, ^aUhhCf 
ye have heard of me. 5 For John truly baptized 
with water; but ye shall be baptized with the 
Holy Ghost not many days hence. 8 And ye shall be 
witnesses unto me, both in Jerusalem, and in all 
Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost 
part of the earth. 9 And, when he had spoken 
these things, while they beheld, he was taken up ; 
and a cloud received him out of their sight. 10 
And, while they looked sted&stly toward heaven 
as he went up, behold, two men stood by them in 
white iipparel ; 1 1 Which also said. Ye men of 
Galilee, why stand ye gazing up into heaven ? 
This same Jesus, which is taken up from you into 
heaven, shall so come in like manner as ye have 
seen him go into heaven. 

Chap. II. Descent of the Holtf Ghost. 
And, when the day of Pentecost was fully come, 
they were all with* one accord in one place. 3 And 
suddenly there came a sound from heaven, as of a 
rushing mighty wind, and it filled all the house 
where they were sitting. 3 And there appeared 
unto them cloven tongues, like as of fire, and it 
sat upon each of them. 4 And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and began to speak with other 
tongues, as the Spirit gave them utterance. 5 And 
there were dwelUng at Jerusalem Jews, devout 
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men, out of every nation under heaven. 6 Now, 
iivhen this was noised abroad, the multitude came 
together, and were confounded, because that every 
man heard them spe^k in his own language. 7 And 
they were all amazed, and marvelled, saying one 
\o another, Behold, are not all these which speak 
Galileiins ? 8 And how hear we every man in bur 
own tongue, wherein we were born ? 14 But Pe- 
ter, standing up with the eleven, lifted up his 
voice, and said unto them, Ye men of Jadea, and 
all ye that dwell at Jerusalem, be this known unto 
you, and hearken to my words. 

22 Jesus of Nazareth, a man approved of God 
among you, by miracles, and wonders, and signs, 
which God did by him in the midst' of you, as ye 
yourselves also know : 23 Him, being delivered 
by the determinate counsel and foreknowledge of 
God, ye have taken, and by wicked hands have cru- 
cified and slain ; 24 Whom God haih raised up, 
having loosed the pains of death : because it was 
not possible that he should be holden of it. 32 This 
Jesus hath God^raised up, whereof we all are wit- 
nesses. 3a Therefore, being by the right hand of 
God exalted, and having received of the Father the 
promise of the Holy Ghost, he hath shed forth 
this, which ye now see and hear. 38 Then Peter 
said unto them. Repent, and be baptized every one 
of you in the name of Jesus Christ, for the remis- 
sion of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost. 3.9 For the promise is unto you, and 
to your children, and to all that are afar off, even as 
many as the Lord our God shall call. 41 Then they 
that gladly received his word were baptized : and the 
same day there were added unto them about three 
thousand souls. 42 And they continued stedfastly 
in the apostles' doctrine and fellowship, and in 
breaking of bread, and in prayers. 46 And they, 
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continuing daily with one accord in the temple, 
and breaking bread from house to house, did eat 
their meat with gladness and singleness of heart ; 
47 Praising God, and having favour with all the 
people. And the Lord added to* the church daily 
such as should be saved. 

Chap. III. The Apostles work Miracles in the 
Name of Jesus. 
Now Peter and John went up together into the 
temple at the hour of prayer, being the ninth hour. 
2 And a certain man, lame from his [l>irth,3 was 
carried, whom they laid daily at the gate of th^ 
temple which is called Beautiful, to ask alms of 
them that entered into the temple ; 3 Who, see- 
ing Peter and John about to go into the temple, 
asked an alms. 4 And Peter, fastening his eyes 
upon him, with John, said. Look on us. 5 And 
he gave heed unto them, expecting to receive 
something of them. 6 Then Peter said, Silver and 
gold have I none ; but such as I have give I thee : 
In the name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth rise up 
and walk. 7 And he took him by the right hand, 
apd lifted him up ; and immediately his feet and 
ankle-bones received strength. 8 And he, leaping 
up, stood, and walked, and entered with them into 
tl)e temple, walking, and leaping, and praising God. 
12 And, when Peter saw zV, he answered unto the 
people, Ye men of Israel, why marvel ye at this ? 
or why look ye so earnestly on us, as though by our 
own power or holiness we had made this man to 
walk? 13 The Cod of Abraham, and of Isaac, 
and of Jacobs the God of our fathers, hath glorified 
his Son Jesus ; whom ye delivered up, and denied 
him in the presence of Pilate, when he was deter- 
mined to let him go. 14 But ye denied the holy 
One, and the Just, and desired a murderer to be 
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granted uhto you ; 1 5 AbcI killed the Prince of 
life, whom God hath raised from the dead; where- 
of we are witnesses. 16 And his name, through 
faith in bis name, hath made this man strong, 
whom ye see ^nd know ; yea, the faith which is 
by him, hath given him this perfect soundness in 
the presence of you all. 

Chap. IX. Saul*s miraculous Conversion. 

And Saul, yet breathing out threatenings and 
slaughter against the disciples of the Lord, ^nt 
unto the high priest, 2 And desired of him letters 
to Damascus to the synagogues, that if he found 
any of this way, whether they were men or women*, 
he might bring them bound unto Jerusalem. 3, 
And, as he journeyed, he came near Damascus ; 
and suddenly there shined round about him a 
light from heaven : 4 And he fell to the earth, 
and heard a voice saying unto him, Saul, Sa\J, why 
persecutest thou me ? 5 And he said, Who art 
thou. Lord ? And the Lord said, I am Jesus, whom 
thou persecutest. 6 And he, trembling and aston- 
ished, said, Lord, what wilt thou have me to do ? 
And the Lord said unto him. Arise, and go into 
the city, and it shall be told thee what thou must 
do. 7 And the men which journeyed with him 
stood speechless, hearing a voice, but seeing no 
xn^. 8 And Saul arose from the earth; and, 
when his eyes were opened, he saw no man : but 
they led him by the hand, and btt)ught him into 
Damascus. 9 And he was three days without sight, 
and neither did eat nor drink. 

10 And there was a certain disciple M Damas- 
cus, named Ananias; and to him said the Lord in 
a vision, Ananias, Arise, and go into the street 
which is called Straight, and inquire in the house 
of Judas for one called Saul of Tarsus : for, behold,

he prayeUi ; 13 And hath seen in a vision a man 
named Ananias coining inyand putting his hand oa 
htni) tnat he might receive his sight. 17 And 
Aiiiinias went his way, and entered into the house; 
and, putting his Kands on him, said, Brother Saul, 
the Lord (even Jesus, that appeared unto thee ia 
the way as thou easiest) hath sent me, that thoa 
mightest receive thy sight, and be filled with tb& 
Holy Ghost. 18 And immediately there fell from 
his eyes as it had been scales ; and he received 
sight forthwith, and arose, and was baptized : 20 
And straightway he preached Christ in the syna- 
gogues, that he is the Son of God. 3 1 But all that 
heard Inm were amazed, and said, Is not this he 
that destroyed them which called on this name in 
Jerusalem, and came hither for that intent, that he 
might bring them bound unto the chief priests ^ 
33 Bbt Saul increased the more in strength, and 
confounded the Jews which dwelt at Damascus) 
proving that this is very Christ* 

Chap. XVII. Paul preacheih against Idolairy. 
1 6 Now, while Paul [Saul] waited at Athens 
fats spirit was stirred in him, when he saw the city 
wholly given to idolatry. 33 Then Paul stood in 
the midst of Mars-hill,,and said, Ye men of Athens, 
I perceive that in all things ye are too supersti- 
tious. 33 For as I passed by and beheld your de- 
votions, I found an altar with this inscription, TO 
THE UNKNOWN GOD. Whom, therefore, 
ye ignorantly worship, him declare I unto you. 
24 God, that made the world, and all things there, 
in, seeing that he is Lord of heaven and earth, 
dwelleth not in temples made with hands'; 25 
Neither is worshipped with men's hands, as though 
he needed any thing, seeing he giveth to all life, 
aiid breath, and aU thiags ; 26 And hath made of 
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one blood all nations of men for to dwell on all the 
£ace of the earth, and hath determined the time^ 
before appointed, and the bounds of their habita- 
tion ; 27 That they should seek the Lord, if 
haply they might feel after him, and find him, 
though he be not far from every one of us : 28 For 
in him we live, and move, and have our being. 

Chap. XX. Paul's Farewell to the Elders of 
Ephesus. 
17 And from-Miletus he ^ent to Ephesus, and 
called the elders of the church. 18 And, when 
they were come to him, he said unto them, Ye 
know, from the first day that I came into Asia, 
after what manner I have been with you at all sea* 
sons, 19 Serving the Lord with all humility of 
mind, 2 1 Testifying both to the Jews, and also 
to the Greeks, repentance toward God, and faith 
toward our Lord Jesus Christ. 22 And now, be- 
hold, I go bound in the spirit unto Jerusalem, not 
knowing the things' that shall befall me there : 

23 Save that the Holy Ghost witnesseth in every 
city, saying. That bonds and aiHictions abide me. 

24 ^ut none of these things move me, neither 
count I my life dear unto myself, so that I might 
finish my course with joy, and the ministry which 
I have received of the Lord Jesus, to testify the 
gospel of the grace of God. 25 And now, beholdt 
I know that ye all, among whom I have gone 
preaching the kingdom of God, shall see my face 
no more. 96 Wherefore I take you to record this 
day, that I am pure from the blood of all men. 
27 Fori have not shunned to declare unto you all 
the counsel of God. 28 Take heed, therefore^ 
unto yourselves, and to all the flock over the which 
the Holy Ghost hath made you overseers, to feed 
the church of God,'which he hath purchased with 
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his own blood. 32 And now, brethren, I commend 
you to God, and to the word of his grace, which is 
able to build you up, and to give you an inheritance 
among all Ihem which are sanctified. S3 I have 
coveted no man's silver, or gold, or apparel. 34 
Yea, ye yourselves know, that these bands have 
ministered unto my necessities, and to them that 
were with me. 35 I have shewed you all things, 
how that so labouring ye ought to support^ the 
weak ; and to remember the words of the Lord 
Jesus, how he said, It is more blessed to give than 
to receive. 36 And, when he iiad thus spoken, 
he kneeled down, and prayed with them all. 37 
And they all wept sore, and fell on Paul's neck, 
and kissed him; 38 Sorrowing most of all for 
the words w>ich he spake, that they should see bis 
face no mor«. 

Chap. XXVI. PauPs Speech before Jgrippa. 
2 I THINK myself happy, king Agrippa, be- 
cause I shall answer for myself this day before 
thee, touching all the things whereof I am accus- 
ed of the Jew^. 4 My manner of life from my 
youth, which was at the first among mine own 
nation at Jerusalem, know all the Jews ; 5 Which 
knew me from the beginning (if they would testi- 
fy) that after the mqst straitest sect of our reli- 
gion I lived -a Pharisee. 9 I verily thought with 
myself, that I ought to do many things contrary 
to the name of Jesus of Nazareth. 10 Which 
thing I also did in Jerusalem : and many of the 
saints did 1 shiit up in prison, having received 
authority from the chief priests ; and when they 
were put toljeath, I gave my voice against fhem, 
1 1 And I punished them oft in every synagogue, 
and compelled tAem to blaspheme : and l^eing ex- 
•^>5edingly mad against them I persecuted them 
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even unto strange cities. 12 Whereupon as I 
utrent to Damascus with authority and commission 
from the chief priests, 13 At mid-day, O king, 
I saw in the way a li^ht from heaven, above the 
brightness of the sun, shining round about me 
and them which journeyed with me. 14 And 
when we were all fallen to the earth, I heard a 
voice speaking unto me, and saying in the He- 
brew /tongue, Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou 
me ? 15 And I said. Who art thou. Lord ? And 
he said, I am Jesus whom thou persecutest. IG 
But rise, and stand upon thy feet : for I have ap- 
peared unto, thee for this purpose, to make thee 
a minister and a witness both of these things 
which thou hast seen, and of those things in the 
which I will appear unto thee. 

19 Whereupon, O king Agrippa, I was not 
disobedient unto the heavenly vision: 20 But 
shewed first unto them of Damascus, and at Je- 
rusalem, and throughout all the coasts of Judea, 
and then to the Gentiles, that they should repent 
and turn to God, and do works meet for repen- 
tance. 21 For these causes the Jews caught me 
in the temple, and went about to kill me, 22 
Having therefore obtained help of God, I continue 
unto this day, witnessing both to small and greats 
saying none other things than those which the 
prophets and Moses did say should come : 23 
That Christ should suffer, and that he should be 
the first that should rise from the dead, and should 
shew light unto the people, and to the Gentiles. 
24 And as he thus spake for himself, Festus said 
with a loud voicd Paul, thou art beside thyself; 
much learning doth make thee mad.. 25 But he 
said, I am not mad, most noble Festus ; but speak 
forth the words of truth and soberness. 27 King 
AgrippS} ^beltevest thou the prophets ? I know 
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that thou believest. 28 Then Agrippa said unto 
Paulf Almost thou persuadest tne to be a Chris- 
tian. 29 And Paul said, I would to God that not 
only thoU) but also all that hear me this daji were 
both almost, and altogether such as I sTniy except 
these bond$. 
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Chap. IL iS'm is without excuse. 
Thereto ftE thop art inexcusable>0 man, who- 
soever thou art that judgest: for. wherein thou 
judgest another, thou condemnest thyself; for thou 
that judgest doest the same things. 2 But we are 
sure that the judgment of God is according to truth 
against them which commit such things* 3 And 
thinkest thou this, O mah, that judgest them which 
do such things, and doest the same, that thou shalt 
escape the judgment of God ? 4 Or despisest thou 
the riches of his goodness and forbearance and 
long-suffering, not knowing that the goodness of 
God leadeth thee to repentance ? . 5 But after thj 
hardness and impenitent heart treasures! up unto 
thyself wrath against the day of wrath, and revela- 
tion of the righteous judgment of God ; 6 Who 
will render to every man according to his deeds : 
7 To them who by patient continuance in well 
doing seek for glory and honour and immortality, 
eternal life : 8 But uiito them that are contentious, 
and do not obey the truth, but obey unrighteous, 
ness, indignation and wrath; 9 Tribulation and 
anguish upon every soul of man that doeth evil, of 
the Jew first, and also of the Gentile; 10 But 
glory, honour, and peace, to every man that work- 
«th good, to the Jew first, and also to the Gentile : 
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11 For there is no respect of persons with God. 

1 2 For as many as have sinned without law, shall 
also perish without law : and as many as have 8in<* 
Tied in the law, shall be judged by the law ; 16 In 
the day when God shall judge the secrets of men 
by Jesus Christ according to my gospel. 

Chap. XII. God's Mercies demand our obedience. 
^I BESEECH you therefore, brethren, by the mer- 
cies of God-, that ye present your bodies a living 
sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God, which is your 
reasonable service. ' 2 And be not conformed to 
this world : but be ye transformed by the renewing 
of your mind, that ye may prove what is that good, 
and acceptable, and perfect will of God. 3 For I 
say, through the grace^ given unto me, to every 
man that is among you, not to think of himself more 
highly than he ought to think; but to think soberly 
acct>rding as God hath dealt to every man the 
measure of faith. 9 Let love be without dissimu- 
lation. Abhor that which is &vil ; cleave te that 
which is good. 10 Be kindly affectioned one to 
another with brotherly love ; in honour preferring 
one another. 15 Rejoice with tbem that do rejoice, 
and weep with them that weep. 1^ Be of the same 
mind one toward another. Mind not high things, 
but condescend to men of low estate. Be not wise 
in your own conceits. 17 Recompense to no matv 
evil for evil. Provide things honest in the sight of 
all men. 18 If it be possible, as much as lieth in 
you, live peaceably with all men. 19 Dearly be-, 
loved, <fvenge not yourselves, but rather %ive place 
unto wrath : for it is writteui Vengeance is mine ; 
I Avill repay, saith the Lord. 20 Therefore if thine 
enemy hunger, feed him: if he thirst, giVe him 
drink: for in so doing thou shalt heap coals of fire 
on his head. 2 1 Be not overcome of evil^ but over.

Chap. XIII. Excellence of Charitif. 
Though I speak with the tongues of men and 
of angels, and have not charity, I am become as 
sounding brass, or a tinkling cymba.1- 3 And though 
1 have the gift of prophecy, apd understand all 
mysteries and all knowledge, and though I have all 
faith, so that I could remove moimtatns, and have 
not charity, I am nothing. 3 And though 1 bestow 
all my goods to feed the fioor^ and though I give 
my body to be burned, and have not charity, it pro- 
fiteth me nothing. 4 Charity suffereth long, and 
is kind ; charity envieth not ; charity vaunteth not 
itself, is not puffed up, 5 Doth not behave itself 
unseemly, seeketh not her own, is not easily pro- 
voked, thinketh no evil ; 6 Rejoiceth not in ini- 
quity, but rejoiceth in the truth ; 7 Beareth all 
things, believetb all things, hopeth all things, en- 
dureth all things. 8 Charity never faileth : but 
Vrhether there be prophecies, they shall fail; whether 
there be tongues, they shall cease ; whether there 
be knowledge, it shall vanish away. 9 For we know 
in part, and we prophesy in part. 10 But when 
that which is perfect is come, then that >vhich is 
in part shall be done away. 1 1 When I was a 
child, I spake as a child, I understood as a child, 
I thought as a child : but when I became a man, I 
put^ away childish things. 12 For now we see 
through a glass darkly; but then face to face: 
now I know in part ; but then shall I know even as 
also I am known. 13 And now abideth faith, hope, 
charity, these three ; but the greatest of these /« 
charity. 
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Chap. XV. Resurrection of Christ and of Matin 
20 B^v^now is Christ risen from the dead, and 
become the first fruits of them that slept. 32 For 
as in Adam all die, even so in Christ shall all be 
made alive. 24 Then comet h the end, when he 
shall have delivered up the kingdom to God even 
the Father; wb^n he shall have put down all rule 
Und all athority and power. 27 For he hath put 
all things under his feet. But when he saith all 
things are put under iiinij it is manifest that he is 
excepted which did put all things under him. 
S8 And when all things shall be subdued unto him, 
then shall tbe^Son also himself be subject unto him 
that put all things under him^ that Gml may be all 
in all. 

35 But some man will say, How are the dead 
ndsed up ? and with what body do they come ? 
36 Thau fool, that which thou sowest is not quick- 
ened, except it die : 37 And that which thou 
sowest, thou sowest not that body that shall be, but 
bare grain, it may chance of wheat, or of some other 
jrr«« .' 38 But God giveth it a body as it hath 
pleased him, and to every seed his own body. 39 All 
flesh is hot the same flesh : but there is one kind of 
flesh of men^ another flesh of beasts, another of fish- 
es, and another of birds. 40 There are also celestial 
bodies, and bodies terrestrial : but the glory of the 
celestial is one, and the glory of the terrestrial is 
another. 41 There is one glory of the sun, and 
another glory of the moon, and another glory of the 
stars : for one |tar differeth from another star in glo- 
ry. 43 So' also wthe resurrec^on of the dead. It 
is sown in corruption ; \\ is raised in incorruption : 
43 It is sown in dishonour ; it is raised in glory : it is 
sown in weaknd^sj it is raised in power: 44 It is 

30 
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sown a natural body; it is raised a spiritual body. 
There is a natural body, and thefre is a spiritusU body. 
47 The first man ia of the earth, earthy : the second 
man ia the Lord from heaven. 49 And as we have 
borne the imag^ of the earthy, we shall also bear 
the image of the {leavmly. 51 Behold I shew 
you a mystery; We shall not all sleep, but we 
shall all be changed, 52 In a moment, in the 
twinkling of an eye, at the last trump ^ for the 
trumpet shall sound, and the dead shaU be raised 
incorruptible, and we shall be change. 54 So 
when this corruptible shall have put on incorrup- 
tion, and this morttil shall have put oh immortality, 
then shall be brought to pass the saying that is 
written. Death is swallowed up in victory. 55 O 
death, where is thy sting ? O grave, where ia thy 
victory ? 56 The sting of death ia sin, and the 
strength of sin ia the law. 57 But thanks de to 
God, which giveth us the victory, through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 58 Therefore, my beloved 
brethren, be ye sttedfast, unmoveable, always 
abounding in the work of the Lord ; forasmuch as 
ye know that your labour is not in vain in the Lord. 



PAUL TO THE EPIIESIANS. 

Chap. 1V» Exhortation to Unity and Holiness. 
I THEREFORE, the prisoner of the Lord, be- 
seech you that ye walk worthy of the vocation 
wllerewith ye are called, 2 With all ^lowliness 
and meekness, with long-suffering, forbearing 
one' another in love ; 3 Endeavouring to keep 
the unity of the Spirit in the bond of peace. 4 
There ia one body, and one Spirit, even as yc are 



called in on^ hope of your calling. ; 5 On^ Lord^ 
oae faith, one baptisoi^ 6 One God and Father 
of all, who is above all, and through all, and iii 
you all. 7 But unto ipy^ry one of us is given grace 
acconijng to the measure of the gift of Christ. 
8 W l|^refoi» he saith, wien he ascended up on 
high, he led captivity captive, and gave gifts unto 
men. 11 And h^ gave some, apostles ; and som^, 
prophets ; and Bome, evangelists ; and some, pas- 
tors and teachers 1 1 2 For the perfecting of the saints^ 
fqr the work of the ministry, for the edifying of the 
body of Chri«t : 13 Till we all come in the unity of 
the faith,, and of the knowledge of the Son of God, 
unto*«i perfect man^ unto the measure of the sta- 
ture of the. fulness of Christ ; 14 That we hencc^ 
JoTth be no more children tpssed to and fro, and 
carried about with every wind of doctrine, by the 
sleight of men, OrUd cunning craftiness, whereby 
they lie in wait to deceive \ 15 But speaking the 
truth in love^ may grow up into him in all things, 
which is the head, even Christ ; 30 And grieve 
not the Holy Spirit of God, whereby ye are sealed 
unto the d^y of redemption. 31 Let all bittei^ness, 
and wrath, and anger, and clamour, and evil speak- 
ing, be put away from youj with all malice : 32 And 
be ye kind one to another, tender-hearted, forgiving 
one another, even as God for Christ's sake hath 
forgiven you. 



PAUL TO THE PHILIPPUNS. 

Chap. II. Mutual Love 0^d Condescensioii, 
If ikere be tberefbre any consolation in Christ, 
if any comfort of love, if any fellowship of the ~ 
rit,if any bowels and mercies, 2 Fulfil ye my 
that ye be like minded^ having the same love^ 
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be done through strife, or vain gloryj but in" lowli- 
deing of one accord, of one fnind. 3 JLei nothing 
nes8 of mind let each esteem other better than 

' themselves. 4 Look not every man on his own 
things, but every man also on the things of others. 
5 Let this mind be in you which was Aso in Christ 
Jesus : 6 Who being in the form of God, thought 
it not robbery to be equal with God : 7 But 
made himself of no reputation, and took upon him 
the form of a servant, and was made in the like- 
ness of men : 8 And being found in fashion as a 
man, he humbled himself, and became obedient 

•Imio death, even the death of the cross. 9 Where- 
fore God^lso hath highly exalted him, and give* 
him a name which is above every name : 10 
That at the name of Jesus every knee should bow, 
•f things in heaven, and things in earth, and things 
under the earth : 1 1 And that every tongue 
should confess, that Jesus Christ is Lord} to the 
glory of God the Father. 

Chap. IIL All things loss cotnparedmth Christ. 

8 Tea, doubtless, and I count all things but loss 
for the excellency of the knowledge of Christ 
JesuB my Lord : for whom I have suffered the loss 
of all things, that I may win Christ, 9 And be 
found in him, not having mine own righteousiies% 
which is of the law, but that which is through the 
faith of Christ, the righteousness which is of God 
by faith : 10 That I may know him, and the power 
of his resurrection, and the fellowship of his suffer- 
ings, being made conformable unto his death ; 1 1 
If by any means I might attain untQ the resurrec- 
tion of the de^. 12 Not as though I had already 
attained, either were already perfect; but I follow 
after, if that I may apprehend that for which also I 
am apprehended of Christ Jesus. 13 Brethren, I 
Count not myself to have apprehended : but this 
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one thing I d^ forgetting tbqse tliiings ^hich are 
b^ind) and reaching forth unto those things virhic)i 
are be&>re9 14 I press toward the mark, for the 
prize of the high calling of God in Christ Jesus. 
18 (For-inany walk, of whom I have told you often* 
and now tell you even weeping, that they are the 
enemies of the cross of Christ: 19 Whose end 
is destruction, v>ho%e glory is in their shame, who 
mind earthly things.) 20 For our conversation is 
in heaven ; from whence also we Ipok for the 
Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ: 21 Who shall 
change our vile body, that it may be fashioned like 
unto his glorious body, according to the working 
whereby he is able ^ven to subdue all things unto 
himself. 



PAUL TO THE COLOSSIANS. 

Chap. I. Christ the Mediator. 
Paul, an apostle of Jeslis Christ, 2 To the 
saints and faithful brethren in Christ, which are at 
Colosse : Grace be unto you, and peace from God 
our Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ. 13 Giving 
thanks unto the Father which hath made us meet 
to be partakers of the inheritance of the saints in 
light: 13 Who hath delivered us from the power 
of darkness, and hath translated us into the kingdom 
of his dear Son : 1 4 In whom we have redemp- 
tion through his blood, even the forgiveness of 
sins. 15 Who is the image of the invisible God, 
the first-born of every creature : 16 For by him 
were all things, created that kre in heaven, and that 
are in earth, visible and invisible, whether they da 
thrones, or dominions, or principalities, or powers : 
all things were created by him, and for him : 17 
SO* 
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And he is before all things, and by him all things 
consist. 1 8 And he is the head of the body, the 
church : who is the beginning, tne first-born from 
the dead ; that in all tfdnffs he might have the pre- 
eminence. 19 For it pleased the Father that in 
him should all fulness dwell; 20 And, having 
made peace through the blood of his cross, by him 
to reconcile all things unto himself; by him, I 
aay^ whether they be things in earth, or things in 
heaven. 



PAUL TO THE THESBALONIAl^S. L 

CiiAF. IV. Chrisfs second coming, 
FirRTHBRMORE, then,we beseech you, brethren, 
and exhort you by the Lord Jesus, that as ye have 
received of us how ye ought to walk, and to please 
God, «o ye would abound more and more. 13 But 
I would not have you to be ignorant, brethren, con- 
cerning them which are asleep, that ye sorrow not, 
oven as others which have no hope. 14 For if we 
believe that Jesus died, and rose again, even so 
them also which sleep in Jesus will God bring 
with him. 15 For this we say unto you by the 
word of the Lord, that we which are alive, and 
remain unto the coming of the Lord, shall not pre- 
vent them which are asleep. 16 For the Lord 
himself shall descend from heaven with a shout, 
with the voice of the archangel^ and with the trump 
of God : and the dead in Christ shall rise first. 
17 Then we which are alive and remain, shall be. 
caught up together with them in the clouds, to 
meet the Lord in the air: and so shall we ever be 
with the Lord. 18 Wherefore comfort one another 
with the&e words.

Chap. VI. PauVs solemn Charge. 
Wl GIVE thee charge hi the sight of God, yirbo 
quickeneth ali things, and d^or^ Chrisf' Jesus ; 14 
That thou keep this commandment without spot, 
vnrebukable, until the appearing of our Lord 
Jesus Christ: 15 Which in his times he shall 
shew, who is the blessed and only Potentate, the 
King of kings, and Lord of lords ; 16 Who only 
hath imnoortality, dwelling in the light which no 
2nan can approach unto, whom no man hath seen^t 
Bor can see : to whom de honour and power ever, 
lasting. Amen. 17 Charge them that are rich in 
this world, that they be not highrminded, nor trust 
in uncertain riches, but in the living God, who 
giveth us richly all things to enjoy; 18 That they 
do good, that they be rich in good workS| ready to 
distribute, willing to communicate; 19 Laying 
up in store for themselves a good foundation 
against the time to come, that they may lay hold 
on eternal life. 20 O Timothy, keep that which 
is committed to thy trust, avoiding profane and 
vain babblings, and oppositions of science falsely so 
called: 21 Which some, professing, have erred 
concerning the faith. Grace be with thee. Amen.

Chap. L Infinite Superior it jf of Christ, 
God, who at sundry times, and in divers man- 
ners, spake in time past unto the fathers by the 
prophets^ 2 Hath in these last days spoken unto 
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us by his Son, whom he hath appointed hen* of all 
things, by whpm also he made the worlds : 3 
Wb0| being the brightness of fds glory^ and the 
express imaged of his person* and upkMtldiog all 
things by the word of his power, when he had 
by himself purged ouf sinst sat down oatben^ht 
hand of the Majesty on high i 4 Being made so 
much better than the angels, as he hatU 'bgr in- 
heritance obtained a more excellent name than 
they. 5 For unto which of the angels siM he at 
any timei Thou art my Son, this day have I be- 
gotten thee ? And again, I will be to him a Father, 
and he shall be to me a Son ? 6 And ugain, when 
he bringeth in the first begotten into the world, he 
saith, And let all the angels of God worship him. 

7 And of the angels he saith, Who roak^th his 
angels spirits, and his ministers a flame of iire. 

8 But unto the Son he stdth^ Thy throne, O God, 
is for ever and ever : a sceptre of ri<^hteousnes6 
ia the sceptre of thy kingdom. 9 Thou hast 
loved righteousness, and hated iniquity : there- 
fore God, even thy God, hath anointed thee with 
tlie oil of gladness above thy fellows. 10 And, 
Thou, Lord, in the beginning hast laid the foun- 
dation of the earth : and the heavensare the works 
of thine hands. 1 1 They shall perish : but thou 
remainest : and they all shall wax old as doth a 
garment; 12 And as a vesture shalt thou fold 
them up,«nd they shail be changed : but thou art 
the same, and thy years shall not fall. 

CuAP. Xri. Sinai ancf Zion contrasted. 
Wherefore, seeing we also are compassed 
about with so great a cloud of witnesses, let us 
lay aside every weight, and the sin which doth so 
easily beset ««, and let us run with patience the 
race that is set before us, 2 Looking unto Jesus 
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the author and finisher of our faith ; who, for the 
joy that was set befope him, etfdured the cross» 
despising the shame, and is set down at the fight 
hand of the throne of God. 18 For ye are liot 
come unto the mount that might be touched, and 
that burned with fire, nor unto blackness, and 
darkness, and tempest, 19 And the sound of a 
trumpet, and the voice of words ; which voice they 
that heard, entreated that the word should not be 
jspoken to them any more: 21 And so terrible 
-was the sight, that Moses said, I exceedingly fear 
and quake. 23 But ye are come unto mount 
Sion, and unto the city of the living God, the 
heavenly Jerusalem, and' to an innumerable com- 
pany of angels, 23 To the general assembly and 
church of the first*bom which are written in hea- 
ven, and to God the Judge of all, and to the spirits 
of just men made perfect, 24 And to Jesus the 
mediator of the new covenant, and to the blood of 
sprinkling, that speaketh better things than that qf 
Abel. 25 See 4hat ye refuse not him that speak- 
eth. For. if they escaped not, who refused him 
that spake on earth, much more shall not we 
eacafie^ if we turn away from him that sfieaketh 
from heaven : 26 Whose voice then shook the 
earth : but now he hath promised, saying, Yet 
once more I shake not the earth only, but also 
heaven.

Chap. MI. The End of the World. 
5 Bt the word of God the heavens were of old, 
find the earth standing out of the water, and in 
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tho w^er t 6 Whereby the world that tteo was, 
being oT^rflowed with water, perished: 7 But 
the beayenft ^nd the eartht which erenow, bj the 
«aine word ar^ k^pt in store, reserved uatq fire 
against the day of judgment, and perdition of un- 
godly men. ^ But^ beloved,, be not ignorant of 
this one thing, that one day i^ with the Lord as a 
thousand years, and a thousand years as one day. 
9 The Lord is not slack cc^icerning bis promise, 
as some men coufit slackness ; but is Ipng -suffer- 
ing to usward, not willing that any should perish, 
but that all should come to repentance. 10 But 
the day of th^ Lord will com^ a^ a thief in the 
night ; in tb^ which the heavens shall pass away 
with a great noise, and th^ ^If mqnts shall melt 
with fervent heat, the earth also ai)d the work? 
that are therein shall be burned up. 1 1 Seeing 
then $ka( all these things shall be dissolved, what 
manner ^/teraons ought ye to be in a(l holy con- 
versation and godliness, 12 Looking for and 
hasting unto the coming of the day of G^d, 
wherein the heavens being on fire shall be dis. 
solved, and thp elements shall melt with fiprvicnt 
heat? 13 Nevertheless w^, according to his 
promise, look for new heavens and a new earth, 
wherein dwell«th righteousness. 14 )Vherefore, 
beloved, seeing that ye look for suoh tt^tngs, be 
diligent that ye may be found of him in peace, 
without spotj and blameless. 



EPISTLE OF JOHN I. 

^ Chap. III. Hope in Christ piirifies Men. 
Behold, what manner of love the Father hath 
bestowed upon us, that wp should be called the 
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sons of God : therefore the worKl'k»(»weth ti8 notj 
because it knew faun not. ^ Beloved, now mre we 
the sons of God, ^nd it doth noit yet appear what 
^e shall be : but We know tbsAf When he shali ap« 
pear, we shall be like him : for we shall see him 
as he is. 3 And every man that hath this hope in 
him piif ifieth himself, even as he is pBre. 6 Who^ 
soever abideth in him sinnethnot: whosoever lin** 
neth hath not seen him, neither known him. 7 Lit^ 
tie children, let no man deceive yea. He that 
doeth righteousness is righteous, even aft he is 
righteous. 8 He that committeth sin is of the devil ; 
for the devil sinneth from the beginning. For this 
purpose the Son of God was manifested, that he 
might destroy the works of the devil. 10 In this 
the children of G6d are manifest^'and the children 
of the devil : whosoever doeth not righteousness 
is not of God, heither he thatloveth not his brother. 
14 We know that we have passed from death unto 
life) because we love the brethren. He that loveth 
not Ms brother, abideth in death. 1 6 Hereby per- 
ceive we the love qf Gody because he laid down his 
life for us : and we ought to lay down our lives for 
the brethren. 



FROM JUDE. 

Exhortation to Constancjf. 
JuniB, the servant of Jesus Christ, and brother 
of James, to them that are sanctified by God the 
Father and preserved in Jesus Christ, and called : 
2 Mercy unto you, and peace and love be multipli- 
ed, o Beloved, earnestly contend for the faith which 
was once delivered unto the saints. 4 For there 
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are certaiii men crept in unawares, .^isnying the 
only Lord Qod* and our Lord Jesus Chrls^. 14 Be- 
hold, the Lord cometh with ten thousand of his 
saints, 15 To execute judgment upon all, and to 
convince all that are ungodly among them, of all 
their ungodly deeds which they have ungodly com- 
mitted, and of all their hsiv^ efieechcBf which ungod- 
ly sinners have spoken against him. 17 But, belov- 
ed, remember ye the words which were spoken 
before of the apostles of our lord Jesus Christ; 
1 8 How that they told you there should be mock, 
ers in the last time, who should walk after their own 
ungodly lusts. 19 These be they who separate 
themselves, sensual, having not the Spirit. 20 But 
ye, beloved, building up yourselves on your most 
holy faith, praying in the Holy Ghost, 21 Keep 
yourselves in the love of God, looking for the teer. 
cy of our Lord Jesus Christ unto eternal life. 
24 Now unto him that is able to keep you from 
falling, and to present you faultless before the pre- 
sence of his glory with exceeding joy, 25 To the 
only wise God our Saviour, be glory and majesty, 
dominion and power, both now and ever. Amen. ^
